Notice To Taxpayers 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by 
posting notifications in some public place in the town, 
or notify them in such other way as the town at its 
annual meeting directs, to make and bring into them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April 
of the same year. If any resident owner after such no- 
tice does not bring in such list, he is hereby barred of 
his right to make application to the assessors or the 
county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and satis- 
fies them that he was unable to offer it at the time ap- 
pointed.

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Notice to Veterans 
Desiring Exemptions 


No exemptions on polls and estates shall be allow- 
ed in favor of any person who is not a legal resident of

Town Manager’s Report 


I am pleased to submit the 62nd annual Town 
Report for the Town of Camden, Maine. This year’s 
report follows the pattern of the 1952 report. Depart- 
mental Reports in the first section with financial re- 
ports and the auditor’s comments in the rear section. 


The Town of Camden ended the financial year with 
a current surplus of $5,643.97 after covering all over- 
drafts and unappropriated expenditures. While this 
surplus is somewhat less than last year’s it demon- 
strates our ability to live within our income. I am par- 
ticularly pleased with the accuracy of some of the 
budget estimates made at the beginning of 1953. In 
the entire Public Works category, of 13 separate ac- 
counts, only one was overdrawn, and that account for 
only $14.42. Uncollected taxes remain about the same, 
slightly larger than the previous year. Our biggest un- 
collected item remains the former Hughes Woolen 
Mill Property, which will eventually be settled. Tax 
liens on two small pieces of property expired and these 
accounts transferred to the Tax Acuired Property 
Account. I should like to point out the sizeable increase 
in the Town’s total evaluation, due to the efforts of our 
assessors in finding new property and reviewing valu- 
ations placed on personal property items. Due to the 
fact that the total valuation increased slightly and 
total appropriations decreased slightly we were able to 
lower the tax rate by 2 mills, the second rate reduction 
in two years, in spite of increased costs of wages and 
materials. 


I feel the most important step taken during 1953 
was the expansion of the Camden Police Department. 
The work of Chief Rainfrette and the patrolmen has 
been very satisfactory. I believe we are now able to 
offer a reasonable degree of protection at a minimum 
cost. The addition of another man, a police car, a two- 
way mobile radio and a telephone have made this ex- 
pansion a reality. 


Another important addition in 1953 was the new 
900 gallon tank truck built by Chief Payson and the 
members of our Fire Department. Since many of our 
fires are beyond the limits of our hydrant system, the 
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tank wagon has become a fine addition to our fire 
protective service. I should like to add my thanks to 
the Fire Company for their campaign to purchase the 
new Cadillac Ambulance, which we are all proud of. 
This is a service which we often take for granted with- 
out realizing we have an ambulance service few towns 
in New England can surpass. 


There are many other improvements made during 
1953 which should be mentioned, to name just a few, 
the new storm sewer on Mountain Street, the improve- 
ments to the Public Landing, and the joint Federal, 
State and own efforts against the gypsy moth on the 
slopes of the mountains. | 


Our budget for the coming year represents a 
slight increase over 1953. We propose taking advantage 
of greater matching funds from the State Highway 
Commission by raising an additional 2 units of State 
Aid Road Construction Funds ($3,198.00.) We have 
requested authority to dispose of our old Fire Station, 
now used as a town garage, in order to remove our 
equipment from the center of the business district. 
We have requested authority to allow the Selectmen 
to locate street lighting upon recommendations of the 
Town Manager, based upon proper and uniform light- 
ing requirement. I have recommended that some effort 
be made to construct sewers on those streets in the 
village which are not sewered at present. 


I am very pleased with the work of the various 
town departments during the past year. I call your 
attention to the fact that working for the public is apt 
to be a rather thankless job with much criticism, low 
wages and long hours. This same type of criticism is 
often directed at the elected Town Officers which 
sometimes causes well-qualified persons to shun public 
office. It is well to remember that a municipality exists 
only to perform those tasks which require the united 
efforts of the entire population and which would be 
difficult for individuals to carry out alone.

This brings to a close another successful year for 
the Camden Fire Department. Our total fire losses for 
the year were higher than the previous year principally 
due to the large fire at the Camden Shipyard and the 
residence of Wesley Barter. Below is a comparison of 
our fire losses for the past five years. This record shows 
an increase in the last three years; help us to cut it 
down.

It is my belief that if more people would take ad- 
vantage of our chimney inspection service the number 
of these chimney fires could be decreased. More care 
should be taken in the cleaning up and burning of grass 
in the spring. Remember that a permit is required for 
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outdoor burning. I am pleased with the large decrease 
in the number of oil burner fires. This shows that with 
proper care these fires can be eliminated. Other causes 
of fires remain about the same. REMEMBER, OUR 
BUSINESS IS BEST WHEN ALL THE TRUCKS ARE 
IN THE STATION. 


During 1953 we placed our new 900 gallon tank 
truck in operation. This truck has already proven its 
worth many times. At the station we have cleaned and 
painted all our floors and woodwork. We now wax our 
concrete floors which makes the cleaning easier with 
less dust. We have been able to complete the landscap- 
ing around the front of the station this past year and 
the appearance is much improved. 


I am pleased to report that the Knox County Fire- 
men’s Association is making progress with its mutual 
aid program and in several instances made use of this 
service during the year. More towns are installing tank 
trucks and other equipment. We sold our old tank truck 
to the Town of Owl’s Head and they report they are 
pleased with its performance and have used it on sev- 
eral fires when they would have otherwise had to call 
Rockland. 


In closing, may I once more express my sincere 
thanks and appreciation to the Town Officers and the 
members of the department and the citizens of the 
Town for their splendid spirit of cooperation which has 
been extended during all the years of my service.

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Report of Police Department 


As a result of the action taken at the 1953 annual 
meeting your Police Department has been expanded 
into a well-equipped and manned force comparable 
with a town of this size. We now have 38 full time men 
and an extra traffic officer in the summer. In addition 
we also have a town-owned police car which is equipped 
with a mobile two-way radio. This radio is on the same 
frequency with the Sheriff’s Department and it is pos- 
sible to call the police car by calling the Sheriff’s office 
in Rockland. We also have a separate telephone line 
(Camden 2848) and have made improvements to our 
office in the Opera House building. 


During the year 1953 we have tried to enforce 
traffic laws for the safety of the general public. The 
largest number of arrests (35) were for speeding, with 
driving under the influence and reckless driving next. 
We made a total of 72 arrests and these arrests resulted 
in 70 convictions.

The major police problems of the coming year will 
be traffic and parking. We need the splendid coopera- 
tion of all citizens as we have had in the past to handle 
these problems. From a traffic point of view we are 
unfortunate in having a major highway, U.S. Route 1, 
passing through our main business section. What can 
we do to improve conditions? We believe that by 
abolishing the angle parking on Main Street we would 
widen by ten feet the available space for moving 
vehicles. It would decrease by one third the number of 
available parking spaces. This means greater use of 
the present off-street parking areas by the shoppers 
and merchants. It also means that all available space 
for convenient parking. be improved and made avail- 
able. During 1953 the public landing parking area was 
improved and a parking area built on Chestnut Street. 
The Town Officers are aware of the parking problem 
and will welcome your suggestions. 


The Police Department wishes to thank the Maine 
State Police and the Knox County Sheriff’s Department 
for their splendid cooperation during the past year.

The four accounts listed above cover the entire 
Public Welfare Program of the town. Each individual 
receiving assistance is placed in one of these four cate- 
' gories. During 1953 the cost of Old Age Assistance 
decreased from the previous year. This was due in part 
to the increase in the maximum assistance grant from 
$50.00 to $55.00 per month. Another factor would be 
the increase in Social Security Payments. The cost of 
the Town Poor Account is increased over the previous 
year, due to the addition of five expensive cases which 
were not eligible for Old Age Assistance or Social Se- 
curity. The expense of the Veterans Aid Program and 
the Aid to Dependent Children Program remained very 
stable during the year. A total of sventy-two (72) in- 
dividuals or heads of families received assistance from 
the Town of Camden. Nine (9) persons receiving as- 
sistance passed away during the year. When available, 
surplus commodities such as dried milk and canned beef 
are distributed to needy persons. 


Public Welfare is administered by the Town Man--. 
ager as agent for the Overseers of the Poor, who are 
the Board of Selectmen. Valuable assistance has been 
given by Mrs. Allura Pitcher, the District Nurse, and 
Mrs. Mildred Knight, the School Nurse.

Public Works Department 


Inasmuch as our original Highway Department 
now performs many other duties in addition to high- 
way work this department is more appropriately re- 
ferred to as a Public Works Department. The total 
expenditures for all items in this Department amounted 
to $63,098.25 of which $24,378.08 or 38.6% was ex- 
pended for labor, $21,690.67 or 34.4% for materials 
and supplies, $8,121.85 or 18% for rented equipment 
and services and the balance on varied items ranging 
from fire insurance to sand spreaders.

Winter maintenance funds provide for the ex- 
penses of snow removal and ice control during the per- 
iod from December 1 to April 1, usually. This year the 
snow removal contract for 27 miles of road was award- 
ed to Elmer E. Heal of Camden at a cost of $106.00 per 
mile. The remaining streets and all the sidewalks are 
taken care of by the town. Our equipment for snow 
removal and ice control is now in good shape. We have 
added a new salt spreader during 1953, a new truck, a 
new plow mount with hydraulic controls, and another 
sand spreader to our snow removal equipment.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Sueprintending School Committee and the Citi- 
zens of the Town of Camden: 


The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools 
is hereby respectfully submitted. 


Communities throughout the country are faced 
with an ever-worsening situation relative to teacher 
supply. It is becoming increasingly more difficult to 
obtain well-qualified, efficient personnel. Maine in par- 
ticular is caught in the throes of this dilemma primarily 
due to the low salaries which have prevailed in relation 
to those paid in other states. In an effort to establish 
Camden in a favored position in competing for the 
services of capable teachers, the School Committee has 
adopted a new salary schedule which exceeds the re- 
quirements of the State Law. The local schedule be-. 
comes effective in September, 1954. It establishes mini-. 
mums of $2,500, $2,800 and $3,100 for non-degree, 4- 
year degree and 5-year degree teachers respectively, 
with corresponding maximums of $3,600, $38,900 and 
$4,200. It is believed this will aid greatly in retaining 
capable teachers and also in attracting highly recom- 
mended ones when there are vacancies to be filled. 


There were nine personnel changes during the past 
year affecting eight positions. At the high school Relief 
Nichols, Earl Mercer and Ivan Sherman replaced Ethel 
Oliver, Eugene Stover and G. Lorimer Walker. 


At the Camden Grade School, Mary Taylor retired 
after many years of faithful service as a teaching prin- 
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cipal, and William White was elected to fill the vacancy. 
Marian Milliken was recently assigned to the third 
grade following the resignation of Dorothy Spear. Due 
to an increase in the number of pupils, it was necessary 
to employ an additional subprimary teacher. Joyce 
Emery started the year in that position but resigned in 
December. Louise Eugley was her successor. Allene 
Newcomb was engaged for the physically handicapped 
class, the position formeriy held by Barbara Holden. 
The remedial reading teacher, Jocelyn Christie resigned 
to accept another position. This vacancy still exists 
because there was no qualified candidate available. 


The enrollment factor is presenting a problem 
which might be developing faster than is generally 
realized. The 1954 total is 757 as compared with 729 
last year, Showing an increase of 28. It is interesting to 
note the figures for the subprimary and first grade 
classes. These two groups have 144 pupils whereas the 
highest number for any other successive two-grade 
combination is 118. A further illustration of the trend 
is indicated as follows: last year Camden had two first 
grade teachers and one in the subprimary with a part- 
time helper; this year there are two full-time teachers 
on each level; next year there will be two subprimary 
and three first grade teachers. In other words, there 
will be five full-time teachers next year for these two 
grades as compared with three full-times ones a couple 
of years ago. 


The new class will use the last remaining class- 
room space in the present buildings. This, coupled with 
the fact that high school classes are meeting in three 
buildings, has prompted the inclusion of two special 
articles in the town warrant. One relates to the election 
of a special committee to make a survey of Camden’s 
school needs and facilities for the purpose of reporting 
its findings and recommendations to the citizens of the 
town. The other is to see if the town will set aside a 
sum of money in a capital reserve fund for school con- 
struction. 


Reference is also made to other special articles in 
the town warrant. One requests an appropriation for 
the adoption of the Rinehart Writing System. This 
plan makes provision for a supervisor to meet with each 
class once a month and hold three faculty meetings. 
Special materials are also furnished by the company. 
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The program is designed to give direction and emphasis 
to the development of a high degree of handwriting 
legibility. 


Another article requests $500 for continuing the 
improvements to the athletic field. A similar sum was 
voted last year. 


A third item has reference to the purchase of stu- 
dent lockers for the high school. Lockers are desirable 
for the storage of the personal belongings of individual 
students. Such equipment is lacking at both the high 
school and the gymnasium. 


There is also an article to see if the town will make 
funds available for a summer recreation program. Al- 
though it might not seem at first thought that this is 
a school matter, the school department endorses this 
project because of the inherent value of such a program 
plus the probability that, should it become a reality, 
school personnel and facilities would be involved. 


The evidence suggests that there has been in oper- 
ation a sound policy relative to maintaining and im- 
proving the school plants, equipment, textbooks and 
supplies. It is hoped to continue the wise plan of an- 
nually bettering the school facilities, bearing in mind 
that capital outlays on the high school building should 
be held to a minimum pending the town’s decision 
relative to a construction program. 


The school lunch program serves approximately 
200 pupils daily. Under the direction of Mrs. Marion 
Huntley, the program is operating very efficiently and 
on a sound financial basis. Mrs. Huntley and her as- 
sistants are to be commended. 


The basic school budget (exclusive of special ar- 
ticles) shows an anticipated expenditure increase of 
approximately $17,000 for the ensuing year. The major 
portion of this amount is chargeable to instruction 
costs. The chief items in said instruction increase are 
described as follows: $3,700 for mandatory increases 
to comply with the new State Salary Schedule; $3,750 
for other increases to meet the provisions of Camden’s 
Salary Schedule; $2,650 for the additional effect in 1954 
from increases granted last year including the addition 
of a subprimary teacher in September, 1953; $1,500 
allowance for a remedial reading teacher if one can be

obtained this coming year; $1,400 for an additional first 
grade teacher to be hired next September; and $1,000 
for adjustments in the salaries of principals, part-time 
teachers and secretarial help. 


Although expenses are expected to be $17,000 
higher, the appropriation requests total $11,844 more 
than in 1953. This apparent discrepancy is largely due 
to the fact that sizable unexpended balances will be 
absorbed during 1954. For your convenience in com- 
paring figures, the appropriations over a three year 
period are presented.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
I submit a report of the school health activities. 


Donald B. Hawkins, M. D. and Edward K. Morse, 
M. D., School Physicians, have given health examina- 
tions to 344 students. These physicians found 54 stu- 
dents with remedial health needs and notices were sent 
to their parents. Thirty-one corrections have been made 
and others are being attended to. There are students 
yet to be examined. Parents are urged to be present 
at the examination of their child, to confer with the 
physician and nurse. 


Kenneth M. Green, O. D., School Optometrist, gave 
vision tests to 787 students, Eighty-two were found to 
have visual needs and notices were sent to their par- 
ents. Fifty have corrections. 


Walter P. Strang, D. D. S., School Dentist, made 
dental examinations of 610 students and found 4389 need 
dental care. Two hundred twenty-eight have had cor- 
rections, some have appointments. Notices were sent 
to all parents of the students examined. 


In cooperation with the schools, Harry G. Tounge, 
Jr., M. D., Camden Health Officer, held a series of 
three Clinics for the purpose of vaccinating for the pre- 
vention of small-pox and for immunization against 
diphtheria and whooping cough. Sixty-two students 
were vaccinated and 112 were immunized. Clinics are 
planned again for this purpose this spring. 


In April, 69 children in the subprimary received 
the T.B. Patch-test. At the time of the Chest X-Ray 
Survey, 184 high school students were given chest 
X-rays. 


The State Department of Health and Welfare has 
loaned the Camden School Department an audiometer. 
Students from the fourth grade through the high 
school will receive the tests. 


Camden has 24 children attending the following 
clinics operated by the State Department of Health and 
Welfare: Chest X-Ray, Crippled Children, Hard of 
Hearing, Pediatric and Dental. 


A child in good health is better able to do good 
school work. The health of the school child is a joint 
responsibility of the school and the home. We sincerely 
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appreciate the prompt action many parents take to have 
defects corrected following school examinations. Early 
attention to health needs is in the best interests of the 
child’s well-being. 


I wish to thank the physicians, school personnel 
and all others who have helped with the school health 
program.

Report of Camden 
District Nursing Association 


January 1, 1953 to January 1, 1954 


I herewith submit the annual report of services 
rendered the Town of Camden by the Camden District 
Nursing Association from January 1, 1953 to Janu- 
ary 1, 1954. 


A free x-ray survey sponsored jointly by the Cam- 
den District Nursing Association and the Camden- 
Rockport Chamber of Commerce was among the acti- 
vities worthy of note during the past year. This stride 
forward toward general health protection was a com- 
munity project providing an opportunity for education 
in that field, also case-finding through x-ray. Follow-up 
care by the family physician and Public Health Nurse 
was carried through on those having suspicious film or 
other adverse conditions. 


Of the eligible population, 1,489 or approximately 
54%, were x-rayed, thus proving a public consciousness 
of this important work. Only 32 were requested to re- 
turn for re-take films, 23 reporting. Since then the re- 
mainder have been x-rayed or checked. Although the 
proportion of chest suspects may appear relatively 
small, even this number are sufficiently grave for con- 
tinued guidance in the detection and prevention of this 
serious disease. The District Nurse assumes the obliga- 
tion of conducting unceasing checks. 


During the year 14 visits were made to tuberculo- 
sis suspects, contacts and for x-ray examinations.

Immunization clinics were held in March, April 
and May, under the direction of Dr. Harry Tounge, 
Health Officer. 


Plans for the coming year include six clinics for 
children—infancy to school age—attendance to be ar- 
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ranged by the physician or Public Health Nurse. These 
clinics are for all those of prescribed ages who are not 
under private medical supervision. 


It will be noted that special emphasis is being 
placed on the health of the young. By early training 
in hygiene and correct promotion of physical well- 
being in the formative years, there is a basis for pro- 
perly instilled habits which will make for a more 
vigorous, longer-lived citizenry—thus a healthier, hap- 
plier community. 


Equal concern is shared, however, with the day-to- 
day bedside nursing and its associated duties. Residents 
are familiar with this service, for over a span of years 
it has become a household first thought in any pro- 
longed illness. Assurance is given that this phase of 
Camden’s health needs will be maintained with high 
standards. In addition it has been extended to include 
improvement of health knowledge at all ages.

Medical supervision provided by the State for 
those who are not under the care of a physician, are: 
Cardiac, clinics—pediatric and crippled children’s, hard 
of hearing, tuberculosis, mental health and services for 
the blind. At all times it is the aim of the District Nurse 
to be well informed on matters pertaining to illness and 
to know all available resources to meet them. 


One of the progressive achievements which may be 
cited in a fairly well equipped nursing office located in 
the Opera House Building, providing a central point 
for records and the necessary clerical work. A type- 
writer and stand would prove useful there, also an 
office-size refrigerator, which in time may be provided 
as was the hospital bed recommended in a previous re- 
port. This bed, owned by the town, has been loaned to 
several families during the year. Unquestionably it

has been a worthwhile investment. When this commun- 
ity clearly recognizes a civic need of any kind it never 
fails to respond, completely and well. 


I wish to thank physicians and the staff of Cam- 
den Community Hospital for their unfailing loyalty 
and cooperation. To the District Nursing Association 
officers and committee, town officials and citizens who 
faithfully support this program, I also express my ap- 
preciation. This united front wages a constant crusade 
in the interests of your public health.

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Milk Inspectors Report 


During the past year, I have signed one producer’s 
application to sell milk and cream in the town of Cam- 
den, namely, Alford Lake farm. 


Round Top, Cripps, Marriner, Nash and Oxton 
were taken care of by the State as usual. 


We have taken fifty samples of milk and cream, 
all of the same were sent to Orono, analyzed and passed 
satisfactorily, and the same were published in the 
Camden Herald. 


There are fifteen stores selling milk and cream in 
town. I have visited all of the same, and found them 
licensed as the law requires. 


I find that most of the herds have been tested for 
TB and Bangs disease up to year 1952. This is very 
essential and should be taken care of by all producers, 
at least every two years for the safety of the consumer. 


I have had a few complaints about dirty bottles, 
both inside and out. This also should be taken care of. 
Keep your bottles well sterilized.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The outstanding fact in our report this year is 
the inauguration of a phonograph record lending ser- 
vice. This was started the first of August with about 
80 records and albums for all speed machines—33, 45 
and 78 RPM. These are checked out on a person’s regu- 
lar library card in the same manner as books. Mr. John 
Montgomery, the trustee in charge of this venture, 
has chosen a basic collection with as wide a variety as 
possible. The department is growing and we greatly 
appreciate the generosity of friends who have donated 
money and records. We have, thus far, circulated 535 
records. Our town should feel proud of being a pioneer 
in this field as very few small libraries can give this 
service. 


During the month of April five of our various Book 
Week displays were on exhibition at the Farnsworth 
Museum in Rockland. These were the merry-go-round, 
ferris wheel, theatre, Mother Goose book and village 
set-up including railroad, bridge and air field. Nearly 
three thousand people viewed them while there and 
about two-thirds of that number went in special groups 
for that express purpose. 


The staff attended the Round Table meeting in 
June held at Bar Harbor and the Maine Library Asso- 
ciation meeting in September at the State House in 
Augusta. These meetings are always very helpful and 
instructive.

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present 
the result of the financial operation of the Town for the period 
designated. Recommendations are also offered which are believed 
to be worthy of your consideration.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF CAMDEN 
January 2, 1953 to January 1, 1954 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Camden 
has been completed for the municipal year ended January 1, 
1954. The audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Manager, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 


The examination consisted of the review of cash transac- 
tions as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations revealed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $5,622.65. Overdrafts were noted 
in various appropriation accounts (Exhibit D.) Overdrafts and 
unexpended balances are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $12,167.80 
Overdrafts 6,545.15 
Net Unexpended Balances $ 5,622.65 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only 
to the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the comparative> statement of available 
funds and expenditures revealed that available funds decreased 
by $26,390.62, as compared with those of the preceding year. 
This decrease is due principally to a reduction of carrying bal- 
ances, expended in the current year, in the amount of 
$22,767.16. 


Expenditures for the same period decreased $21,796.50. 
This decrease was reflected principally in the protection, high- 
ways and bridges, education and buildings and grounds accounts. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


From the examination of the departmental accounts it was 
determined that the net unexpended balances carried forward 
to the ensuing year totaled $32,214.80. (Exhibit D.) 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $27,776.18, a de- 
crease of $4,356.03 as compared with the preceding year. This 
decrease was occasioned principally by town authorized trans- 
fers of $10,000.00 less the excess of available funds over ex- 
penditures of $5,622.65. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a sep- 
arate fund, reflects the outstanding school bonds of $136,000.00 
which are to be retired from the revenues of future years. The 
pita maturity of these bonds is $8,000.00 with interest at 

0%. 
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TRUST FUNDS 


The examination of trust fund transactions revealed earn- 
ings of the various funds amounted to $7,547.53 and expenditures 
totaled $6,372.98. Principals of the funds were $168,861.76 and 
unexpended income amounted to $7,986.59. Investments of these 
funds were reviewed and it was noted that $3,567.29 of the new 
trust funds remained uninvested. 


GENERAL 


From the examination of the town clerk’s records it was 
ascertained that appropriations from surplus of $8,000.00 for 
the fire department and $2,000.00 for the police department had 
been authorized by vote at the annual town meeting, It was also 
noted that transfers from excise taxes of $19,188.10 to various 
operating accounts were approved by the townspeople. 


It is suggested that property and equipment records be 
maintained so that a record will be available to show values and 
other pertinent data for town capital investments. 


Monthly reconciliation of the selectmen’s records, together 
with monthly trial balances of the general ledger, would aid 
materially in keeping audit costs at a minimum. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system 
of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling 
of cash and other matters of financial concern. Available funds 
and expenditures were examined by methods and to the extent 
deemed necessary. Letters of verification were utilized to deter- 
mine the correctness of sewer assessments and accounts re- 
ceivable as well as tax and tax lien accounts. Trust fund trans- 
actions were reviewed and investments of the funds were ex- 
amined. Insurance and bond coverages were examined and 
listed. Excise tax collections were verified by examination of 
the receipts retained by the collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
town at January 1, 1954, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.

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Town Manager’s Report 


itas ea pleasure that I submit this 63rd Annual 
Report of the Town of Camden, Maine. 


The Town of Camden completed its fiscal year 
with available funds exceeding expenditures by 
$7,250.66. This is an increase over the preceding year, 
in spite of several unavoidable overdrafts. You will 
notice in the comments of the State Department of 
Audit that all balances to be carried forward, except 
those required by statute, should have the approval of 
the voters. An appropriate article has been placed in 
the Town Warrant for this purpose. A vote to do this 
will allow the funds to be spent for the purpose for 
which they were originally intended. The total amounts 
to be carried forward is approximately $4,000.00 more 
than those of a year ago. 


At this time I would like to comment on a few of 
the highlights of the past year. 


The Fire Department has acquired a 500 gallon 
per minute trailer pump at no cost to the town except 
the necessary parts to place it in first class condition. 
The two-way radio base station, purchased from Fire 
Company funds, is installed and in operation; a de- 
cided asset to the Fire Department. 


Early in the summer the old fireplace at the Public 
Beach was demolished, and replaced with four smaller 
fireplaces, each with a grate and warming oven. This 
greatly increased the use of the Beach Area for family 
groups, who enjoy a meal in the open. 


A sanitary sewer was constructed on Maple Street, 
and the resurfacing of the street will be completed this 
summer. 


I would like to commend the Collector of Taxes for 
his efforts in the collection of back taxes as well as the 
1954 taxes which are 97.6% collected at this time. 


At the 1954 Town Meeting a committee was chos- 
en to survey the needs of the Camden Schools. A report 
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showing the results of this survey has been prepared 
and will be distributed with the annual reports. I urge 
you to study this special report thoroughly, as you will 
be asked to vote at the annual meeting on the question 
of expanding the school facilities. 


In closing I wish to personally thank the Board of 
Selectmen, the Office Staff, other town employees and 
all citizens for their cooperation and assistance, which 
has helped to make my first year in Camden a happy 
one.

This brings to a close another very successful year 
for the Camden Fire Department. Our total fire losses 
for the year are very low and the number of fires is 
lower than last year and the lowest for several years, 
$3,010.00. Below is a comparison of our losses for the 
past five years. This shows a slight decrease and we 
ask you to help us keep it down.

In checking records we find that we have had 11 
more chimney fires than last year. These fires are 
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expensive to you tax payers and if you will cooperate 
with us a little more, I feel that we can stop a great 

number of these by the free inspections and having 
them cleaned at the proper time. Our grass and woods 
fires were down this year due to the cooperation of 
the weather man. 


Again in 1954 we came out in second place in our 
fire prevention work in the state and received honorable 
mention in the class of towns under 5,000 population in 
the United States. This pleases us very much, and if 
you will go along with us by following our instructions, 
we will do better as the time goes on. 


We had a very successful course with the house- 
wife classes that we ran during fire prevention time, 
and were able to present certificates from the State 
Department of Education to those who completed the 
course. All of these things are a very great help in 
our work. REMEMBER, OUR BUSINESS IS BEST 
WHEN WE DON’T HAVE TO MOVE. 


We have added another trailer pump to our equip- 
ment that was bought for the Camden Shipyard dur- 
ing the war period. We have thoroughly overhauled and 
painted it before putting it in commission. This piece 
of equipment cost about $1,500 new. 


I am very pleased with the way things were car- 
ried on during my illness last winter. The boys had 
complete cooperation of the members of the department 
and town officials. 


Two things to remember: 


1. That we have open house for your inspection 
at all times and we invite you to come in to see how 
we keep things. 


2. Those permits for all out of doors fires. 


In closing, may I once more express my sincere 
thanks and appreciation to the Town Manager and 
other officers, members of the department and the 
citizens for their splendid spirit of cooperation which 
has been extended during my years of service.

In the past year your Police Department could not 
have functioned properly and satisfactorily if it had 
not been for the citizens of Camden, who in 19538 at 
the annual meeting supported the Department and 
equipped it with a Police Car, Two-Way Radio and 
an extra Police Officer. At present the Department has 
a force of three full time Police Officers and a special 
Traffic Officer for the summer months. 


The Police Headquarters is located next to the 
Town Office on Washington Street, and has a telephone 
number listed in the telephone directory (2848.) 


During the past year we have tried to enforce 
ordinances and traffic laws for the safety of the public, 
and have changed our work schedule to give the citizens 
greater protection and better service.

In 1954 there was a decrease in automobile acci- 
dents of thirteen, personal injuries seventeen and pro- 
perty damage $6,693.14 with an increase of one pedes- 
trian accident. 


Due to the fact that Camden is unfortunate in 
having U.S. Route 1 pass through its business section, 
we believe that the splendid cooperation of the citizens, 
and the restrictions prohibiting U-turns on the main 
highway have helped tremendously in relieving some 
of the traffic hazards which we especially get from 
the months of June through to October. 
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As we know, it may take some time to be relieved 
with a by-pass around the business center of Town, 
so we must take upon ourselves this problem and 
adjust such regulations so as to keep up with the 
traffic needs of today. 


In the past we have done away with diagonal 
parking on Elm Street and prohibited U-turns on the 
main highway through Town. This was done to prevent 
traffic hazards and for the safety of the public. Of 
course these regulations could not be accomplished 
without the support of the citizens. In knowing this, 
we must plan for the best and safest ways to overcome 
the handicap that we are faced with. 


The Camden Police Department wishes to thank 
the citizens of Camden, State Police and Sheriff’s De- 
partment for their splendid cooperation during the 
past year.

The above listed accounts represent the activities 
in the Public Welfare Program. The year 1954 saw an 
increase of $293.53 in Welfare costs to the Town. This 
amount is quite small compared to the total spent and 
does not signify a trend toward increased Welfare 
costs. One very expensive case has now been dropped 
and it is hoped that the costs may move downward 
slightly, but there is no assurance that this will come 
to pass as welfare costs vary somewhat with the gen- 
ral economy. The town is obligated by law to grant as- 
sistance where needed, but every effort is made to keep 
costs to a minimum. A total of 74 families or individuals 
were granted aid during the year.

From April 1 to December 1, the greater part of 
the work done by the Public Works Department is for 
the summer maintenance of our town streets and a few 
outlying roads not in the State Aid Highway System. 
By far the largest single item of maintenance is the 
resurfacing with asphalt of these streets and roads.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citi- 
zens of the Town of Camden: 


The annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools is hereby respectfully submitted. The informa-. 
tion to be presented includes faculty changes, enroll- 
ment statistics, curriculum and organizational develop- 
ment, special articles for the town warrant and an 
analysis of the school budget. Data relative to school 
plant needs that would ordinarily be included is omitted 
because it would duplicate material being prepared by 
the School Building Survey Committee. 


An unusually large number of faculty changes 
occurred during the past year. 


New teachers at the high school are Miss Ruth 
Earn, Mrs. Pauline Trafton, Ralph Bills and Alfred 
Fortier. Those who rsigned were Miss Ruth French, 
Miss Relief Nichols and Earl Mercer. 


At the Elm Street School, the new teachers are 
Mrs. Wilma Rhodes in the sub-primary and Mrs. Mar- 
tha Whiteley in grade 4. These positions were formerly 
held by Miss Marion Spurling and Mrs. Laura Smart. 
Mrs. Smart was reassigned as teacher of remedial read- 
ing for the elementary grades. 


In their first year at the Camden Grade School are 
Mrs. Louise Kelley in the sub-primary, Mrs. Alwilda 
Norwood in the “new’’ first grade, Mrs. Evelyn Good- 
win in grade 6, and Mrs. Isabel Gibbs in the physically 
handicapped class. The teachers who resigned were 
Mrs. Louise Eugley, Mrs. Hazel Peabody and Mrs. 
Allene Newcomb. 


In addition to these changes, Miss Margaret Libby 
replaced Mrs. Reba Small as art instructor, and Donald 
Hunter, shop instructor, accepted the additional assign- 
ment as coach of girls’ basketball. 


Enrollment data as of December first offers some 
interesting comparisons. The total school population 
was 729 in 1952, 766 in 19538, 791 in 1954. These figures 
show net gains of 37 and 25 successively for 1953 and 
1954. A further gain of at least 22 is indicated for 
next year provided the number of tuition students re- 
mains as high as the present level. 
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In separating the figures, the elementary grades 
show an increase of 32 over last year, whereas the high 
school enrollment is 7 less. The decrease on the second- 
ary level is the result of fewer tuition students. 


Another observation is that there are 166 Camden | 
residents in high school in comparison with 229 resi- 
dent pupils in grades 5 through 8. This indicates a po- 
tential increase of 63 high school students during the 
next four years. |

There are a number of miscellaneous items be- 
lieved to be of general interest which may be classified 
mostly under curriculum and organizational develop- 
ment. They are described briefly as follows: 


1. The Camden Home Economics Department has 
been selected by the State Department of Education 
as one of its practice teaching centers for college stu- 
dents. 


2. A driver education program has been inaugur- 
ated with arrangements for handling one class each 
semester. Grateful acknowledgement is hereby extend- 
ed the Camden Junior Women’s Club, the Boynton 
Chevrolet Company, and the Stevenson Insurance Ag- 
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ency for assuming financial obligations relative to this 
project. 


3. The remedial reading program for the ele- 
mentary grades has been reactivated with facilities 
centered at the Camden Grade School. A conveyance 
schedule enables Elm Street School pupils to partici- 
pate. 


4, A new position at Camden High School was 
established last fall with the appointment of Mr. Ivan 
Sherman as sub-master. 


5. Curriculum emphasis on the high school level 
has resulted in broadened Science and English pro- 
grams and in intensification of the requirements for 
college preparatory students. 


6. In the elementary grades, there has been con- 
tinued emphasis on reading development. This has been 
supplemented by special attention to skills in the areas 
of handwriting and spelling. The latter field is being 
reviewed by faculty committees. The teachers have 
been divided into three groups according to grade 
levels for the purpose of surveying and analyzing 
techniques and philosophies. It is planned to compose 
their findings into a Guide for the Teaching of Spelling. 


7. A course in Spanish has been introduced at the 
high school on a trial basis. There are five students cur- 
rently enrolled. 


8. Personal typing has been added to the high 
school offerings. This enables students not enrolled in 
the commercial program to learn typing for their per- 
sonal needs. 


9. Student activities organized this year at Cam- 
den High School include a Dramatics Club, Junior Prize 
Speaking and Debating. 


10. Three maior pieces of playground esuipment 
were purchased for the athletic field from funds made 
available by the War Recreation Council. Acknowledge- 
ment is hereby extended with thanks to all contribut- 
ing agencies. 


11. The school lunch program continues to ex- 
pand under the efficient direction of Mrs. Marion 
Huntley and her able assistants. The program is pat- 
ronized by an average of more than 235 persons daily. 
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It is proposed next to offer observations relative 
to two special articles in the town warrant. 


One seeks the town’s authorization to arrange 
conveyance for high school students residing in Cam- 
den. This would apply to those living outside the mile 
limits established for elementary pupils. This action 
is required by law before a school committee can ex- 
pend a town’s funds for this purpose, or contract for 
this service. With a town-wide conveyance system in 
operation, the additional expense will be about $400. 
However, no money is requested in the special article 
because, if passed, said amount will be taken from the 
margin of operation allowed in the school budget. 


The other article is to see if the town will vote 
$1,870 for waterproofing at the Camden Grade School. 
Two years ago, one section of the front was processed 
similarly to see if it would correct a rain leakage prob- 
lem. Apparently it worked because the treated portion 
has withstood subsequent rains, whereas the remainder 
of the front has worsened. Some interior damage has 
resulted from this condition and should not be per- 
mitted to continue. 


This brings us to the basic budget which shows 
an increase of approximately $20,000 in expenditures 
for the ensuing year. The major portion of this amount 
is attributable to maintenance costs (about $17,000) 
and repairs (about $2,600.) 


In school maintenance, the chief factor involved is 
instruction. The items causing the increase are describ- 
ed as follows: $38,511 for increases next year to comply 
with the provisions of the salary schedule; $4,537 for 
the effect in 1955 of increases granted last year; 
$5,733 for the effect in 1955 of salaries for 3 additional 
teachers hired last year; and $1,879 as a margin for 
costs of substitutes, replacements, and other miscel- 
laneous items. 


Increased salary costs have been a major budget 
item for two successive years as a result of two things. 
One is the new salary schedule which became effective 
last year. Adjustments to the schedule have required 
larger than normal increases in many instances. This 
is being done over the two year period ending in 1956. 
The effect is not expected to be as noticeable after this 
year. 


The other factor grossly affecting instruction costs 
is the salaries of three additional teachers hired for 
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the current year. This one item amounts to approxi- 
mately $9,000 in comparing the 1955 budget with the 
one for 1958. 


In explanation of the repairs account, the proposed 
increase will return the program for building improve- 
ments to a level more nearly in line with costs for the 
two years prior to 1954. The expenditures for 1952 
and 1953 were $6,711 and $4,799 respectively, whereas 
they dropped to $2,293 in 1954. The amount proposed 
for 1955 is $4,618, exclusive of the special article for 
waterproofing. 


Although total school expenses are expected to be 
$20,576 higher, the appropriation requests amounts to 
$22,100 more than the sums voted in 1954. This is due 
to a reduction in miscellaneous revenues for which the 
appropriation requests must compensate. 


For your convenience in comparing figures, the 
appropriations over a three year period are presented 
as follows:

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The long-range objective of the School Health 
Program is to provide that each child may be able to 
take full advantage of school opportunities and not be 
deterred for physical, emotional or social reasons. 


Any First-Aid treatment presents an excellent 
opportunity to acquaint the individual pupil with the 
reasons for prevention, proper care of the body and 
the implications for cleanliness in the treatment of 
wounds. » 


Talks to the student in all the classes in the ele- 
mentary grades concerning nutrition, with special em- 
phasis on the need for a substantial breakfast and well 
balanced meals have helped to develop an understand- 
ing of whys and whats, of the diet we eat. 


Other talks with the students emphasized other 
health needs, i.e., Dental Health, and how each child 
may help to prevent dental caries; the need for more 
rest; care of the eyes, etc. 


Health examinations were given to 324 students by 
our School Physicians, Edward K. Morse, M. D., and 
William A. McLellan, M. D. All members of the athletic 
teams were examined. The physicians found 80 with 
health needs, some of these needs have been corrected, 
others are now receiving treatment. 


We have as yet not completed the Health examina- 
tions. 


Kenneth Green, O. D., School Optometrist, has ex- 
amined the vision of 772 students. Notices were sent 
to the parents of 76 students he found to be in need of 
further examination. 


Eugene Dalrymple, D.D.S., our School Dentist, 
examined 604 students and found 367 of these in need 
of dental care. This is an improvement over past years 
but much more needs to be done to correct this condi- 
tion. A letter outlining a suggested dental health pro- 
gram was sent to each parent. 


Harry G. Tounge, Jr., M.D., Health Officer for 
the Town of Camden, in cooperation with the schools, 
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held a series of three immunization clinics. 139 stu- 
dents were vaccinated for the prevention of small-pox 
and 137 were immunized for the prevention of diph- 
theria and whooping cough. 


The hearing tests were given to 761 students and 
77 parents were notified that their children failed to 
pass the test. It was advised that these students be 
seen by their family physician. 


Thirty-one of our children attended the State 
Clinics; Crippled Children’s, Cardiac, Dental or T.B: 
X-ray clinics for special care. 


We were fortunate in having an opportunity to 
send 7 of our children to the Pine Tree Camp for Crip- 
pled Children, last summer. This was of considerable 
benfit to these children. 


Forty-seven home visits were made in the interest 
of the welfare of the school-children. 


I wish to thank the physicians for their interest 
and help given to the children; to the school personnel, 
the parents and all others who have helped with the 
School Health Program.

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District Nursing Report 


I hereby submit the Annual Report of the Camden 
District Nursing Association from January 1, 1954 to 
January 1, 1955. 


Since the District Nursing Association was organized 
in 1920, the first objective has been to create a service 
which meets the needs of people ill in their homes. 
Despite rising costs, the Association still holds the line 
and maintains a basic fee which remains unchanged. 
This is made possible in part by the town appropriation 
which also has not been increased, membership drives, 
and various community benefits. 


The needs of patients referred for nursing service 
vary. Many families assume full responsibility with a 
minimum of assistance from the nurse; others need 
health guidance or nursing care over a long period. 
The nurse’s aim is to enable the patient to help himself, 
through instruction, encouragement and understand- 
ing. There are occasions when the bolstering of the 
patient’s morale and that of the household constitute 
a function quite as important as that of actual physical 
care. However, that is an intangible which cannot be 
listed in tangible form, or as statistics. 


Direct personal contacts by visits to the homes 
have totaled 2,339 during the past year. These figures 
do not include office calls or time required in arrang- 
ing for Clinics. It will be noticed that Social Service 
visits are more numerous.

Immunization Clinics were held in March, April, 
May and September under the direction of Dr. Harry 
Tounge, Health Officer. Twenty-three children were 
immunized and 14 vaccinations given. So few attended 
the Fall Clinic that immunizations were completed at 
Dr. Tounge’s office. Vitamin drops and cod liver oil 
were obtained for several children during the year. 


Through the generosity of a civic-minded family, 
a hospital bed and mattress have been added to our 
Loan Closet the past year. There are now three beds 
available. Another appreciated kindness is the office 
renovation by Mr. Edwin (Eddie) Dodge. 


The work of the District Nurse has been greatly 
aided by the willing support of the Camden Community 
Hospital staff in lending supplies. This united medical- 
nursing front is highly gratifying. 


I wish to thank the physicians for their loyalty 
and co-operation, the District Nursing Committee, town 
officials and citizens of Camden, whose combined ef- 
forts make possible a progressive health program for 
the community.

I have signed one application the past year to sell 
milk and cream in the town of Camden. All other cards 
have been signed by State Officials at Augusta. 


There are five producers selling milk and cream 
in town, namely, Cripps, Nichols, Nash, Marriner and 
Oxton. 


We have taken fifty-two samples from said pro- 
ducers. All were sent to Orono, analyzed and proved 
satisfactory. 


The results of all tests were published in the Cam- 
den Herald for the benefit of the consumer. 


All herds should be tested for T.B. and Bangs Dis- 
ease every two years as the law requires. 


There are sixteen stores selling milk and cream 
in town, two more than in previous years. 


All complaints should be made to the Inspector, 
also the name of the producer, so the Inspector can look 
into the complaint and have the same corrected. 


As a whole, I believe nineteen fifty-four has been 
a good year for the milk producer.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The report for the library has no particular out- 
standing features this year. We have followed the 
usual routine with about the same results. 


We have a slight increase in circulation which is 
due in large part to the rainy summer season. Our 
many vacationists were unable to occupy themselves 
with outdoor pastimes so turned to the library for 
books. The magazines and newspapers, too, were given 
very thorough use as the reading room was filled most 
of the time. 


The staff attended the Round Table or district 
meeting in Brewer in June and the State meeting in 
Rockland on September 16 and 17. The Round Table 
meetings are conducted by the State Library in several 
different towns each spring. New ideas and all kinds 
of library problems are discussed so it is always very 
helpful. 


The Maine Library Association had most of the 
meetings at the Samoset Hotel but a workshop was 
held the first day at the Rockland Public Library. 
Besides the business meeting and book exhibits the 
highlights were Mr. Charles Campbell’s review of 
forthcoming books, the Tea at the Farnsworth Mus- 
eum, and guest speakers Dr. Herbert G. Espy, Commis- 
sioner of Education of Maine, and Mrs. Margaret Hen- 
richsen, author, both very interesting. 


We do much work with the school children, in the 
grades and in High School, chiefly in regard to refer- 
ence work and outside reading. Some of the students 
have not always understood completely what is wanted 
so we have asked the teachers for closer cooperation 
by letting us know the assignments. A few have res- 
ponded but if more will make some arrangements with 
us in the future it will be greatly appreciated.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF CAMDEN 
January 2, 1954 to January 1, 1955 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Camden 
has been completed for the municipal year ended January 1, 
1955. The audit included an examination of certain financial 
records which were maintained by the town officers. The exam- 
ination consisted of a review of cash transactions as well as 
an analysis of available funds and expenditures and the results 
are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $7,250.66, per the following summary: 
Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $17,170.93 
Overdrafts 9,920.27 
Net Unexpended Balances $ 7,250.66 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only 
to the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


The following suggestion is offered for consideration: 


If appropriation balances are to be carried forward from 
year to year excepting those which are required to be carried 
forward by law, they should receive the expressed approval 
of the voters. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $49,973.78 was reconciled with bank 
statements furnished by the Camden National Bank and the 
Knox County Trust Company of Camden, Maine and petty cash 
on hand. A count of cash was made at date of audit and recon- 
ciled with the closing balance at January 1, 1955. 


Other assets including taxes, accounts receivable, tax liens, 
tax acquired property and sewer assessments were reviewed 
and verification was undertaken to determine their validity at 
the year end. Unpaid accounts wre reconciled with the balances 
shown on the records of the selectmen. 


LIABILITIES 
Total general fund liabilities amounted to $676.29 which 
represented a treasurer’s suspense account of $31.29 and a 
total due trust funds of $645.00. The amount due trust funds 
represents uninvested cemetery funds for the perpetual care of 
lots in the Mountain View Cemetery. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 


_The deferred revenue totaling $1,842.46 represents 1955 
excise tax collections which are being carried forward for future 
allocation by the townspeople. 
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RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The examination of the appropriation accounts shows a 
total amount of $36,462.91 (Exhibit D), representing various 
account balances which are carried forward to the ensuing year. 

The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted to 
$29,611.05, an increase of $1,834.87 for the year. This change 
was occasioned principally by the excess of available funds over 
expenditures less an authorized transfer to the sidewalk con- 
struction account. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, which is incorporated in the balance sheet 
as a separate fund, refiects the outstanding school bonds of 
$128,000.00 which mature $8,000.00 annually and are to be re- 
tired from revenue of future years. 


TRUST FUNDS 


An examination of the various funds held in trust by the 
town revealed that the total amount of trust fund principals 
was $184,661.76 and unexpended income amounted to $8,986.27. 
With the exception of $645.00, representing monies due from the 
general fund, the principals and income of these funds were 
invested as follows:

New trust funds received during the year totaled $15,800.00. 

The special fund for school building construction totaling 
$15,000.00, as voted by the townspeople, is represented by a 
time deposit in the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available funds 
revealed an increase of $33,351.12, as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. This increase was occasioned principally by a 
higher tax levy and increased revenue from the state for high- 
way and educational purposes. A decrease in transfers from 
surplus and a change in carrying balances were also contribut- 
ing factors. 


Expenditures for the same period increased by $16,723.11 
and were reflected principally in highways and bridges and 
education accounts. Increased highway expenditures were due 
in part to additional ‘state aid road construction work, while the 
higher expenditures for educational purposes were due partly 
to increases in salaries. 


GENERAL 


An examination of the town clerk’s records revealed that 
the townspeople voted, at the annual town meeting, to transfer 
the deferred 1954 excise tax and the current 1954 excise tax 
receipts to various operating accounts. It was also voted that the 
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transfer of $5,000.00 from unappropriated surplus to the side- 
walk construction account had been authorized by a vote of the 
townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of 
internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of 
cash and other matters of financial concern. External verifica- 
tions were utilized to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. Receipts, vouchers and canceled checks 
were examined for a selected period and major increases or 
decreases in revenue or expenditures over previous years were 
explored. Insurance and bond coverags were listed. Trust and 
special fund transactions were reviewed. Excise tax collections 
were verified by examination of the copies of the receipts re- 
tained by the collector. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the muni- 
cipality were reviewed to determine that related financial 
transactions were properly administered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed advisable to develop these state- 
ments. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting information fairly present the financial position of 
the town at January 1, 1955, and the result of its operation for 
the year then ended.

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Town Manager’s Report 


It gives me great pleasure to submit to the citi- 
zens of Camden the 64th Annual Report of your town. 
The method of preparation of this report has been 
changed somewhat this year to avoid duplication. You 
will noteice that those items under the direction of the 
Board of Selectmen do not show statements of receipts 
and expenditures, but rather have been presented with 
a view toward showing what has been accomplished 
with the funds expended. The auditor’s Statement of 
Departmental Operations shows the receipts and ex- 
penditures for the various departments. Should any 
citizen desire a breakdown in more detail, the records 
of the town finances are open for inspection at any 
time. 


The fiscal year 1955 was completed with a balance 
of available funds in excess of expenditures amounting 
to $5,604.66, which is $1,646.00 less than the previous 
year, but coupled with this is an increase of $4,018.51 
which may be carried forward to 1956. Therefore our 
overall financial picture is slightly better than last 
year. 


Through the efforts of the Fire Company new 
mobile radio units were installed in the ambulance and 
tank truck. These units increase the efficiency of the 
Fire Department and the Ambulance Service. Through 
the use of the Ambulance radio it is possible to notify 
the hospital of the nature of injuries to accident victims 
prior to their arrival at the hospital. 


Tax collections remained at a high level and out- 
standing taxes are less than last year even though the 
tax commitment was increased considerably in 1955. 


I wish to personally thank the Board of Selectmen, 
the Town Employees, the Budget Committee, and citi- 
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zens for their splendid spirit of cooperation throughout 
the past year. Through their combined efforts my job 
has been made easier and more enjoyable. At one point 
during the year it became necessary to call on our citi- 
zens for help in relieving an unfortunate situation. The 
response to this appeal was very gratifying and to 
those people who came to our assistance, my special 
thanks for a job well done.

This brings to a close another very successful year 
for the Camden Fire Department. Our total fire losses 
for the year are very low and the number of calls about 
the same last last year; the loss for the year $2,295.00. 
Below is a comparison of losses for the last five years. 
We ask your help in keeping these figures at a low level.

I feel that the free inspection system is beginning 
to show in our reports. We had 16 less chimney fires 
than last year. The only thing that ran higher was 
False Alarms, of which two were due to new sprinkler 
systems. The Camden Tannery and the St. Thomas 
Church have added the systems to their buildings and 
have direct connection to our fire alarm system. 


We have had the greatest turnover of man power 
in the last three years of any time since I joined the 
department in 1917. We have taken in several young 
and very active men to replace some that have retired 
or moved away. I.am very proud of these men who 
made such a fine showing at the field day at Rockland 
last September by taking 70 out of a possible 84 points. 


We are working on a replacement of our old Ameri- 
can LaFrance pumper that is 28 years old, and a 750 
GPM pump. We hope to replace it with two 500 GPM 
pumps for less money than the one bigger one would 
cost and still give us a better rating with the New 
England Insurance Rating Bureau. Their reeommenda- 
tion is a total of 1,600 GPM and this will bring us up 
to that standard. 


Remember we run an Open House at all times. 

In closing, may I once more express my sincere 
thanks and appreciation to the Town Manager and 
other town officers, members of the department and 
citizens for their splendid spirit of cooperation which 
has been extended during my years of service.

Totals 288 9,468.6 


Our long trips pay the running expenses of the 
car. These trips include Boston, Portland, Bangor, 
Waterville, Fairfield, Skowhegan, and Sunapee, N. H. 
Last year there were 202 calls covering 4,767.8 miles. 


I find that the two way radio is a great help in this 
work. One morning we did four jobs without returning 
to the station, and I find that in accidents we can call 
the base and have the doctors and hospital notified 
from the scene, which saves a great deal of time for 
both of us; we have covered accidents where we have 
had to use two ambulances. 


To the many people who have helped us during 
the year, both in Camden and Rockport, we wish to 
express our appreciation.

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Report of Police Department 


Once again your Police Department is happy to 
express its appreciation for the splendid co-operation 
given by the citizens of Camden this past year. Without 
this support no public service agency could function 
properly. 


In the past year many citizens have asked for 
police services and have reported that they are relieved 
to know that the streets and highways of Camden are 
being patrolled during the nights and early hours of 
the morning for the prevention and detection of crime. 


Of course this service was made possible because 
you, the citizens, supported your Police Department 
and equipped it with a radio patrol car and police offi- 
cer. 


During the past year we have tried to enforce the 
ordinances and traffic laws for the safety of the public, 
and have changed the patrolman’s work schedule to 
give you greater protection and better service. 


The Police Department Headquarters is located 
next to the Town Office on Washington Street, and 
has a telephone number listed in the telephone direc- 
tory (2848).

In 1955 there was an increase in automobile acci- 
dents of seventeen, personal injuries six and property 
damage $4,569.82 with a decrease of five pedestrian 
accidents. 


One of the greatest changes made to allow for up- 
to-date movement of traffic in 1955 was the abolishing 
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of diagonal parking on the east side of Main Street 
and changing it to parallel parking. This change made 
the travelled portion of Main Street ten feet wider, 
allowing trucks to top to unload and automobiles to let 
off their passengers without creating an immediate 
traffic hazard as in the past. 


We have asked before as well as this year for the 
passing of several amendments to our local traffic 
ordinances. Some of these ordinances have regulated 
the movements and parking of vehicles and have helped 
tremendously in relieving the traffic hazards which 
often occur on the main highway through our town. 


We know that only with your support these 
changes were made possible and that your Police De- 
partment could not have functioned properly without 
receiving the full cooperation given us by the citizens 
of this community. 


The Camden Police Department wishes to thank 
the citizens of Camden, State Police and the Sheriff’s 
Department for their splendid cooperation during the 
past year.

SUMMER MAINTENANCE 


‘The net expenditures for Summer Maintenance 
during 1955 was $21,772.93. 


This money was spent to maintain our streets - 
from April 1 to December 1. 


The largest single amount was spent for tarring 
and seal coating our streets and paved roads. For this 
work approximately $8,000.00 was spent; included in 
this figure is $3,000.00 paid for crushed gravel, which 
we still have on hand for summer use. This should last 
from two to three years, if the present rate of usage 
continues. 


In addition to the work named above, several 
streets have been widened and the ditches paved with 
asphalt. This has been done to prevent excessive wash- 
ing of the roadways during times of heavy. rains. We 
learned from the hurricanes of 1954 that there was 
much less danger of damage to the highways when the 
ditches were paved, particularly where steep grades 
were involved. We are hoping to continue this work 
so that in the future damage to the highways from 
water may be kept at a minimum. 


WINTER MAINTENANCE 


From December 1 to April 1 the Public Works 
Department is engaged in Winter Maintenance. This 
involves plowing and sanding over fifty miles of high- 
ways and streets. Twenty-seven miles of plowing is let 
out to contract. The Public Works Department plows 
the remaining mileage and the sidewalks within the 
village and also has the responsibility of sanding the 
entire mileage. We attempt to plow throughout a storm 
and finish the job as soon as possible after the storm 
has ended. Throughout the winter we are besieged 
with requests for more salt and more sand. We attempt 
to sand the hills, curves and intersections so that the 
hazards of winter driving may be kept at a minimum. 
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It is a physical impossibility to provide bare, dry roads 
the entire year, yet many people expect to drive at 
high speed when highways are slippery. The drivers 
who have the most difficulty are often those drivers 
who do not equip their cars for winter driving.

GENERAL EXPENSE 
PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


This account is used to maintain the highway gar- 
age, insure highway equipment, purchase small all- 
purpose hand tools and repair equipment. We attempt 
to keep our equipment in good repair to minimize 
breakdowns. 


STATE AID CONSTRUCTION 


During the past year a start was made on the 
Washington Street storm drain. It is hoped that the 
storm drain may be completed during the coming year 
and also a good possibility that Washington Street may 
be covered with a bituminous concrete surface. 


SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION 


Due to a shortage of time, there was very little 
sidewalk construction during 1955. One short stretch 
of sidewalk was built in conjunction with a drainage 
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project. The balance of this account can be used this 
year by a vote of the town. An appropriate article has 
been placed in the warrant for this purpose. 


STREET CLEANING 


This account provides for one man to sweep the 
downtown streets for a seven-month period. The 
$1,000.00 appropriated for this account is certainly 
well spent. 


SEWER AND.CATCH BASIN MAINTENANCE 


The work which is done under this account con- 
sists of cleaning catch basins and sewers, making minor 
improvements to the drainage system and generally 
maintaining the system. We make an effort to thor- 
oughly clean all catch basins at least twice yearly in 
order that they may function as efficiently as possible. 


SEWER CONSTRUCTION 


In accordance with the votes: taken at a special 
town meeting in August, sanitary sewers were built on 
Branch Street, Park Street and Curtis Avenue during 
the early fall. A total of 1,050 feet of sewers were built 
on these streets. A petition has been submitted to build 
a sewer on Thomas Street during the coming year, and 
through your vote at town meeting it will be deter-. 
mined if this sewer shall be built. 


STREET SIGNS 


Our program of providing street name signs is 
coming along very well. The built up section of the town 
is now well marked with signs and it is hoped that in 
the next few years we may place signs at all intersec- 
tions in the rural areas as well. 


PROTECTION OF SHADE TREES 


The protection of our shade trees is a continuing 
program. By spraying and feeding, and by trimming 
away dead branches and limbs, it is possible to keep 
the trees healthy. Our shade trees are a decided asset 
to the community and are an important factor in the 
natural beauty of our town. 
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NEW EQUIPMENT 


We were able to replace two pieces of equipment, 
namely the Police Cruiser and a Highway Truck. In 
addition to this we acquired a Bulldozer by buying a 
blade for the Allis Chalmers tractor. This unit cost the 
town very little to place into operation and proves very 
helpful to us in many different ways. The budget for 
1956 calls for an appropriation of $5,000.00 for new 
equipment. By continuing this account it should be 
possible to replace equipment as needed without rais- 
ing a large amount in any one year, but rather to 
spread the burden out over a period of years. 
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Buildings and Grounds 


OPERA HOUSE 


The cost of operating the Opera House was in- 
creased considerably during 1955 as it was necessary 
to replace about 100 feet of water pipe and a new 
boiler. 


The Auditorium was renovated during the sum- 
mer by the addition of comfortable Theater Seats, a 
removable sloping floor and carpet, as well as drapes 
at the windows. These items were bought by the Cam- 
den Hills Theatre and remain their property. However, 
the town has the use of these items throughout the 
winter months provided they are kept clean and in 
good condition. | 


PUBLIC BEACH 


Several minor improvements, were made to the 
Public Beach area in the Spring of 1955. The lawn area 
was seeded where needed and the buildings and picnic 
tables were painted. We have on hand money to buy 
an additional fireplace which will be placed on the upper 
level so that more people may use these fine facilities. 
The funds for the purchase of this fireplace were do- 
nated to the town. A guest register was kept at the 
beach for the first time, which was signed by thousands 
of visitors. Our Beach facilities are enjoyed by visitors 
from every part of the country. 


This is truly a public service which creates good 
will and is appreciated more than we realize. 


PUBLIC LANDING 


There were no major improvements to the public 
landing during the year with the exception of the pur- 
chase of a new float. It is hoped that the parking area 
may be completed this year. 
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Public Welfare 


Public Welfare is divided into four separate cate- 
gories, namely, Veterans Aid and Aid to the Blind, Old 
Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, and Town 
Poor. 


Any Aid given to Veterans or to blind persons is 
charged to the first category, and during the past year 
a comparatively small amount of relief was granted 
to veterans and none to blind persons. 


The Old Age Assistance funds are used to supple- 
ment grants by the State to the elderly. A large pro- 
portion of this expenditure is necessary for Nursing 
Home care as payments from the State are not nearly 
enough to cover these charges. 


Under the Aid to Dependent Children Program, the 
State grants aid to mothers with dependent children. 
The Town is obliged to pay to the State 18% of the 
grant for those persons holding a legal settlement 
within the town. I am pleased to report that the entire 
cost to the Town during the past year was for this 18% 
and no expenditures were necessary for supplemental 
aid. All other recipients of Public Welfare fall into 
the Town Poor Category, and more than half of our 
1955 expenditures were from this account. 


The total amount expended from Town Funds dur- 
ing the past year was $12,949.25, which is $88.70 less 
than the 1954 expenditures. — 
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Department of Public Education

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Camden: 


The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools 
is hereby respectfully submitted. 


Introduction: During the past year the public’s 
attention has been focused on education to a greater 
extent than usual. Reasons for this include The White 
House Conference on Education and supplemental local 
and State meetings: Flesch’s book about Johnny and 
his reading; and the local development of plans for an 
addition to the high school. This report will discuss 
some of the implications of these three things, plus a 
few other items believed to be of general interest. 


White House Conference: This education project 
made studies in the following areas: curriculum con- 
tent, teacher supply, school organization, plant facili- 
ties, financial support of education, and public relations. 


A major recommendation resulting from the 
Washington meeting was the advocation of federal 
grants for school construction as a solution to the 
nation wide problem of classroom shortages. Congress 
is currently considering bills to implement this resolu- 
tion, but it is difficult at this time to determine when 
such a bill will be passed, or what its ultimate provi- 
sions will be. 


The White House conference also acknowledged 
the seriousness of the situation relative to the ratio 
between teacher supply and teacher demand. However, 
the responsibilities for coping with this problem re- 
main with the separate States and local communities. 


The many suggestions which have been made for 
improving this condition fall into three categories: 
good community relationships, adequate salaries, and 
desirable working conditions. By maintaining high rat- 
ings in these respects, a municipality fortifies itself to 
compete for the services of well-qualified competent 
teachers. It, therefore, becomes the responsibility of 
each citizen to satisfy himself that his town’s efforts 
along these lines are commensurate with its abilities 
and resources. 
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With reference to financing school programs, there 
seems to be no doubt that costs will continue to rise 
indefinitely. The answer resolves itself into the follow- 
ing alternatives: continue to provide the major portion 
of these funds through property taxes at the local 
level; or, obtain a greater proportion of school revenues 
from State and/or Federal sources because of their 
broader tax structure. 


Flesch on Johnny’s Reading: Although the initial 
furore over Flesch’s book has subsided, public interest 
in reading is very much alive. Although the merits of 
this book are debatable, the important question is, 
“What kind of a job is actually being done in the teach- 
ing of reading ?”’ 


First of all, one must bear in mind that learning 
to read is a much more complex process than sitting 
down with a youngster and teaching him the sounds. 
What works with one child doesn’t necessarily work 
with another. Different approaches have to be used, 
and are being used locally—with considerable phonics 
included. Many factors are involved in explaining why 
reading development is more rapid with some children 
than with others. These and related problems are often 
discussed between teachers and parents in order to 
promote better understandings and opportunities for 
cooperative endeavor. 


With this background, you may be interested to 
know the results of standardized tests given last May. 
Composite scores for grades two through eight showed 
that Camden’s pupils averaged two-tenths of a year 
better than the norms for the nation as a whole. We 
want to improve on this and are trying to. 


These same tests showed that in our elementary 
grades there were 56 pupils who had already reached 
high school achievement levels. They were divided as 
follows: senior level 3; junior level—14; sophomore 
level—18; freshman level—21. 


This information should not be considered as con- 
clusive in itself. However, it may serve as an indication 
that Camden schools are on the right side of the ledger. 


High School Addition: At this writing, the Town 
has approved plans for a one-story nine-room addition 
to the high school, said annex to be located along the 
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front of the present building connecting it with the 
gymnasium. It has been voted to erect and equip such 
a unit—subject to modification—with final action 
awaiting an acceptable bid. 


Said construction would provide a 3550 square foot 
shop area, a physics-chemistry laboratory-recitation 
room, a band and music room, two commercial rooms 
including typing, a medium sized classroom, three regu- 
lar classrooms, plus office, rest-room and storage facili- 
ties. Two adjoining classrooms would be separated by a 
folding partition to make them available as one large 
room when desired. 


This structure, in conjunction with the present 
building and gymnasium, will answer most of the major 
school needs as determined by the survey committee 
during its study in 1954. Its findings included the fol- 
lowing information and observations, revised in ac- 
cordance with latest data available: 


1. Elementary grade enrollments are expected 
to increase to 623 by 1961-62. (Present figure: 584.) 


2. High School enrollments are expected to in- 
crease to 317 by 1964-65. (Present figure: 233.) 


3. Major needs are at the high school level. 


4. Several problems at the elementary level will 
be corrected when the high school vacates two rooms 
being used at the Knowlton Street Grade School. 


5. The high school now uses three buildings. It is 
desirable to have all facilities in one unit. 


6. Enrollment potentials indicate that high school 
classroom needs by 1964 will number seven in addition 
to those available in the present structure, some of 
which are urgently needed for the immediate future. 


7. Departmental improvements leading to a bet- 
ter school program include: 

(a) Expansion of shop area and adequate facili- 
ties to comply with requirements for a State approved 
program. 

(b) Larger commercial department, adequately 
equipped. ; 

(c) Larger chemistry-physics laboratory with 
modern facilities. 

(d) Sound-proofed band and music rooms. 
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Faculty Changes: Replacements this year num- 
bered only five as compared with eleven for the previous 
year. New elections were as follows: Vincent Davis, 
principal of Knowlton Street Grade School; Miss Char- 
lotte Morsehead and Ross Holt, Jr., high school Eng- 
lish; Mrs. Reta Hunter, home economics; and William 
Moores, automotive mechanics. 


Teachers formerly employed were William White, 
‘Ralph Bills, Miss Ruth Earn, Miss Ruth Devedae and 
Donald Hunter. 


As a result of Mr. Hunter’s resignation, Laurence 
Dailey was appointed as coach of girls’ basketball. 


Enrollments: To provide a standard basis of com- 
parison, figures are compiled on December first each 
year. From this data, it is significant to note that the ~ 
total school population has increased by 88 in three 
years. There were 729 pupils in 1952, 766 in 1953, 791 
in 1954 and 817 in 1955. The indications are that next 
year’s gain will be in excess of 15. - 


Heretofore, the elementary totals have reflected 
most of the increases. However, it appears that the 
high school reached its lowest total last year, because 
the current figure is 283—up six from a year ago—and 
the 1956 enrollment should be at least 250. 


Rather than use more space in analyzing school 
enrollments, an opportunity is provided for compari- 
sons to be made from the following tables:

Textbooks and Supplies: In general, the situation 
with regard to these things is favorable. More specifi- 
cally, local schools are provided with teaching mater- 
ials to a better than average degree. 


In addition to the usual textbook replacements, 
several grades have been furnished with new science 
books, and all elementary grades have received com- 
plete sets of handwriting materials. 


On the high school level, a start has been made in 
bringing the English and Literature texts up-to-date, 
and a good supply of materials has been provided for 
the science departments. 


Repairs, Improvements, Equipment: Steady pro- 
gress is being made towards modernizing equipment 
and facilities, as well as correcting building deficiences. 


Major improvements in 1955 at the Knowlton 
Street Grade School included new roofing on the center 
structure, waterproofing the remainder of the north- 
erly wall, new facilities in one of the boys’ rooms, and 
extensive corridor painting. At the Elm Street School, 
the exterior was painted, and an asbestos ceiling was 
constructed over the boiler. 


The 1956 budget includes allowances for painting 
4 to 6 classrooms, replacement of two univents, exter- 
ior painting of the Knowlton Street School, completion 
of the boiler room and installation of new exit hard- 
ware at the Elm Street School, ventilation improve- 
ments at the gymnasium, second story window repairs 
at the high school, and 80 new seating units including 
replacements. 


Annual budgeting for these items represents 
about 2.6% of the total insured value of school pro- 
perty. 7 
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Budget: Expenses for the ensuing year show an 
anticipated increase amounting to $11,841, most of 
which ($11,739) is for maintenance items. However, 
due to an estimated tuition revenue increase of over 
$3,000, the total appropriation request is $8,660 more 
than for the previous year. 


Itemized increases in the maintenance account are 
as follows: instruction $8,489; fuel $3808; janitors, 
cleaning, interior painting, and supplies $964; convey- 
ance $463; textbooks $261; supplies $131; utilities 
$106; industrial education supplies $432; superinten- 
dent and office $585; total: $11,739. Appropriations for 
a three year period are presented as follows:

Nevertheless, be assured that school department per- 
sonnel are appreciative of the valuable support and 
wholesome interest which have been in evidence from 
many sources. 


In addition, though, it is desired to make one spe- 
cific acknowledgement. The education department en- 
joys an unusually high degree of cooperation from the 
members of the municipal government. es this, we 
are both fortunate and grateful. 


In behalf of all school personnel, may I take this 
opportunity to say “thanks again” for past favors, and 
renew our pledge to strive for the steady improvement 
of the school program.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citi-— 
zens of the Town of Camden: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the School 
Nurse. 


Health examinations were given to 386 students 
by our School Physicians, William A. McLellan, M.D., 
and David V. Mann, M.D. All of the members of the 
athletic teams were examined, and only those physically 
fit are allowed to play on the teams. There were 8&5 
students found to have health needs; some of these 
have been corrected, some need further treatment. 
There are more students yet to be examined. 


Kenneth Green, O.D., School Optometrist, has ex- 
amined the vision of 821 students. Notices were sent 
to the parents of 85 students he found to be in need 
of more complete examinations. The most of those 
needing glasses have obtained them. 


Eugene Dalrymple, D.D.S., our School Dentist, 
has examined 604 students and found 357 of these in 
need of dental care, some having as many as 22 cavities. 
There is an improvement over last year however, as 37 
students had dental certificates and were therefore 
not examined by the School Dentist. There are more 
Dental examinations to be made. 


Harry G. Tounge, Jr., M.D., Health Officer for 
the Town of Camden, in cooperation with the schools 
held a series of five immunization clinics. Ninety-six 
students were vaccinated for the prevention of Small- 
pox; 209 doses for immunization for the prevention of 
Tetanus (lockjaw), 396 doses of Tetanus Toxoid being 
administered. This was a new project this year. 


Another new project this year was the Salk Vac- 
cine Clinics. This vaccine is for the prevention of Polio- 
myelitis and two doses were administered to 353 child- 
ren. In this program the National Polio Foundation was 
in cooperation with the State and local health depart- 
ments and our schools. All local physicians participated, 
as well as other volunteer helpers. 
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The whisper tests for hearing were given to 820 
students and 23 parents were notified that their child- 
ren failed to pass this test. It was advised that these 
children be examined by their family physician. Several 
are now having treatment for hearing difficulties. 


Thirty-seven of our children are attending the 
State Clinics for special and long term care. These in- 
clude Crippled Children, Cardiac, Dental, and TB. X-ray 
Clinics. One child has just returned to school from the 
Hyde Home where she has been receiving special train- 
ing and schooling following orthopedic surgery. 


Fifty-three home visits were made in the interest 
of the welfare of the school children. 


I wish to thank the School and other local physi- 
cians, the school personnel, the parents, the volunteer 
helpers and all others for their interest and assistance 
with the School Health Program.

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District Nursing Report 


I hereby submit the Annual Report of the Camden 
District Nursing Association for the year ending Janu- 
ary 1955 to January 1956. 


A brief outline of the program offered is explained 
for the benefit of those who are not entirely familiar 
with the role of the Public Health Nurse in Camden. 
Although nearly all townspeople are aware of the gen-: 
eral overall purpose of providing nursing care on hourly 
basis at a minimum cost, additional aspects of this ser- 
vice should be thoroughly understood in order that the 
public may derive the maximum benefits. 


The local project differs from that of the State 
Department of Health as it includes a personal nurs- 
ing program—‘“a hospital without walls’—bringing to 
the home bedside care, treatment, instructions in hy- 
giene, and medications under a physician’s supervision. 
This was the cornerstone on which the Association was 
founded and remains today its primary function, but 
considerably expanded as any progressive civic institu- 
tion should be. 


Nursing does not remain static. Latest progress in 
the medical field, new procedures in therapy, discover- 
ies in drugs——all these are phases of knowledge with 
which the District Nurse must keep attuned if she is 
to be worthy of her profession. To this end I attended 
a full day session at the New England Health Institute 
held at Colby College, also several meetings for State 
Staff Nurses which are open to personnel of indepen- 
dent agencies. These classes are most instructive, and 
while unable to be present at all of them owing to busy 
work schedules, I do sandwich them in whenever pos- 
sible and endeavor to make use of the information 
obtained. 


Although not strictly within the province of pub- 
lic nursing, a certain—I may even say considerable— 
amount of social service work finds its way into this 
program. Many townsfolk call at the office, requesting 
clothing and assistance with health or family problems. 
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To answer a call in human distress of any kind, and to 
do so in such manner as to protect the applicants’ dig- 
nity, is considered to be “‘in line of duty.” 


All ages, from cradle to the 90’s and beyond if 
need be, come under the wing of the District Nurse. 
For instance, three Immunization Clinics were held in 
March, April and May, at which 20 children were im- 
munized; four vaccinations were given. Well-Baby 
Clinics will be arranged and operated at any time when 
need and. interest warrant them, but currently parents 
appear to be of the mind that this phase of health is 
best reposed in the family home and family physician. 
Decision is theirs to make; the District Nurse will 
comply. 


Financially the District Nursing Association is in 
a perpetually precarious position. It continues from one 
year to another in the blind hope of making ends meet. 
Always it has succeeded. The original modest fee has 
not been increased; the Town appropriation has not 
been increased; contributions and donations are often 
generous but uncertain; and the membership drive 
may or may not “go over the top.” However, despite 
budgetary problems, the service not only continues, 
it actually improves. And the Association steadily pro- 
ceeds in its worthy purpose, confident that the com- 
munity will supply the means to support this vitally 
essential nursing operation.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Our figures show a slight decrease in the total 
circulation this year. Most libraries are faced with the 
same situation as television sets become more prevalent 
in a town but as soon as the novelty wears off people 
ar able to settle down to a new routine and once again 
find time for books. 


It is interesting to note that it is the adult section 
which has the decrease and the juvenile circulation has 
shown a small increase. 


We gave instruction in the use of the library to 
sixty-four children from the sixth grade, which is one 
of the largest classes we have had. 


We attended the Round Table meeting held at 
Old Town Public Library on June 16 and the annual 
meeting of the Maine Library Association held in 
Waterville with headquarters at Waterville Public 
Library and Colby College on September 8.

In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1954, an audit has been conducted of the financial 
records of the Town of Camden for the fiscal year ended 
January 1, 1956. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general audit 
as recommended by the National Committee on Governmental 
Accounting and was conducted by Auditor S. M. Emery of the 
State Department of Audit. Audit analysis was on a basis con- 
sistent with that of the preceding year, and included all pro- 
cedures which were considered necessary. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the 
examination, the financial transactions of the town appear to 
have been appropriately handled, with such exception as may 
be noted in the accompanying comments. 


The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in this 
report, present the result of the town’s financial operations for 
the period designated.

TOWN OF CAMDEN 
January 2, 1955 to January 1, 1956 


An audit of the financial records maintained by various 
officers of the Town of Camden has been completed for the 
municipal year ended January 1, 1956. The examination in- 
cluded a review of cash transactions as well as an analysis of 
available funds and expenditures and the results are incor- 
porated in the following text, exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the fiscal affairs of the town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures to the extent of $5,604.66, per the follow- 
ing summary: ' 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $19,232.61 
Overdrafts ) 13,627.95 
Net Unexpended Balances ' $ 5,604.66 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to 
the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $54,837.14 was reconciled with bank 
statements furnished by the Camden National Bank and the 
Knox County Trust Company of Camden, Maine and petty cash 
on hand. 


Other assets including taxes, accounts receivable, tax liens, 
tax acquired property and sewer assessments were reviewed 
and verification undertaken to determine their validity at the 
year end. Although no exceptions were noted as a result of 
verifications, a 50% reserve for losses has been established for 
sewer assessments receivable. Unpaid accounts were reconciled 
with the balances shown on the records of the selectmen. 


LIABILITIES 


Total general fund liabilities amounted to $8.60 which 
represented 1955 tax overpayments. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 


The deferred revenue of $4,943.70 represents prepaid 1956 
taxes of $12.44 and 1956 excise tax receipts of $4,931.26. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpended balance 
of $48,592.06 (Exhibit D) at the year end, representing various 
operating account balances and overdrafts that are carried 
forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal require- 
ments or customary practice. 
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The unappropriated surplus amounted to $27,546.78, a de- 
crease of $2,064.27 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by town authorized appropriations for sidewalk 
construction and sewer maintenance less the excess of avail- 
able funds over expenditures. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a sep- 
arate fund, refiects the outstanding school construction bonds 
of $120,000.00 which mature $8,000.00 annually and are to be 
retired from revenue of future years. 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $198,273.92 
at the year end and unexpended income amounted to $11,948.28. 
With the exception of $255.79, representing monies due from 
the general fund, the principals and income of these funds were 
invested as follows:

New trust funds for various purposes received during the 
year totaled $13,612.16, (Schedule A-11). 


The special fund for school building construction totaled 
$15,104.81 at the year end and is on deposit in the Camden 
National Bank and the Knox County Trust Company. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available funds 
revealed an increase of $33,393.36, as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. This increase was occasioned principally by a 
higher tax levy, larger excise tax revenue and state funds for 
highway purposes and appropriations from surplus. The transfer 
a the school building fund in the previous year was also a 
actor. 


Expenditures for the same period increased by $35,039.36 
which for the most part was refiected in the education, summer 
highway maintenance and new equipment accounts. 


GENERAL 


The examination of the town clerk’s records revealed that 
the townspeople authorized the use of excise taxes for various 
public works purposes. The appropriations from surplus for 
sidewalk construction and sewer maintenance were also voter 
authorized. . 


It was also noted that the townspeople voted to authorize 
the overdrafts as occurred in town operations during the year 
1954. 
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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of 
internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of 
cash and other matters of financial concern. Receipts, vouchers 
and canceled checks were examined for a selected period and 
major increases or decreases noted in revenue or expenditures 
over previous years were explored. External verifications were 
utilized on a test basis to determine the correctness of tax, tax 
lien and sewer assessment accounts. Excise tax collections were 
verified by examination of the receipts retained by the collector. 
Insurance and bond coverages were reviewed. 


Trust and special fund transactions were reviewed. The sav- 
ings accounts, demand deposits and investments were verified 
by direct contact with the depository and by physical count. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the 
municipality were reviewed to determine that related financial 
transactions had been properly administered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
town at January 1, 1956 and the result of its operations for the 
year then ended.

To the Citizens of Camden: 


It is with pleasure that I submit herewith the 65th 
annual report of your town. 


You will notice that the front section of this re- 
port is concerned with the various Departmental re- 
ports, with the reports of the Auditor and Tax Collector 
in the back section. 


At this time I would like to discuss a few of the 
highlights of 1956. In accordance with the vote of the 
Town Meeting, the Selectmen authorized the purchase 
of two 500 G. P. M. fire pumpers. These were pur- 
chased from the American LaFrance Corporation at a 
total cost of $16,854.00. A third mobile radio unit for 
fire equipment was purchased by the Fire Company 
and it was placed in one of these trucks. The First Aid 
Society conducted a very successful drive for funds for 
a new ambulance, which was also purchased. Through 
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the purchase of the two pieces of fire equipment, two 
older pieces were taken out of service. The American 
LaFrance pumper was sold to Rockport for one dollar, 
thus keeping it in the immediate area and available for 
use if needed. The Dodge Hose Truck was transferred 
to the Public Works Department to be used as a utility 
truck. A small plow was purchased for this truck and 
it has been of inestimable value for snow removal work 
during the current winter. 


In May the voters approved a $220,000.00 Bond 
Issue for the construction of an addition to the high 
school. This project is now under way and the building 
should be ready for occupancy in September. 


Through the efforts of the members of the Police 
Department a radio base station has been installed at 
the Police Station. The Police Cruiser is now able to 
be in direct contact with the office at all times. 


It was with definite regret that on January 19th 
I submitted my resignation to the Board of Selectmen 
to become effective on March 14th. Your Selectmen 
have appointed Sterling C. Morris, Town Manager of 
Warren, as your new manager. It is my sincere hope 
that you will extend to him the same co-operation that 
I have enjoyed during the past three years. To be as- 
sociated with the fine people of Camden has been a 
truly wonderful experience. To the Municipal Officers, 
to my co-workers and to the citizens of Camden may I 
say “Thank You” for your help in making my stay with 
you a very happy one.

This brings to a close another very successful year 
for the Camden Fire Department. Our total fire losses 
for the year are very low and the number of calls 
are down; the loss for the year is $1,555.00 of which 
$1,495.00 of this was in one fire for which we received 
the wrong call. Below is a comparison of losses for 
five years. We ask your help in keeping these figures 
at a low level. 


Year No. Fires Loss in Dollars 
1952 79 $ 6,646.50 
1953 82 39,250.00 
1954 74 3,010.00 
1955 76 2,295.00 
1956 52. 1,555.00 


This brings our per capita loss at 42 cents. The 
one fire that was reported wrong was a car fire, but 
the car was in the garage, for the reported car fire we 
never take but one truck and on arrival we found the 
inside of the garage all afire and had to radio back for 
more equipment. We ask that you be a little more defi- 
nite in reporting the fires.

The closing of this year makes me forty years with 
the Camden Fire Dept., and twenty seven of those years 
as their chief. It has been enjoyable time and also 
hard work at times. The time is at hand when I feel 
that the town should put another man on regular duty 
that I can teach to carry on the work of the depart- 
ment. I have only two or three more years that I can 
hold the job according to the regulations of the State 
Pension System. 


The job is not like working in a factory or any 
other place where you work 40 or 48 hours a week 
because you are on call for duty every minute of the 
twenty four hours a day and seven days a week. It is 
necessary to keep our training program going in order 
to keep abreast of the times as methods of fire fight- 
ing are changing continually. 


For the last few months we have been short handed 
for help and had to callin extra men a great deal, how- 
ever we are very proud of our record this year with 
fifty two calls and a loss of fifteen hundred and fifty- 
five dollars for the year with fourteen hundred and 
ninety five dollars in one fire. 


The first of October we put in service the two new 
trucks that were ordered last March. They are fine 
working machines and replace the old ones that have 
seen service for nearly thirty years, after twenty five 
years of service the New England Insurance Rating 
Bureau requests that they be replaced in order to hold 
our town rating. 


The fire alarm system had a lot more work of re- 
placing old iron wire that was installed in November of 
1917 with a good grade of covered copper that will give 
us much less trouble. The work was done by Ray Bill- 
ings with the help of two boys from the Central Maine 
Power Co.

Ambulance Service Report 


Our ambulance work for this year has dropped a 
little from last year. A large majority of our calls 
come from the Doctors and hospitals.

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Report of the Police Department 


The Police Department is a community service as 
well as a law enforcement agency. It is always ready 
to protect you, your family and your property. 


Of equal importance, too, is the obligation and de- 
sire to continue the work of prevention of crime. 


In the past year the Police Department sent one of 
its police officers (Charles Sturdee) to attend classes 
at the Maine State Police Academy in Augusta, Maine. 
The knowledge obtained from such police training pro- 
grams is for the protection of the public and benefit to 
the department. 


Last March the Police Department put on a “Min- 
strel Show” and from its proceeds were able to pur- 
chase a 60 watt Base Radio Unit which is in use at 
Police Headquarters. The advantage of this radio 
unit gives the police officer on duty at headquarters 
constant and direct communication with the officer in 
the patrol car and can dispatch him to any point in 
the community without delay. 


During the past year we have tried to enforce Town 
ordinances and traffic laws for the safety of the public, 
and have worked longer hours to give the citizens the 
services that are required.

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In 1956 there was a decrease of Three Automo- 
bile accidents over the year of 1955, but an increase of 
Four Personal Injuries, Five Pedestrian Accidents and 
an increase of $4,175.82 in Property Damage.

The most recent change was made last sum- 
mer and allowed NO PARKING on the east side of 
Harbor Hill in front of the Public Library.

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Report of 
Public Works Department 


SUMMER MAINTENANCE 


The largest appropriation items under the Public 
Works Department is for Summer Maintenance. Dur- 
ing the past year the net expenditure was $23,807.42. 
Many needed repairs and major projects were accom- 
plished such as: 


Rebuilt Curtis Avenue—a distance of approximate- 
ly 850 feet. 


Rebuilt and widened the Main Street Entrance to 
Tannery Lane. 


Worked for three weeks improving the facility at 
the Town Dump. 


Tarred Approximately one-half of the town streets 
and outlying roads. 


Removed false shoulders in preparation for tarring 
work. 


Cleared town owned right of way between Chest- 
nut and Bay View Streets. 


Graded all gravel roads at least once and twice on 
most of them. 


Placed gravel on part of Ames Terrace. 


Improved ditches on several streets by use of 
gravel and cold mix. 


These and many more projects represent the 
work, accomplished for Highway Maintenance. 


WINTER MAINTENANCE 


During the winter months it is the responsibility 
of the Public Works department to keep all highways 
open and passable. This is, at best, a difficult task and 
often a thankless one. We realize everyone would like 
to see the highways bare and dry throughout the year. 
This is certainly a goal which is impossible to reach. 
However, we do attempt to maintain our town streets 
and highways in as good condition as is possible within 
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the limits of a reasonable expenditure. Many times the 
Public Works employees are called upon to work ex- 
tremely long hours with no rest. Too often we take this 
service for granted, and expect still more services. We 
have yet to see a town or city in Maine where better 
maintenance is provided than here in Camden and we 
feel that much credit should be given to our employees 
that make it possible. 


GENERAL EXPENSE 
PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


Under this account our Highway Equipment is 
kept in repair, our highway garage maintained and 
small tools purchased. During the past year we over- 
hauled the power shovel engine and running gear and 
kept our gear in good repair. By doing this we have 
kept our breakdowns at a minimum. 


SATE AID CONSTRUCTION 


Due to the shortness of the working months and 
the necessity for a large amount of maintenance we 
were unable to do any State Aid Work. It is planned to 
continue the Washington Street Project with an eye 
toward completing the entire project during the coming 
summer. The funds which were unexpended will still 
be available for use this year. 


SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION 


By the use of the services of a contractor, we were 
able to reconstruct two of our poorest sidewalks, 
namely Chestnut Street above Highland Avenue, and 
a short stretch on Bay View Street. We have a balance 
of $3,243.78 which should be carried forward for use in 
1957 to enable usto continue this much needed 
program. 


SEWER AND CATCH BASIN MAINTENANCE 


During the past year all of our Catch Basins were 
thoroughly cleaned at least twice. In addition to this five 
new basins were built. Sewer service was provided for 
ten homes by their connecting to existing sewers, and 
several street culverts were dug up and replaced to 
make them more effective. 
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SEWER CONSTRUCTION 


Again, due to lack of time, we were unable to build 
the Thomas Street sewer. This work is anticipated 
for the coming year and should most certainly be com- 
pleted. 


PROTECTION OF SHADE TREES 


This is a never ending program to maintain our 
shade trees in a healthy and attractive manner. During 
the past year a control area for Elm trees was drawn 
up and we concentrated on trimming the trees in this 
area. Approximately one-half of the Elms within this 
area were trimmed and dead wood cleared out. The 
best defense against Dutch Elm Disease is healthy 
trees, and it is planned to continue this program. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 3 

During the past year only two pieces of equip- 
ment were purchased. Early in the summer a truck 
mounted compressor was purchased. During the sum- 
mer considerable outside work was done with this unit, 
and the proceeds from this work were returned to the 
equipment fund. With the same.procedure carried on 
during the coming years, the entire purchase price 
should be returned to the fund by the end of next year. 


The other expenditures was for a small plow for 
the newly acquired utility truck. This has been of 
great benefit to us in our snow removal work, and was 
certainly a worthwhile purchase. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


As you all know the cost of operating the Opera 
House is somewhat in excess of the actual income re- 
ceived from rentals. Even if it is a costly operation, the 
building must be maintained and not allowed to fall into 
disrepair. We now have one of the finest auditoriums 
in this section of the state and is far superior to what 
we formerly enjoyed. 


The interior improvements in the auditorium have 
been offered for sale to the town at a fraction of their 
original cost, and you will be asked to decide in Town 
Meeting on the purchase of these improvements. We 
sincerely hope that your decision will be made with the 
overall good of the community in mind. 
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PUBLIC BEACH 


Considerable work was completed at the Public 
Beach during the past summer. The bath house and 
toal house were painted and the bath house was 
shingled. The beach float was painted and made water 
tight. A new fireplace was purchased and through 
the efforts of the Beach Association a new table has 
been provided as well as several new benches. These 
will all be available for use during the coming season. 


PUBLIC LANDING 


The most important work done at the Public Land- 
ing this past year was work in calking and paint- 
ing out two floats. The only other work was to lay gran- 
ite curbing at the upper end of the landing to assit in 
the Garden Club’s Beautification project. A new float 
is badly needed to replace our old scow type float and we 
Sincerely hope that funds are made available for this 
project. 
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Public Welfare 


TOWN POOR 


The expenses incurred under this welfare cate- 
gory increased considerably during the past year. This 
was due mainly to the necessity to maintain an increas- 
ing number of elderly persons in nursing and board- 
ing homes. Our greatest welfare problem is due 
not to unemployment, but this type of case. 


VETERANS AID AND AID TO THE BLIND 


Again this year a relatively small amount of aid 
was granted under this category. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


Practically all of the expense charged against this 
category was to pay our portion of the monthly allot- 
ment granted for mothers with dependent children. 
This can in no sense be considered as relief but rather 
as an aid in keeping families together and self-sustain- 
ing. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE AND 
AID TO THE DISABLED 


As in the Town Poor account the majority of ex- 
penditures under this program is for persons who are 
cared for in nursing homes. The amount necessary for 
expenditures under this category showed a marked in- 
crease during 1956 and it is reasonable to expect that 
it will remain at a high level.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Camden: 


The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools 
is hereby respectfully submitted. 


State Aid for Education: During the past two years 
the Maine Legislature Research Committee has been 
working on a study of the needs of education and how 
education should be supported in the State of Maine. 
J. L. Jacobs and Company of Chicago, Illinois has been 
the consultant and technical advisor. As the result of 
this two-year study a report to the 98th Legislature 
known as the Jacobs Report has been made. 

Mr. Jacobs found: 


(1) That Maine could afford a better education 
program than was being supported. 


(2) In some instances reorganizations would be 
necessary to eliminate wasting the State assistance 
in the operation of unnecessary small schools. 


(8) Teachers’ colleges need to be strengthened 
to provide better quality of training for its grad- 
uates. 


(4) Teachers’ salaries are too low to be consis- 
tant with a good program of education. 


The Jacobs Report recommends: 


(1) The expenditure of approximately $3,000,000 
of additional money by the State Ip Cah ORE in as- 
sisting schools. 


(2) Communities be encouraged to reorganize in- 
to school districts large enough to support a secon- 
dary school whose minimum enrollment shall be 
not less than 300 pupils. 


(8) That aminimum salary schedule be adopted 
by the Legislature consistent with salaries paid in 
other states in New England of equal wealth. 


(4) That extra subsidy be paid to towns that re- 
organize to form efficient school districts and as- 
sistance be given them to construct school build- 
ings as they may need them. ~ 
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(5) That a division of planning and research be 
added to the State Department of Education. 


(6) Additional aid be given to teachers’ colleges 
to help them meet national accreditation standards. 


This is the first survey that has been made of 
education in the State of Maine since 1934. At that 
time a similar survey was made by Mr. Mort of Colum- 
bia University. The report was made, filed with the 
Legislature and nothing further was done. This can 
easily happen to the Jacobs Report. It needs the study 
and action of every citizen in the State. The weak- 
nesses and strengths of the program should be studied 
and recommendations for the good of all the boys and 
girls accepted. Will you help?

School Crossings: Many suggestions were dis- 
cussed at the P. T. A. to improve the traffic situation 
at the elementary schools. Finally through co-operation 
with the P. T. A. and the town officials Mr. Downs was 
secured to act as traffic supervisor and patrolman at 
the Elm Street School. This plan relieved the teachers 
and the Patrol Boys of a great responsibility. Not only 
does Mr. Drowns escort the youngsters across the 
street on their way home at noon and at the close of 
school but he is on duty on the return of the children 
at noontime. 


Mr. Turnbull is on duty at*the Camden Grade 
School with the assistance of the Safety Patrol. The 
crossings are covered from 10:30 a. m. until the return 
of pupils to school for the afternoon session. A great 
improvement has been noticed and it is greatly appre- 
ciated by all who are concerned. 


Instrumental Music: Under the direction of Mr. 
Hammond, supervisor of instrumental music, classes 
were organized last fall for instruction in instrumental 
music for children in the elementary grades. About 
fifty pupils were registered from the fifth grade 
through grade eight. 


After several weeks of individual instruction a 
composite group was organized which was composed of 
the following instruments: six trumpets, seven clari- 
nets, four snare drums, six saxophones, one mellophone, 
one base horn, two trombones, one flute, and one gloc- 
kenspeil making up a band of twenty-nine pupils. The 
band is now ready for public appearance and will give 
a program before the end of the school year with the 
public as invited guests. 
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A string class has also started consisting of sever- 
al violins. This group will be the basis for an elemen- 
tary orchestra. 


More Room Space to be Available at Camden Grade 
School: With the completion of the addition to the 
high school, two rooms will be made available at the 
Camden Grade School by transferring the freshmen to 
their regular building. Some thought is being given 
as to the best use of these rooms. It would seem like a 
sound and logical plan to take the fifth grade from the 
Elm Street School and transfer them to the Camden 
Grade School. This would allow more available space at 
the Elm Street School and at the same time keep the 
two fifth grade divisions together where they will be 
able to participate in Physical Education and Band 
without the necessity of bus transportation. This plan 
would alleviate the congestion on the small playground 
at Elm Street. The additional children could be handled 
very well on the larger play area at the Camden Grade 
School. 


Use of the New High School Building: A sorely 
needed improvement in the high school program which 
will be made possible by the addition now under con- 
struction will lie in the vocation area. In particular 
the added space will facilitate a marked expansion in 
Industrial Arts. It will provide for improved instruc- 
tion in automotive mechanics and bench metal work- 
ing. It will also make possible the introduction of in- 
struction in electricity and sheet metal work. 


In line with the policy of improving the vocational 
offering of the school, the addition will provide for ex- 
pansion in the commercial department, making possible 
more and larger classes in typewriting. The addition will 
also make possible the introduction of courses in office 
practices and business machines within the near future. 


The people of Camden can be justly proud of the 
Camden High School Band, especially when considera- 
tion is given to the chaotic conditions under which stu- 
dents and instructors have worked. Along with im- 
proved conditions for band and instrumental practice 
the addition will facilitate the introduction of other 
courses in music, these to include choral work, music 
appreciation, and music theory. 
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A large portion of the money alloted for equipping 
the addition has been invested in laboratory fittings. 
However, after considering the emphasis which is being 
placed upon the need for scientific training in all phases 
of our living today, thinking people will agree that no 
price is too great provided Camden students are 
equipped to make their way in the world. 


Probably the greatest gain to the Camden School 
System resulting from the addition under construc- 
tion will not be apparent to the casual observer. Close 
examination, however, cannot fail to reveal an im- 
proved attitude on the part of all of the students of 
the town resulting from better organization and im- 
proved manipulations of the entire school picture. Every 
youngster in the system will benefit from the re-or- 
ganization made possible by less crowded conditions. 


The Budget: Provision is made in the school bud- 
get for three additional teaching positions. These posi- 
tions are necessary to insure a continuance of the same 
services as we have enjoyed for the past several years. 
Two of these will be used in the high school to offset 
the increased enrollment anticipated in the freshmen 
class. A census of the eighth grade pupils in Camden 
and the surrounding towns would indicate an entering 
class in excess of 90 pupils in the fall of 1957. 


The third teacher will be used to reduce the over- 
crowded conditions existing in our primary grades. 


Teachers’ salaries will be raised $300 a teaching 
position. Beginning teachers will be started at $3,200 
a year. This is consistent with what is being done in 
the surrounding communities. 


The additional space in the high school will make 
additional janitorial service necessary. It is proposed 
that one additional man be hired to be used part time 
at the elementary school and part time at the high 
school. Such a plan would insure proper maintenance 
of the school buildings consistent with what we expect 
in our own homes. 


Textbook and supply estimates have been based up- 
on the purchase of materials in the same amounts as 
were purchased last year with an allowance being made 
consistent with increased prices and larger enrollments.

Excerpt from Auditor’s Report 
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Annual Report of School Nurse 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citi- 
zens of the Town of Camden: 


I hereby submit the report of the School Nurse for 
the period September 17, 1956 to January, 1957. 


The regular School Nurse, Mrs. Mildred Knight, 
being on leave of absence to attend Boston University, 
it is my pleasure to carry on the School Health Pro- 
gram this year. 


Each year Health examinations are given to the 
students of the Sub-Primary, Grades 3 and 6, Fresh- 
men and Seniors, as well as the athletic teams who must 
be examined before they are allowed to participate in 
any practice or games. Our School Physicians, David 
V. Mann, M.D., and Donald B. Hawkins, M.D., have ex- 
amined 192 students of which 24 have been found to 
have some health needs. Some of these have been cor- 
rected, others are yet to be treated. There are about 
180 more students to be examined before the end of 
the school year. 


Kenneth Green, O.D., School Optometrist, has ex- 
amined the vision of 837 students. Notices were sent 
to the parents of 98 students found to be in need of 
more complete visual examinations. Nearly all of 
those needing glasses have obtained them. A special 
word of appreciation goes to the Camden Lions Club 
and other groups who have helped financially where it 
was needed in purchasing new glasses. 


Benedict Redmond, D. D. S., our School Dentist, ex- 
amined the teeth of 638 students and found 345 of 
these in need of dental care, many in danger of losing 
permanent teeth from lack of care. Thirty students 
had dental certificates; therefore were not examined 
in school. 


Harry G. Tounge, Jr., M.D., Health Officer for the 
Town of Camden will hold the usual series of immuni- 
zation clinics this spring for the purpose of immunizing 
against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, and Tetanus, and 
vaccinating for prevention of Smallpox. 
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Once again this year, clinics have been held for 
administering the Salk Vaccine for prevention of Polio- 
myelitis. The vaccine was provided free of charge by 
the National Polio Foundation in co-operation with 
State and local Health Departments. The local physi- 
cians, several registered nurses, and other volunteer 
helpers have participated in these clinics to give two 
doses of vaccine to 152 children, not previously immun- 
ized, and a booster dose to 340 children who received 
2 doses last year. Over 50 per cent of our school chil- 
dren have now received protection against paralytic 
polio. 


New to the School Health Program this year is our 
own Audiometer for accurate testing of hearing. The 
fund for the purchase of this machine was started by 
the Camden Junior Women’s Club and supplemented by 
an appropriation from the Town of Camden. So far 
763 students have been individually tested by the School 
Nurse and 16 have been found to have defective hear- 
ing. Parents have been notified and most of these 
children are already under treatment. 


Approximately 35 children are attending the 
State Clinics for special care. These include Crippled 
Children, Cardiac, T.B., and Hard of Hearing Clinics. 


Twenty-one home visits and many phone calls have 
been made in the interests of the health and welfare 
of the children. 


Not a part of the School Health Program, but cer- 
tainly a contributing factor of good health is the Hot 
Lunch Program which serves a hot, well-balanced meal 
to about 260 children each day. 


I wish to thank the School and other local physi- 
cians, the school personnel, the parents, Mrs. Knight, 
the District Nurse, Mrs. Pitcher, the volunteer helpers, 
and all others for their interest and assistance with 
the School Health Program.

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District Nursing Report 


January 1, 1956 to January 1, 1957 


I herewith submit the Annual Report of services 
rendered the Town of Camden by the Camden District 
Nursing Association. 


Reviewing the health activities of the year, one of 
the most gratifying was the opportunity to offer Salk 
Vaccine to pre-school children. Two Clinics were held, 
twenty-one children completing first, and fifteen the 
second immunizations, and one child a third dose. Six 
children received first immunizations only. Dr. Harry 
Tounge was in charge of the Clinic. 


Though mindful that Salk Vaccine, only recently 
made available to the public, is uppermost in medical 
consciousness today, there yet remains the distinct re- 
sponsibility of parents to have their children vaccinated 
against small pox and immunized against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus. These diseases are men- 
aces of childhood as well as polio. Over-all precautionary 
measures should be administered by family physicians 
or at Clinics which are held in March, April and May. 
During the past year nine children received triple vac- 
cine; fourteen boosters and nine vaccinations were 
given. 


Each year gains are made in the field of public 
health and more families are made conscious of the 
importance of healthy environment, good diet, symp- 
toms of the onset of disease and when and where to go 
for assistance with health problems. 


If a child is not under the supervision of a physi- 
cian and is in need of medical attention, The State De- 
partment of Health and Welfare sponsors Clinics for 
Crippled Children, Orthopedic, Pedriatric, Cardiac, Eye 
and Ear. Speech Clinics, a Cleft Palate Evaluation 
Clinic, are held at the Maine Medical Center in Port- 
land. 
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During the past year your District Nurse made a 
total of:

Office visits 40 
Infant Supervision visits 23 
Pre-school visits 18 
Referred to Crippled Children’s Service 2 
Crippled Children visits 10 
Regarding Dental Care visits 2

Referred to Maine Cancer Society (adult) 1 
Health supervision visits 13 


The last category comprises visits made to give 
council and follow-up instructions subsequent to nurs- 
ing care, in other words to make assurance that the 
patients understood the measures necessary to protect 
their health after regaining it. 


Tuberculosis 


The once dread pulmonary disease of tuberculosis 
is not currently so prevalent but lest the public be lulled 
into a false sense of security, it should be mentioned 
that 11 visits were made to tuberculosis suspects and 
for X-ray examinations in the past year. 


X-rayed through Regional Clinic 12 

X-rayed through Four-County Tuberculosis 
Association at local hospital 

Patch-tested adults 1 

Patched-tested children 3 


The problem of tuberculosis is that of the com- 
munity and the individuals with apparently inactive 
lesions must be checked periodically as well as those 
with positive reactions. It is a never-ceasing battle 
with increasingly encouraging aspects offset by the 
need of constant vigilance. 


Meetings Attended 


To keep alert and informed of developments in 
modern medical research, a District Nurse should attend 
meetings and conferences as frequently as possible. 
Several staff meetings of the Maine State Nurses As- 
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sociation are open to the personnel of independent nurs- 
ing agencies, and from each one of these I attend some 
additional knowledge is always gleaned to be brought 
home for the benefit of my patients. 


On the vital subject of America’s No. 1 killer, 
heart disease, a two-day Institute on Cardiac Nursing 
Care was held in Waterville. Owing to a heavy work- 
load, I was able to attend only one day; however, even 
that one session proved to be most instructive. 


Lectures and discussions on ‘‘Mental Health and 
Maine Social Work” were offered during a two-day 
meeting of the Maine Welfare Association Conference. 
There also I was present one day. 


Day by day throughout the years, in addition to 
the above report, has been maintained also basic bed- 
side care to the chronically ill or aged. Never has the 
Camden public adopted a complacent or take-it-for- 
granted attitude in this field of labor. Each year some 
new families experience this need for the first time and 
their grateful use of this inexpensive professional assis- 
tance is ample justification for the annual town appro- 
priation, for the personal donations and general com- 
munity support. 


To our Loan Closet new equipment has been added 
including an Everett and Jennings adjustable folding 
walker. Two wheel chairs have been donated, one be- 
ing a gift from Mrs. Jack Proctor to whom we are also 
indebted for a bedside lift. 


Appreciation is extended to Mr. Allen Payson for a 
District Nursing Office sign and to Mr. Eddie Dodge 
for office renovations. 


I wish to thank the doctors, also the staff of the 
Camden Community Hospital for their sustaining loyal- 
ty and co-operation. To the District Nursing Associa- 
tion officers and committee, town officials and citizens, 
I express my appreciation for the united front in the 
interests of a healthy community.

We are now operating at such capacity that at 
times we have no spare beds to take care of further 
emergencies. Over the years we have continually in- 
creased and improved our facilities, having purchased 
such major items as modern X-Ray, operating room 
table, anesthesia machine, autoclave, incubator, etc. 


Our present building is no longer adequate to serve 
the increasing demands of the community, and the 
Hospital Board has come to the definite decision that 
further expansion is impractical, and that a new, mod- 
ern and efficient building should be erected. To this 
end we have put aside and accumulated from special 
gifts a Building Fund which now is in excess of $40,000. 
This is, admittedly, only a fraction of the total cost 
of a new hospital structure, but a fine beginning. 


We have purchased, under very favorable condi- 
tions, a piece of land of over 31% acres on the southeast 
side of Elm Street, which will provide an attractive site, 
easily accessible and adjacent to all public utilities. 


As always, the Board of Directors is grateful to 
the Auxiliary, to the Hospital Club and to all who have 
so generously contributed to the welfare of the Cam- 
den Community Hospital.

The Trustees of Oak Hill Cemetery were appointed 
in 1954 to replace the Oak Hill Cemetery Association 
which had been inactive for many years. During these 
three years, a great deal of progress has been made 
in straightening out many of the problems that existed 
at the time the Trustess were appointed. Maintenance 
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had fallen behind, and equipment was worn out or in- 
adequate. Due to the demand for smaller lots, a section 
of the cemetery has been resurveyed and made avail- 
able for that purpose. In 1955, Mrs. Jack Smythe’s gift 
of land bordering the southeast section, was gratefully 
accepted by the Trustees, and furnishes additional pro- 
tection from building or construction that might mar 
the beauty of the cemetery, and provides for future 
expansion. 


In the summer of 1956, the Trustees purchased a 
heavy duty rotary mower which has made possible a 
more efficient maintenance of the cemetery. In June, 
Alfred Bryant was appointed cemetery caretaker. In 
order to remedy many of the maintenance problems 
that had been neglected in the past, Mr. Bryant worked 
late into the fall, and ‘we are pleased to report at this 
time that Oak Hill Cemetery is in excellent condition. 


In 1956, seventeen lots were sold. Eighty per cent 
of the proceeds of these lots is placed in the endowment 
fund, the remaining twenty per cent being set aside 
for improvements. Although our endowment fund is 
small, we hope to improve the beauty of Oak Hill Ceme- 
tery as additional funds are made available. 


In conclusion, we are fortunate that all of Oak Hill 
Cemetery is under perpetual care; therefore, all lots 
receive equal attention.

Redman of the State Department of Audit. Audit analysis was 
on a basis consistant with that of the preceding year, and in- 
cluded all procedures which were considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the 
examination, the financial transactions of the Town were ap- 
propriately handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in 
the accompanying comments. A recommendation also is offered 
which is believed worthy of consideration. 


The financial and statistical sections incorporated in this 
report, present the results of the Town’s financial operations for 
the period indicated.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF CAMDEN 
January 2, 1956 to December 31, 1956 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the vari- 
ous officers of the Town of Camden has been completed for 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1956. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results 
are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial affairs of the town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that expenditures ex- 
ceeded available funds by $131.80, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Overdrafts $17,500.55 
Unexpended Balances 17,368.75 
Net Overdrafts ; $ ©6181.80 


The overdrafts were reflected principally in the highways, 
charity and abatement accounts. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $60,939.37 was reconciled with state- 
ments furnished by the Knox County Trust Company of Cam- 
den and the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine, and petty 
cash on hand. 


Other assets including taxes, accounts receivable, tax liens, 
tax acquired property and sewer assessments were reviewed. 
Verifications were utilized to determine their correctness at the 
year end. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances 
shown on the records of the town. 


LIABILITIES 
Total general fund liabilities amounted to $310.81 which 
represent tax overpayments of $4.62 and an amount of $3805.69 
due for police uniforms. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 


The deferred revenue of $2,596.14 represents 1957 excise tax 
receipts of $2,592.70 and prepaid 1957 taxes of $3.44. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpended balance 
of $54,328.56 (Exhibit D) at the year end, representing various 
operating account balances and an overdraft that was carried 
forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal require- 
ments or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $25,079.25, a net 
decrease of $2,467.53 for the year. This change was occasioned 
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principally by a town authorized for new equipment less a rein- 
bursement from the State for disaster relief. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the statement of financial 
condition as a separate fund, reflects outstanding school con- 
struction bonds of $112,000.00 and $220,00.00 which mature 
$8,000.00 and $10,000.00 respectfully on an annual basis. Also 
included in the debt fund is a fire equipment note of $10,854.00 
which matures $3,000.00 annually. The bonds and notes are to 
be retired from future years’ revenue. 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $203,739.42 
at the year end and unexpended income amounted to $12,215.48. 
Including the amount of $221.29 representing monies due from 
the general fund, the principals and income of these funds were 
invested as follows:

New trust funds received during the year totaled $5,465.50 
(Schedule A-12). 


The special fund for school construction increased during 
the year by the town authorized issuance of serial bonds of 
$220,000.00 and miscellaneous receipts of $2,614.06. Expendi- 
tures for the period amounted to $58,916.40. The fund balance 
totaled $178,801.97 at December 31, 1956 and is represented as 
follows:

DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 
The review of departmental operating accounts revealed 
an increase of $13,724.91 in appropriated funds, as compared 
with the preceding year. Increases in highway, health and sani- 
tation, education and building and grounds appropriation less a 
reduction in the unclassified account appropriations were the 
principal factors contributing to this change. 


It was noted that the current year’s departmental balances 
carried forward to the ensuing year increased by $10,736.50, 
as compared with the previous year. The increase was reflected 
principally in the highway and education accounts. A protection 
account reduction was also a factor. 
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GENERAL 


The review of the town clerk’s records, pertaining to muni- 
cipal finances revealed that the townspeople authorized the 
use of excise taxes for summer and winter highway maintenance 
accounts. The appropriation from surplus for new equipment 
was also authorized by the voters. 

It was also noted that, at a special town meeting held May 
28, 1956, the townspeople voted to issue serial bonds in the 
sum of $220,000.00 for the purpose of constructing and equipping 
an addition to the high school building. 


A transfer of expenditures of $447.82 from the school re- 
pair account to the school equipment account was made on the 
Superintendent’s authorization. It is suggested that transfers 
of this nature be authorized by a vote of the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of in- 
ternal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash 
and other matters of financial concern. 


Receipts, vouchers and canceled checks were examined for 
a selected period and major increases or decreases noted in 
revenue or expenditures over previous years and were explored. 
External verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine 
the correctness of asset and liability accounts. Excise tax col- 
lections were verified, on a test basis, by examination of the re- 
ceipts retained by the collector. Insurance and bond coverages 
were reviewed. 


Trust and special fund transactions were reviewed. The 
savings accounts and investments were verified by direct con- 
tact with the depository or by physical count. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the muni- 
cipality were reviewed to determine that related financial trans- 
actions had been properly administered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments. 


It is believed that the accompanying statement of financial 
condition and supporting information present fairly the finan- 
cial position of the town at December 31, 1956, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

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A Perfect Circle 


The recent symposium on what will be the most important 
economic problem facing the U. S. in the next 20 years produced 9 
fascinating bundle of insights and insults for Americans every- 
where. 


We find ourselves wondering why some bold thinker—like the 
artist Michelangelo, who once won an architectural competition by 
splashing a perfect circle on his canvas—didn’t go to the heart 
of what everyone was brooding about with one revealing word. And 
our word would be “survival.” 


But, of course, no one word can reveal all the anxieties that 
came boiling up in 1957—the year of the Russian Sputniks, of the 
American technoligical humiliation, of the late new inflation, of the 
new recession, of the seeming satiety of Americans with cars and 
appliances. And a word like “survival” will not meet the demands 
of those people who reject as policies peace at any price or peace 
in slavery. For most Americans would agree that our struggle 
is not simply to survive but rather to defend, develop, and im- 
prove a way of life consistent with the welfare, freedom, and dig- 
nity of the individual, against the implacable drive of totalitarian 
Communism for anti-democractic world domination. 


There are, indeed, terrible hazards to our survival. The in- 
ternal weakness—the weakness of the fat and lazy and complacent, 
which has brought other great. civilizations down from within 
—must not escape our attention, nor does it do so in the remarkable 
symposium. 


Strength and vigor and generosity of spirit, flexibility and 
imagination and the ability to adapt to new and frightsome prob- 
lems—those are our needs, if we are to avoid going the way of the 
dinosaur, the dodo, or the Roman Emipre. 


That a group of world leaders of the caliber of the contribu- 
tors to the CED* symposium are willing to face up to our prob- 
lems so honestly and searchingly, and to propose to deal with them 
so forthrightly and courageously, is a considerable reassurance in 
itself that the end is not yet. But ideas must become actions to 
count.

Your Town Government 


THE COUNCIL 

The Council met in 1957 in twelve regular sessions 
and eleven special sessions in order to establish the 
policies of the town’s affairs. As Selectmen the five 
officials receive no compensation for their services. 

The Budget Committee was organized in February 
of 1957 and assigned their sub-committee duties in 
order to have a longer period of time to appraise the 
three major divisions of government. 

The Council declared a Municipal Open House last 
August 24 to permit all interested taxpayers to see 
first hand the operations of Camden and ask any 
questions which they might desire to ask. The date 
was established so that our many summer residents 
could also be on hand and not deny them the privilege 
of inspecting our equipment and facilities and meet the 
people who were elected and appointed to fruitfully 
spend their tax money. Often times, the discussion 
around the early morning coffee is far less accurate 
than the information one can obtain at the town office 
or at an “Open House.” 

For the first time, the budget for the 1958 fiscal 
year was presented in the form of a “Performance” 
or Work Program Budget. Instead of just showing fi- 
nancial statistics and figures the new budget gives a 
detailed narrative explanation of departmental func- 
tions and activities in order to give a more explicit pic- 
ture of how the town money was proposed to be spent. 


YOUR ASSESSORS 


Your Assessors, who in this case are also members 
of the Council, revised in 1957 the assessable property 
tax base. The reassessment program which changed 
upwards the ratio between the market value of prop- 
erty and the assessed value also brought to light some 
property which was out of line. The equitable distri- 
bution of the tax load is one of the most important con- 
cepts of sound administration and is recognized as such 
by your Assessors. The Board appointed Mr. Harold 
Brown, a qualified appraiser, to act as their agent for 
assessment purposes and he has done an excellent job. 


OPERA HOUSE 

The account was quite well overexpended during 
1957 but not due entirely to an unanticipated expense. 
We have completed the installation of the twin boilers 
and burners in the Opera House and invite you to drop 
in to inspect them. Also we started some repair work 
on the exterior walls and temporarily plugged the holes 
in the gutters. 

The estimated credits were not forth coming be- 
cause the vacant store space in the building remained 
vacant. However we have a new tenant now, Weston 
Auto, and wish them a long and pleasant tenure.

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Laws Relating To Dogs 


All owners or keepers of dogs in the Town of Cam- 
den are hereby reminded of their responsibility as 
stated in Chapter 100, Section 10, R. S. 1954 which 
reads in part as follows: 


On or before the 1st day of April of each year, the 
owner or keeper of any dog 6 months old or over shall 
apply to the city or town clerk either orally or in writ- 
ing for a license for each such dog owned or kept by 
him. Such application shall state the breed, sex, color 
and markings of such dogs and the name and address 
of the last previous owner. 


* * § * *% 


A fee of $1.15 shall be paid the city or town clerk 
for each license issued on male dogs, and a fee of $5.15 
shall be paid for all female dogs capable of bearing 
young. All female dogs shall be considered capable of 
producing young unless a certificate issued by the com- 
missioner of agriculture and signed by a licensed vet- 
erinarian or previous license record, is presented from 
a licensed veterinarian stating that such female was 
made incapable of bearing young by spaying by him. 
When such certificate accompanies the application, a 
fee of $1.15 shall then be paid on such spayed females. 
In addition to the amount paid for license and tag, each 
applicant shall pay the city or town clerk 25 cents for 
the recording and making a return to the commissioner 
of agriculture.

Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the Ist day of April, not duly licensed as 
herein required, shall, within 10 days after he becomes 
the owner or keeper of said dog, cause said dog to be 
described and licensed as provided above. 
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Fire Department Activities 


The Atlantic Engine Company Officers of Cam- 
den consists of : 


Chief Allen Payson 
Ist Asst. Chief Richard Moody 
2nd Asst. Chief Richard Manning 
Sec. and Treas. Philip Leonard 
Steward Leroy Alley 


At the election of officers the Company replaced 
Richard Manning who was not a candidate in 1958 
and Jasper Chapin was elected as 2nd Assistant Chief. 


The Town Council employes the Fire Chief and a 
dispatcher to maintain the building and fire apparatus 
and to keep payrolls on the call-men when they answer 
a fire alarm and attend drills. There are about 47 
call men in the Company, at present, and the whistle 
that normally calls these men into action is sounded 
each Saturday at 4 p.m. as a test of the various call 
boxes and the system as a whole. 


The Chief keeps a work sheet or blotter of the 
daily activities of the department and a fire report on 
each fire. He also makes it a practice of visiting the 
schools during Fire Prevention Week to instruct the 
students in home conditions which cause fire hazards. 
Camden averages about 75 fires each year and we had 
71 in 1957. The major fire was that of Mrs. Lena Ers- 
kine on the Hope Road, caused by faulty construction 
of the chimney. The per capita loss by fire was 59 
cents compared to 42 cents the year before. 


The Council, Fire Chief and Atlantic Engine Com- 
pany wish to thank the Camden I. G. A. Foodliner for 
donating the two-way mobile radio for the Chief’s 
Car. 


The Company layed a combined total of 40,900 
feet of hose to combat the fires in 1957 and 6,100 gal- 
lons of water. 


The Chief has indicated in his report that a ma- 
jority of the calls were chimney and grass or wood 
fires. It is alarming to note that most of these calls, 
not only this year, could have been avoided by a more 
cautious inspection of chimneys and a closer watch 


Is 


over grass fires. The taxpayers are reminded that it 
is necessary to first obtain a permit from the Fire 
Chief before starting an out of doors fire. 


The Council, in looking ahead, has recognized a 
need for a codification of general fire policies and plan 
to conduct a study as indicated by the New England 
Fire Insurance Rating Association during the present 
year. 


The Council wishes to thank the call-men for their 
enthusiastic response and civic service which is ren- 
dered each year in the performance of hazardous duty, 
and recommend an increase from one dollar to a dol- 
lar and twenty-five cents per hour for firemen who are 
called to a fire during 1958. The Allen F.. Payson Fire 
Station is always open for inspection and summer 
residents are also cordially welcome. 


Ambulance Service Activities 


The flashing 1956 Cadillac ambulance which is 
housed at the Fire Station made a total of 263 calls 
during the past year in order to serve the invalid pa- 
tients of our community. The ambulance service is a 
function of the Camden First Aid Association which 
is operated by the Fire Chief and other members of 
the Atlantic Engine Company. The ambulance 
traveled a total of 7,600 miles and delivered local people 
to Togus, Waterville, Lewiston, Augusta, Bangor, Port- 
land and Boston for treatment or convalescence. Fire 
Chief Payson indicated an increase in service over last 
year by seventy trips which includes also cases who are 
in financial distress and who are being assisted by the 
Town. . 


The people of Rockport and Camden who contri- 
bute toward the support of the ambulance are indeed 
grateful to the First Aid Association which makes this 
emergency service available. 
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Police Department Activities 


Camden’s Police Department is responsible for a 
wide variety of tasks. Most important perhaps is the 
deterring of criminal activities and when necessary the 
apprehension of persons responsible for these activi- 
tie. The Department is also called on to recover lost or 
stolen property, investigate complaints, provide special 
escort details, cover school and Y. M. C. A. functions, 
Church affairs, weddings, auctions, road construction, 
holiday events, provide emergency transportation, in- 
spect unoccupied property, arbitrate family and public 
disturbances, regulate traffic at school crossings, and 
traffic throughout the town. Police officers are fre- 
quently subpoenaed to appear in municipal, county, 
state and sometimes Federal court to take part in an 
action of law. 

The Police Force consists of Chief John Rain- 
frette, two patrolmen and two dispatchers who are 
directly responsible to the Town Manager. The De- 
partment maintains a twenty-four hour patrol of town 
streets and during 1957 the patrol covered 40,000 
miles. 

The Chief reports a decreasing number of doors 
found unlocked during the night from each previous 
year. This past year 167 doors were tried each night. A 
total number of 136 residences were inspected while 
the occupants were away and the number of calls to 
each house varied as to the length of time the dwelling 
was vacant. An average of seven cars are stolen each 
year and recovered. There was a total of eight for 1957. 


The number of complaints investigated were 767 
which is 55 less than the previous year but the lock-up 
on the other hand had 41 more visitors in comparison 
with the previous year and the total was 117. This in- 
dicates the nature of the investigation was a little 
more serious and required an arrest. The Department 
took 157 fingerprints during the year which was an 
increase of 55. 


Camden has had no traffic fatalities for the past 
10 years. Juvenile case investigations took a decided 
increase of 30 over the prior year’s total of 28 but 
resulted in no arrests. 
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The patrolmen went to the scene of 86 highway 
accidents this year which is 22 less than last year and 
reported $26,636.00 damage. The report, which takes 
the officer over an hour to complete, gives the motorist 
an advantage when settling damage claims and plac- 
ing responsibility of accidents. A total of 22 people 
were injured and four pedestrians, all of whom received 
the benefit of immediate attention from the mobile 
radio unit which was able to cover the accidents with- 
out delay. 


The Department issued 103 warning cards and 45 
parking tickets and received 5,684 telephone calls on 
police business. 

This is a partial list of the activities in your 
police force during the year 1957. I believe they are 
doing an outstanding job in a position that is fast be- 
coming a profession where knowledge must be had in 
criminal and civil law, social-welfare, juvenile delin- 
quency, detection, communication, clerical work, book- 
keeping and related fields. 


Civilian Defense Activities 


This account will present a different approach to 
defense this year than we have made in the past. The 
Ground Observer Corps has been placed on a standby 
basis after years of faithful service to our community. 
This was a job very well done by a loyal group of 
citizens. 

Greater emphasis by the State and Federal Gov- 
ernment in disaster control has led us to reappraise 
our own volunteer system. A community’s disaster 
preparedness program should also be its Civil Defense 
Program and should be comprehensive enough to in- 
clude the many services necessary to combat a missile 
attack. 


Of necessity, the heart of any municipal disaster 
organization must be the Town employees who will be 
the closest at hand and previously oriented. There is 
no mystery about C. D. It is only the extension of 
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municipal departments and extra equipment to make 
any town better able to recover from a large scale 
disaster. What we need in 1958 is equipment to pro- 
tect the lives and property of Camden. One disaster, 
either natural or man-made, can destroy on a massive 
scale in a few hours the labor of many years. 


The Federal Government will distribute surplus 
property to local Civil Defense organizations in 1958 
on a matching fund basis as well as some equipment 
without cost. We have set up a budget of $500.00 in 
this account. The primary objective for this expense is 
to save lives before, during and after disaster. What 
value can you place upon an individual life? 


Health Activities 


The major goals of public health are to lengthen 
the life span, promote physical and mental efficiency, 
and to add to the enjoyment of living by preventing 
disease, treating those with disease, and finally using 
the resources of the community to provide the most 
healthful environment. These are the objectives of 
Camden’s Health Officer, Dr. Harry G. Tounge, Jr., and 
District Nurse, Mrs. Allura E. Pitcher. 


Health Officer: 


Dr. Tounge reports that there were 122 cases 
of chickenpox as compared to 6 the previous year and a 
limited number of other contagious diseases such as 
Mumps, Tuberculosis, Meningitis and Measles. Dur- 
ing the year the Doctor inoculated 154 children for 
Diphtheria, Whooping-cough and Tetanus, 125 children 
for Tetanus, 86 for Smallpox. Also a large number of 
children and adults were immunized for Poliomyelitis 
which has resulted in no cases at all reported during 
1957. 


District Nursing: 

The Camden District Nursing Association and its 
agent, Nurse Allura E. Pitcher render each year a 
tremendous service to the people of Camden. The Of- 
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fice is located on the second floor of the Opera House 
building and this year three clinics for Polio prevention 
were held with 152 children receiving the free vaccine. 
Also three clinics were held for inoculation against 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Whooping-cough and Small- 
pox vaccinations. Asiatic Flu shots were given to 16 
town employees by Dr. Tounge, Health Officer at the 
Nurses Office. Nurse Pitcher reports that home nurs- 
ing, however, remains the basic purpose of the Associ- 
ation. 

During 1957 the Nurse made a total of 2,051 in- 
dividual visits to care for the health needs of patients 
and this is an average of six calls per day in a six- 
day week. Some calls extend two or three hours but 
the minimum is usually one hour. 


To keep informed on medical progress an related 
fields, Nurse Pitcher reports attendance at several 
State Nurses staff meeting's which include studies of 
retarded children, handicapped children, the return of 
a patient to the community and the treatment of di- 
abetes. 


The Camden Community Hospital and local phy- 
sicians have faithfully contributed their services and 
medical supplies to enhance one of Camden’s out- 
standing characteristics—which is united civic sup- 
port. 


The Camden District Nursing Association offers a 
special service for better health but it does not take 
the place of medical programs that are available in 
abundance through allied agencies. Every family head 
should seriously consider the programs offered by 
most employers that promote health and welfare such 
as medical pool plans, retirement benefits and insurance 
of various types as well as general retirement and life 
insurance policies. No family man with sound judg- 
ment can overlook the cost of providing sufficient safe- 
guards against sickness. If no other program of mag- 
nitude is offered to you, then one of the most sub- 
stantial plans available is that of the Associated Hospi- 
tal Service of Maine which is called “Blue Cross” and 
“Blue Shield.” 


The District Nurse, Mrs. Pitcher would like to 
remind the citizens of Camden that you may contact 
her by calling CEdar 6-3610 or 6-3696. 
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Welfare Activities 


The expense of providing economic relief, which 
is shared by the Town, State and Federal Government 
is determined by many contributing factors. These 
factors include: the low level or lack of employment, 
the high cost of living, a poor condition of health, the 
limited ability to budget, the small desire to work, 
the years of age, the limited amount of education, the 
large size of the family, the permanent absence of a 
parent in the home, the lack of medical relief pro- 
grams, the parents or children who are unable to sup- 
port the party in distress. 


From past town reports, the Council has described 
the four general catagories which are: Town Poor, Aid 
to Dependent Children, Supplemental Old Age Assis- 
tance and Aid to the Disabled and Noe Aid to Vet- 
erans and the Blind. 


Many agencies, clubs, churches and individuals 
contribute untold hours and large amounts of money 
to help those of us who lack the physical or mental 
faculties to stand alone due to one or more of the fac- 
tors described above. A good number of people, who do 
not now give aid to any one of these areas of public as- 
sistance, would be shocked by the degenerate stage 
and shallow existance of some of the recipients. 

This Community, however, is surpassed by none in 
the field of public assistance and for this the Town 


Council wishes to express its gratitude for everyone’s 
much needed assistance. 
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Erskine House Building Project 


Tragedy befell one of Camden’s families in April 
of 1957 when fire destroyed the home and possessions 
of a widow and her seven children. The well-known 
Camden civic generosity immediately sprung to the 
foreground and along with the Lions Club, our people 
unanimously joined forces to spark a Community Pro- 
ject well worthy of note. Following the disaster, the 
Fire Department, with Volunteer firemen, demolished 
the old structure and cleaned the debris. After the 
building site had been graded, plans were drawn for 
a five room, one story structure set on cement piers. 


This Community Project brought many civic- 
minded people to volunteer their time, money, clothing 
and furniture. Without their support this undertak- 
ing would not have been completed. It required the 
help of all from Civic Clubs and local organizations 
down to each individual who so willingly made them- 
selves available to correct this very unforunate situa- 
tion. a ia : 


Once again, you, the citizens, demonstrated the 
Comunity Spirit for which Camden is noted. We are 
proud to salute you! 
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Public Works Activities 


Almost every Public Works Department is now 
faced with the problems brought on by inflationary 
cost, a relatively fixed municipal revenue structure, 
and a constant citizen demand for extended or im- 
proved services. The Foreman’s proposed solution to 
the problem consists of improved equipment manage- 
ment using only qualified personnel which will increase 
the departments output; increase job efficiency by 
finding better, simpler, and easier ways of doing work; 
and establish, as a result, a well conceived and executed 
program in all the various jobs which are assigned to 
the department. 

The Department is operated by Mr. Richard 
Brown, foreman, who is capable of both operating and 
repairing all of the equipment in the department, as 
well as programming the daily activities of the men. 
The Foreman is directly responsible to the Manager 
and reports to him morning, noon and night of each 
day to discuss the proposed activities for the day. 

The accounts have been regrouped this year to 
establish a system that reflects more precisely the pur- 
pose for which the money is being spent. We have 
written job specifications for all the Public Works De- 
partment employees in 1957, set up cost accounting on 
heavy equipment, and established a work performance 
schedule that permits us to know exactly where each 
man is working on a daily basis which is totaled by 
weeks for the payroll. 


SUMMER MAINTENANCE 


The department has fourteen full-time and three 
part-time employees and it provides for the services 
listed below: 

(a) Haul and apply an average of 250 tons of 
asphalt patch on 18 miles of road and 51,500 feet of 
sidewalk. 

(b) Mow the shoulders of all rural roads and 
cut and remove the grass, later the leaves, from the 
parking lots across from the Episcopal Church, Brown 
Memorial Park, Conway Boulder Lot, Public Library, 
Civil War Lot and repair sods (along streets) that have 
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been turned over by winter plowing. Erect new traf- 
fic signs and straighten old ones, ete. 

(c) Replace and install new culverts on Town 
roads and ditching to remove drainage and cut down 
dangerous trees and brush. 

(d) Tar an average of 50,000 sq. yards of Town 
roads, streets, and parking lots, using 20,000 gallons of 
asphalt per year and 70,000 sq. yards of screened tar 
cover. 

(e) Maintain and care for three public beaches 
and grounds. 

(f) Maintain road, parking lot and trotting park 
at Snow Bowl and hauling rubbish for Library. 

(g) Co-operated with the School Department 
and upon occasion, haul ashes, garbage, move pianos, 
desks, tables, safes, grade and roll ball park, put up 
snow fence for baseball, etc. 

(h) Cut and deliver wood to Town poor and 
charge Poor Account. 

(1) Haul fill and grade at cemetery. 

(j) Haul gravel and grade all dirt roads. 

(k) Maintain and mow bog area, road, lights, 
etc. 

(1) Screen tar cover and ice sand at pit. 

(m) Roll the public greens and Library lot. 

(n) Assist contractors as part of a bid agree- 
ment such as hauling tree stumps and sections, pre- 
paring sidewalks for tar application, plumbing, etc. 

(o) Put up flower pots, deliver Town Reports, 


clean dam on river, ditch and clear water channels, 
haul rubbish, etc. 


(p) Perform equipment maintenance on all 
equipment.

WINTER MAINTENANCE 


The difference between the summer and winter 
activities is the reason for the two separate accounts 
and the expense in each is about the same magnitude. 
We have experienced a light winter over the budget 
period of 1957 and as a result saved $1,500.00 that 
normally would have been spent on the hire of extra 
men and equipment and overtime for the regular crew. 


The crew repairs and paints equipment, hauls rub- 
gish, cuts lumber, plows snow, assembles and disas- 
sembles snow plowing gear before and after storms, 
salts and sands all roads, patch pot holes, put up 
Christmas trees and baskets on poles, loads and hauls 
snow and special projects arranged by the foreman. 

The projects planned for spare time are as fol- 
lows: repair and maintenance in the Opera House 
building; build a new float for the public landing; 
build swings and teeters for beaches and repair beach 
equipment. 

The snow removal by contract does not take into 
consideration the amount of snow fall. We wrote a new 
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contract this year which was awarded by the bid sys- 
tem and was an increase of $12.00 per mile for 27 miles 
and is reflected in an increase cost in the account. 


GENERAL EXPENSE PUBLIC WORKS 


The account pays for building utilities, repairs, en- 
gineering supplies such as stakes, lines, crayons, line 
levels, and profile paper as well as labor for determin- 
ing boundaries, street surveys, and maps of proposed 
road construction and reconstruction. 


We have transferred $5,000.00 of the expense 
from this account to equipment operation and main- 
tenance in the summer maintenance category. The 
expense was high in 1957 because we replaced the 
entire frame of the G. M. C. truck when we discovered 
the frame had split. The cause of the split could 
have been from the heavy snowplow gear which has 
a tendency to bow the frame under stress. 


The garage which houses all the equipment, 
needs constant repair to keep it from falling apart. 
We expect to work on the storage sheds located in 
back of the high school this year.” The doors and roof 
are in very poor shape and we will lose the use of 
the building if repairs are not made soon. 


This account buys all the mechanic’s and carpen- 
ter’s tools for the building as well as hand tools that 
are needed to use on the job, first aid equipment, tools 
for kits for the trucks and special hand tools, gauges 
and equipment. 


SHADE TREES 


Financial value of elms and other shade trees far 
exceed the realization of most people. Real Estate 
values and attractiveness of towns to new residents are 
definitely increased by their presence. Expenditures 
now to protect and keep shade trees healthy is good 
business. To remove dead trees is expensive and 
leaves no benefits. 


There is normally no practical control measure 
after an elm is affected with dutch elm disease. It is 
based instead on prevention of infections by two spe- 
cies of elm bark beetles which spread the fungus by 
feeding and breeding in the bark of elms. 
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Sanitation measures for control include prompt 
removal and destruction of dying, broken and diseased 
trees in the control areas. The objective should be to 
have an area free of beetle-breeding material before 
the disease reaches a town. Feeding or spraying of 
trees is very desirable. When entire trees are removed 
they should be cut close to the ground. Under no cir- 
cumstances should any unbarked elm be left lying 
around especially within control areas. Sanitation work 
in Camden is done thoroughly and systematically on 
different sections of town each year. 


Control areas and prevention of infections are 
limited to elms of high importance because sanitation 
measures have to be on a continuing basis. Two ma- 
jor activities of the adult bark beetles are the basis of 
the control area plan. These are: 


1. Feeding by infected beetles on healthy elm 
twigs and bark causes Dutch Elm disease infections 
and usually occurs with 500 feet of their breeding 
places in dying elm material. The 500 ft. buffer zone 
recommended around the area to be protected can be 
accomplished only by private landowner participation 
on private land. 

2. After the feeding period, the beetles seek 
breeding places in dying or recently dead elm material 
and can fly for considerable distances in doing this. 
Contaminated beetles, when breeding, can infect week- 
ened and dying elms with the disease in new areas as 
far as two miles. Their offsprings will also be con- 
taminated with the Dutch Elm Disease and, when they 
feed on healthy elms, cause new infections. 

Delineation of control areas and control measures 
is a function of municipalities, and the council, through 
the interest of the Garden Club, has recommended the 
appointment of a shade tree warden to guard all shade 
trees in Camden. 


PUBLIC LANDING 


This account includes the repairs to the parking 
lot and the cabin, settees, board walk, fisherman’s 
hoist, lights, floats, ramps, signs, piers and lawns. Al- 
so it pays for the labor of emptying the barrels weekly 
in the summer and less frequently in the winter, haul- 
ing the pontoon float and ramps and painting each 
year. 
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Money was set aside in 1957 to construct a float 
but other more pressing projects kept the Public Works 
Department busy. We started January 6th to draw 
plans and hope to build the float this winter. 


The people of Camden are indeed fortunate to 
have a Garden Club that works dilligently for the bene- 
fit of the community. Through their effort we now 
have a public landing area which has been completely 
renovated and thousands of visitors each year bene- 
fit by this civic project. 


SIDEWALKS 


This account, which usually is done by the crew in 
their spare time during the summer, was contracted 
because we could see that the necessary work was not 
going to be accomplished. The account was overdrawn 
because the repairs to the walk on Bay View, Main and 
Chestnut Streets were greater than anticipated and 
once the sidewalk was torn up, we completed the job. 


The schedule of construction which was estab- 
lished last year has not been completed, however, the 
money in this account should be allocated, for the 
most part, for reconstruction of the walk on Washing- 
ton Street for 1958 in conjunction with the completion 
of the State Aid matching fund project. 

In 1957 we constructed or reconstructed the fol- 
lowing sidewalks:

The department also hauled and placed 147 feet of 
granite curbing whcih was paid for in part by a gen- 
erous contribution from the Camden Nation Bank. 


SEWER AND CATCH BASIN MAINTENANCE 


The account pays for the service of cleaning out 
all catch basins in the fall and spring of the year. Al- 
so, it pays for clearing clogged sewer lines and repairs 
to lines and damaged basins and covers. We flush sani- 
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tary sewers that have signs of troubles and inspect 
outfalls for winter damage. If excessive odors are 
found, chemicals are added which kill the bacteria. The 
account is not large enough to be able to apply to one- 
quarter of the expense so the cost is deducted from 
one of the Public Works maintenance accounts as a cost 
of street drainage. During rain storms which occur 
day or night, a crew is alerted and if conditions war- 
rant, all catch basins are checked to protect public 
property and permit the drains to carry off water ac- 
cording to their capacity. 


STATE AID CONSTRUCTION 


The details of this account would be difficult to 
describe and be understood in a short space so we shall 
not discuss the mechanics of it. We had a very success- 
ful construction program on Washington Street in 1957 
with no major delays except one interruption to haul 
gravel and apply tar while the weather was hot and 
the ground dry. The program as planned was to do 
both the above jobs at the same time but heavy rental 
equipment was not available when it was needed. 
Therefore, we did not complete the specifications as 
provided by the State. Before we are permitted to 
start another program on another road, we are obliged 
to complete Washington Street. The project remaining 
is to build a six foot wide shoulder on the south side of 
the road the distance which has been resurfaced, pro- 
vide a skimmer ditch, and rebuild the sidewalk to 
match the level of the shoulder. The sidewalk expense 
unfortunately must be born by the Town because the 
fund is limited to the construction of roads, shoulders 
and drainage. In round figures, for every $6,400.00 the 
Town provides, the State will match with $9,000.00 to 
improve the road system in Camden on State accepted 
roads. We should again raise the $6,396.00 this year 
for State Aid Construction. 


SEWER CONSTRUCTION 

This account should be called Sanitary and Storm 
Sewer Construction and used for both purposes the 
same as the Maintenance Account. At present there is 
a lag on the part of property owners to petition for 
improved waste disposals. We constructed a sewer on 
Thomas Street this year as a result of a petition that 
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had twenty names on it and favorable vote by the 
Town. 


In our preliminary survey to check the depth of 
the cellars on the street, we found very few cellars 
and no one planned to enter the sewer at all in 1957 
with two possibilities in 1958. 

We have many areas that have serious surface 
water drainage problems that could be financed a little 
each year from this account. We have recommended 
permission be granted to construct also storm sewers 
from this account. 


PUBLIC BEACH 


This account pays for the services, at Laite Me- 
morial Beach, of a caretaker for twlve weeks, who is 
hired to keep law and order, clean the rest rooms, mow 
the lawn, rake the beach and pick up the grounds. 

The Public Works Department in season, stores, 
paints and repairs the picnic furniture, empties rub- 
bish cans, cuts and hauls fireplace wood, repairs the 
beach roads and buildings, erects and stores the signs, 
maintains the float and mooring; and removes the 
leaves in the fall for three public beaches. 


If time and weather permits, we would like to 
construct a swing and teeters this winter to place in 
the Laite Park, otherwise, the next project would be to 
remove the stone stairway and improve the lower road. 


VILLAGE GREEN 


Money has not, in the past, been raised to main- 
tain the Village Green, Brown’s Memorial Park, Con- 
way Boulder Lot, Public Landing grounds, Civil War 
Lot and the shoulder on the parking lot off Chestnut 
Street. The work has been financed out of the Public 
Works summer maintenance account. We have set up 
a figure this year which would cover part of the cost 
of this service. The Curtis Hardware Company, each 
year, supplies most of the fertilizer, feed and lawn 
seed for the Village Green at no cost to the Town for 
which we are grateful. 


PUBLIC WORKS EQUIPMENT REVOLVING FUND 


The purpose of this account is to establish a pic- 
ture of the expense of maintaining Public Works equip- 
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ment in relationship to the use of that equipment and 
to build up a reserve fund through that use for equip- 
ment replacements. Each category under the Public 
Works Department, as well as State Aid construction, 
is charged with the use of the equipment and the 
Revolving Fund is in turn credited. In order to show 
plainly the value of Town ownership through use and 
the cost of each piece of heavy equipment, the account 
is highly worth the necessary record keeping. 

Cost accounting on each piece of equipment should 
be maintained which will result also in an accurate 
schedule of needed replacements. We have no way to 
predetermine the necessary repairs and their related 
cost but we have established a budget for the account 
which is realistic in relationship to past cost. 

Initially, we establish the fund by raising money 
and it will replace the new equipment account. If all 
the equipment were new, money raising would not be 
necessary either now or at a later date because the 
fund, as the equipment earned money, would grow 
through the years and provide its own replacement cost 
on a perpetual basis. This system excludes of course, 
any major new additions into the original total fleet 
of equipment. The Equipment Revolving Fund rep- 
resents the best method of equipment planning known 
to date and will be a profitable system for Camden. 


Notice to Taxpayers 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by 
posting notifications in some public place in the town 
or notify them in such other way as the town at its 
annual meeting directs, to make and bring into them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April 
of the same year. If any resident owner after such no- 
tice does not bring in such list, he is hereby barred of 
his right to make application to the assessors or the 
county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and satis- 
fies them that he was unable to offer it at the time ap- 
pointed.

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Camden Community Hospital 


This has been a year of planning for the future. 


Last year the Board of Directors reported the pur- 
chase of land on Elm Street. They are now having 
plans drawn for the proposed new building. These 
plans call for a modern fire-proof 26 bed hospital. 
They hope to have these plans completed late this 
Spring and start fund-raising at that time, as reported 
by Mrs. Mary V. Pitman, President, Board of 
Directors. 

The directors are grateful to the Hospital Auxili- 
ary, the Hospital Club and the entire community for 
their interest in the welfare and progress of the hos- 
pital, and know that before too long the new Camden 
Community Hospital will be a reality. 


The figures below are for six months. It is anti- 
cipated that they will be twice the amount by June 30 
which is the end of the Hospital year.

The old 78 RPM records were discontinued and 
put on sale at a low price. The sum realized was used 
for new records and an increasing number of music 
lovers are enjoying them. 


The event which in various ways affected the 
whole town also left its mark at the library. This 
was, of course, the filming of “‘Peyton Place’. Due 
to the section of street in front of the library being 
closed several times and also, perhaps because many 
were occupied as extras or onlookers, the circulation 
for the month of June was reduced considerably. How- 
ever, there is a permanent reminder of the occasion as 
the leather bound script of the movie is displayed in a 
glass case. This was given to the town by producer 
Jerry Wald and auctioned off at the world premiere on 
December 11. Mr. George Pew was high bidder and 
afterward presented it to your library. 


You who patronize the library regularly can also 
appreciate the fine new sidewalk laid in front of the 
building the past summer.

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Mountain View Cemetery 


This cemetery is Camden’s oldest and largest 
which was established in 1806. Many people visit the 
grounds each year to study the history of the area 
from the many and varied inscriptions on the monu- 
ments. 


During the past year the Trustees report that 
the fence on the Mountain Street frontage was com- 
pleted. This was made possible by a donation of

top soil this coming year. Several hours of work were 
necessary on the Chapel, painting and replacing de- 
cayed wood. There is still additional work necessary 
to maintain the Chapel in proper condition. 


It is the hope of the Trustees that permanent im- 
provements can continue to be made and the grounds 
be kept attractive, in spite of the fact that there are 
still many neglected lots. 


All holders of lots that are not cared for are 
urged to place them under Perpetual Care. This will 
help to keep the Cemetery grounds neat and attractive.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Camden: 


The greatest gain toward a better school program 
during the past year has been the addition to the 
high school. 


It has made available, improvements in adminis- 
tration and supervision; and will furnish the basis 
for better programs in many of the departments of the 
school. The new band room enables us to work with 
more students in music. More space for our commer- 
cial department provides opportunities to expand our 
facilities in this field, to give a better program for 
the people who go directly to work after high school. 
The improved shop area presents opportunities yet 
to be developed to their fullest extent. The new labora- 
tory gives us an opportunity for providing experi- 
mental work in all the fields of our science program: 
general science, biology, and the advanced natuaral 
sciences. 


To the people in the community who have given 
of their time and effort to make this possible, we give 
out thanks. 


Legislation: Asa result of the Jacobs Educational 
Study and the passage of the Sinclair Bill, the 94th 
Legislature of the State of Maine has made such a 
significant contribution to education in Maine that the 
school people of the State and others believe it to be 
the Educational Pattern which our State will follow 
for years to come. 


Recognizing that the most difficult problem in 
the field of education is the needed finances, the towns 
are urged to pool their resources by the formation of 
“Administrative Districts” composed of two or more 
towns, measured by a minimum secondary school popu- 
lation of 300 pupils in grades 9 to 12. 


As an incentive to the organization of these dis- 
tricts, the state will pay a premium of ten per cent on 
the subsidy which the combined individual towns would 
receive. 
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More important than the aid to the operational 
program is assistance in the support of schoolhouse 
construction, the state agreeing to assist the admin- 
istrative district in the same proportion as they would 
in operating the school program. 


What this will mean to the individual community 
can be measured only after individual studies have 
been made with adjoining towns. Many of you will 
be asked to assist in making such a study, evaluating 
the finding, and recommending to your community 
what is best for it to follow. We solicit your help. 


Accreditation: In 1960 the State Department of 
Education will publish the first list of Accredited sec- 
ondary schools in Maine. This will mark the beginning 
of the new dual system of evaluation of our secondary 
schools. All secondary schools will be listed as approved 
or accredited as soon as they meet the requirements. 
Approval has less stringent requirements and is com- 
pulsory for attendance, tuition, and subsidy purposes. 
An approved school is one that meets the minimum 
requirements for a secondary school program. 


An accredited school, as stated in the State De- 
partment of Education publication Accreditation and 
Approval of Maine Secondary Schools, is one that “will 
have a philosophy based on the educational needs of 
the students it is serving, an adequate staff of under- 
standing teachers and able administrators, a building 
adapted to a carefully planned comprehensive pEoeretD 
and an effective guidance service.’ 


While Camden High School meets all of the re- 
quirements for approval by the Maine State Depart- 
ment of Education, like so many of the secondary 
schools of the State it is not recognized as being ac- 
credited. To achieve such recognition, a team of edu- 
cators and a member of the State Department of 
Education will visit the school in April to determine 
those areas in which the school now meets the stand- 
ards for accreditation, and to point out those areas in 
which the school may fall short. It is expected that 
minor charges may be necessary before full accredita- 
tion will be granted. 


It is exnected that the completion of the addition 
to Camden High Schoo! has placed us in a satisfactory 
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position in terms of physical plant; however, minor 
alterations may still be necessary in the locker room 
of the gymnasium. Then, too, definite steps should be 
made to set up a School Library before we will have 
met all of the physical requirements for accreditation. 


As to curriculum requirements, the school, at 
the present time, seems to be in a fairly satisfactory 
position. Our graduates compete satisfactorily with 
those of other secondary schools in the State. 


We have our proportion of students who fail, for 
one reason or another, to recognize the value of four 
(4) years of secondary study. It is the responsibility 
of the school to determine that these terminal stu- 
dents receive advanced courses in such fundamental 
processes as grammar, arithmetic, government, etc., 
before they leave. At the present time, seventeen (17) 
points, or Carnegie Units, are required for graduation. 
Four (4) of these points must be in English; one (1) 
in American History; and one (1) in Physical Educa- 
tion. In the future, however, to ascertain that our 
people have acquired a fairly broad cultural back- 
ground, of the seventeen (17) units required for grad- 
uation, four (4) must be in English; three (3) in Social 
Studies: two (2) in Science; two (2) in Mathematics; 
and one (1) in Physical Education. 


Guidance: 


A part time director of guidance has been added 
to our staff. In addition to the teaching schedule, his 
work consists of assisting students in meeting their 
every day problems in the school, as well as aiding 
them to make decisions concerning their future. 


While many people think of guidance in the sense 
of vocational guidance, by far, its most important con- 
tribution is in helping pupils to get the most from 
the school program. 


One of the tools of guidance is the Standardized 
Test. Testing begins early in the school program. 
Throughout the first six grades, Diagnostic Reading 
Tests are given at each step of the development in our 
reading program. The results are used in determining 
the teaching that is necessary before undertaking 
the next step. 
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Annual Achievement Tests are given in all grades 
beginning in grade two. 


Intelligence Tests are given during grades three- 
six and eight. Another is given to high school seniors. 
Before the pupils enter high school it is planned to ad- 
minister an Aptitude Test. 


At the high school level—Reading and Mathe- 
matics Tests will be given early in the year to deter- 
mine the individual’s knowledge of basic skills, speed 
and comprehension level. 


For more effective guidance, Interest Inventories 
will be given to assist the pupils in gaining an under- 
standing of himself, and to assist him in making de- 
cisions relative to his future study. 


Standardized Achievement Tests will be admin- 
istered through the first three years of our secondary 
school, to give us an opportunity to compare our 
achievements with National Norms and spot serious 
problems among the pupils. 


A full paper should be written on our testing ac- 
tivities. It is hoped that this brief statement will 
give you a suggestion of what is taking place.

THE SCHOOL BUDGET 


The following budget has been prepared to con- 
tinue the services of the Camden Public Schools car- 
ried on during the past calendar year, with the excep- 
tion of Adult Education which has been added in an 
attempt to serve in a small measure the out of school 
segment of our population. For this account an appro- 
priation of $100 is being requested. 
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Estimated expenditures have increased from 
$201,695 to an estimated $234,079, a total of $32,384. 
An appropriation of $146,752 was granted in 1957. The 
estimated need for 1958 is $180,303, an increase of 
$33,548. 


The increases may be accounted for under the 
following items: 


1. Instruction 


Three new teaching positions were added in Sep- 
tember, 1957, and must be carried for a full year in 
this budget. 


Salary increments approved for a third of the year 
are being carried for all of 1958. 


Salary increments to meet the requirements of the 
state minimum salary law are also included. 


2. Building Operation 

The new addition to the high school was occupied 
in September 1957. Operation for a full year in 1958 
is reflected in the larger requests for general building 
expenses. One full time janitor’s position was created 
to maintain the new addition. 


3. Miscellaneous Accounts 


A realistic approach has been made to the repair 
and equipment accounts by the Superintending School 
Committee. 


Repairs: Recognizing that the maintenance of 
our buildings is a perpetual job a fund of 1% of the 
insurable value of the buildings has been requested to 
be used in planning a long range repair program. It 
is proposed that this year we complete the work in 
making the roofs tight and take care of the needed 
outside painting before beginning a program of repair 
on the interiors of the buildings. Some attention 
should be given the play areas of the elementary 
schools. 


Equipment: Our equipment used in the schools 
has a value in excess of $70,000. An annual appropria- 
tion of 6% of this amount would permit depreciation 
of this over a period of 17 years. It is true that some 
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would last longer than this time. However no attempt 
is made to provide for improvement of our equipment 
or for allowing for some which is already obsolete. 


Insurance: Once in every five years it is necessary 
to re-evaluate the fire insurance carried by the com- 
munity on its real property. During the past year a re- 
evaluation has been made resulting in the increased 
expendiutres recommended in the budget.

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Annual Report Of School Nurse 


The accelerated educational program brings to fo- 
cus the necessity for more emphasis on a good school 
health program. Preventative health care will become 
increasingly important. 


An educated adult knows how to conserve his 
health, where to find skilled professional assistance 
when needed. The school health program teaches the 
child to become aware of his health needs and teaches 
him to become an adult able to attend to these needs. 


Asa part of this program, Harry G. Tounge, M. D., 
Health Officer of the Town of Camden, annually offers 
immunization for the prevention of smallpox, diph- 
theria, whooping cough and tetanus. He has added the 
Salk vaccine inoculations for the prevention of polio- 
myelitis and the flu vaccine was offered to the school 
personnel in the fall. Twenty-six received this pro- 
tection. 

There have been several Salk vaccine clinics off- 
ered as the vaccine was made available, 33 of the high 
school students and 12 of the school personnel receiv- 
ing the inoculatoins in the fall and 225 of the students 
receiving the inoculations when offered in January. We 
will have clinics in February, June and September to 
complete this series. In March the clinics for the pre- 
vention of smallpox, diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus will be offered. A community needs to con- 
tinue the immunization programs. 


Health examinations were given to 383 students 
by our School Physicians, Donald B. Hawkins, M. D. 
and Richard K. Jennings. All the members of the 
athletic teams were examined. These physicians be- 
lieve that a good examination given to students in se- 
lected grades is more worthwhile than a mere inspec- 
tion of all the students. The physcians found 107 with 
correctable health needs. Some of these health needs 
are corrected, some have clinic appointments, some are 
receiving treatments. 


Kenneth Green, O. D. School Optometrist, has 
examined the vision of the students in the 1st, 3rd, 5th, 
and 7th grades and all students in the high school. 


49 


The classroom teacher examined the vision of the 
students in grades 2, 4, 6 and 8. Dr. Green gave a fol- 
low-up examination to all students failing to pass the 
vision test given by the classroom teacher. There were 
notices sent to the parents of 107 students failing the 
vision test. Thirty-three students have obtained new 
glasses, others have appointments with an opthalmalo- 
gist. 


Walter P. Strang, D. D.S., our School Dentist ex- 
amined 675 students and found 452 in need of dental 
care. Much could be done to help these children avoid 
this condition. 


The use of the pure-tone audiometer for hearing 
tests 1s proving to be of much help. The hearing tests 
are not completed, 231 have been tested, and all the 
students will have their hearing tested. 


There are 37 of our children attending the state 
clinics. These clinics are usually held for children with 
long term conditions, ie, T. B. x-ray clinics, Crippled 
Children, Cardiac, Hearing and Eye clinics. 


Thirty-one home visits have been made to follow- 
up health needs. 


I should like to take this opportunity to thank 
the physicians, the staff of the Camden Community 
Hospital, the school personnel, the parents and all 
others for their kindness and co-operation.

In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1954, as amended, an audit has been conducted of the financial 
records of the Town of Camden for the fiscal year ended December 
Bay yp 


The examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards that pertain to governmental accounting and 
was conducted by Auditor R. G. Redman of the State Department of 
Audit. The audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year, and included all procedures which were con- 
sidered necessary in the circumstances. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial transactions of the Town were appropriately handled, 
with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying com- 
ments. Recommendations are offered which are believed worthy 
of consideration. 


The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in this report, 
present the results of the Town’s financial operations for the period 
indicated.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF CAMDEN 
January 2, 1957 to December 31, 1957 


An audit of the financial records maintained by various offi- 
cers of the Town of Camden has been completed for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1957. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are in- 
corporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds ex- 
ceeded expenditures by $2,610.32, per the following summary: 


Departmenal Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $10,246.27 
Overdrafts 7,635.95 
Net Unexpended Balances $ 2,610.82 


The overlay, supplemental taxes, and unexpended balances in 
the general government and town poor accounts were the princi- 
pal factors contributing to the excess of available funds over ex- 
penditures. Overdrafts were reflected principally in the protection, 
highway, old age assistance and opera house accounts. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $57,546.81 was reconciled with statements 
furnished by the Knox County Trust Company of Camden, Maine, 
and the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine, and petty cash 
on hand. 

Other assets were reviewed and verifications utilized to deter- 
mine their correctness at the year end. Unpaid accounts were 
reconciled with the balances shown on the records. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 


The deferred revenue of $2,708.16 represents 1958 excise tax 
receipts of $2,555.16 and prepaid 1958 taxes of $153.00. The ex- 
cise tax receipts are deferred pending allocation by the towns- 
people. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpended balance of 
$44,015.08 at the year end (Exhibit D), representing various oper- 
ating account balances and overdrafts that are carried forward to 
the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements and/or 
customary practice. 


The amount of $1,000.00 shown as due the sinking fund repre- 
sents an appropriation made at the annual town meeting to estab- 
lish a fund for the payment and redemption of the High School Ad- 
dition bonds. In accordance with the vote of the townspeople, this 
fund should be invested as required by statute. 
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The unappropriated surplus amounted to $26,593.45, an in- 
crease of $1,514.20 as compared with the surplus at the start of the 
year. Adjustments of $1,402.23 affecting prior year transactions, 
however, are included in this increase. Current operations resulted 
in an increase of $111.97, which was occasioned principally by the 
excess of available funds over expenditures, less an authorized ap- 
propropriation for new equipment. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the statement of financial 
condition as a separate fund, reflects outstanding school construc- 
tion bonds of $314,000.00, and a fire equipment note of $7,854.00. 
The bonds and note are to be retired from future years’ revenue 
and sinking fund investments. 


TRUST FUNDS 
The total amount of trust fund principals was $208,008.42 
and unexpected income amounted to $9,670.34 at the year end. 
New trust funds received during the year totaled $4,269.00. In- 
cluding the amount of $4,490.29 due from the general fund, the 
prinicpals and income of the funds were invested as follows:

Other Bonds 4,304.96 
Stocks 89,561.30 
Time Deposits 5,671.97 
Demand Deposits 1,550.24 
Due from General Fund 4,490.29 
Total $217,678.76 


MOUNTAIN VIEW CEMETERY 


The records maintained by the Trustees of the Mountain View 
Cemetery were reviewed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1957. Receipts for the year amounted to $13,125.40 which were 
derived for the most part from income on investment and collec- 
tions in connection with the opening of graves and lot maintenance. 
Expenditures totaling $8,783.83 for the same period were prin- 
cipally for general maintenance, bonded lots and miscellaneous 
designated charges. 


The cash balance of $4,764.07 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine (Ex- 
hibit F). 


It is suggested that all expenditures be approved by a majority 
of the Board of Trustees before payment is made by the treasurer. 


SPECIAL FUND 


The transactions affecting the special school construction fund 
were examined. It was determined that monies available for ex- 
penditures amounted to $181,066.19, of which $178,515.50 was ex- 
pended during the year. The major expenditures were for con- 
struction and the purchase of furniture and equipment. The fund 
balance of $2,550.69 at December 31, 1957 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the Boston Safe Deposit and Trust Com- 
pan, Boston, Massachusetts. 
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DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


A review of departmental operating accounts revealed an in- 
crease of $34,780.53 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with 
the preceding year. Increases in highway, education, and debt and 
interest appropriations less a decrease in the overlay account were 
the principal factors contributing to the change. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year decreased by $10,313.48, as compared with balances at the 
start of the year. The decrease was reflected principally in the 
highway and educational accounts. 


GENERAL 


The review of the town clerk’s records pertaining to munici- 
pal finances revealed that the townspeople authorized the use of 
excise taxes for summer and winter maintenance accounts. An 
appropriation from surplus for new equipment also was authorized 
by the voters. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and 
other matters of financial concern. 


Ananalysis was made of the treasurer’s receipts and deposits 
as well as expenditures and bank charges. Vouchers and can- 
celed checks supporting expenditures were checked for a selected 
period. External verifications were used, on a test basis, to deter- 
mine the correctness of asset and liability accounts. Excise tax 
collections were verified with copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. Insurance and bond coverage was reviewed. 


Trust and special fund transactions were reviewed. The sav- 
ings accounts and investments were verified by direct contact with 
the depository or by physical count. 


The recrods maintained by the Superintendent of Schools 
were not examined, however, his report of receipts, disbursements 
and closing balances was on file and reconciled with the records of 
the town. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the munici- 
pality were reviewed to determine that related financial transac- 
tions had been properly administered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to 
the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed to 
the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


In our opinion, the accompanying statement of financial con- 
dition and supporting information present fairly the financial po- 
sition of the town at December 31, 1957, and the results of its oper- 
ations for the year then ended.

In the Fullness of Time 


The Declaration of Independence contains the essence of our 
democratic faith. In writing this famous document, Thomas 
Jefferson has given us the best short statement of the meaning 
of democracy ever written. It set a standard maximum for 
a free society, which would be familiar to all and revered by 
all; constantly looked to, constantly labored fsr, and even 
though never perfectly attained, constantly approximated, and 
thereby constantly spreading and deepening its influence and 
augmenting the happiness and value of life to all people of all 
colors everywhere. 


The Declaration says that the rights of man are inalien- 
able. Every man and every body of men on earth, possesses 
the right of self-government. They reczive it with their being 
from the hand of nature. 


We cannot say in advance that any man is worthless; 
he must be given a chance in the competition of life. We 
cannot say in advance that any man’s ideas are worthless; they 
must be given a chance in “the market place for ideas.” The 
right to freedom is as much a part of man’s creation as is his 
equality. 


Government may not, from a moral point of view, take them 
away. The Declaration means that every citizen is entitled to 
vote, to participate in the decisions that influence his life. 


The Declaration of Independence does not provide us with 
any neat ready-made formulas for solving the problems that 
come to each generation. It is not even an instrument of gov- 
ernment, like the Constituticn. It is a statement of the 
basic principles on which our government is founded, and serves 
as a constant reminder to us not to allow those principles to be 
lost. Just how the ideals of 1776 should be put into action at any 
given time is a question the Declaration itself will not an- 
swer for us: for this answer w2 must depend on the political 
wisdom of our people and our elected representatives. It is they 
who must decide, in each generation, how these ideals can best 
be served by specific laws and actions. But one thing is certain: 
as long as the principles of the Declaration claim our love and 
respect, so along will our free and representative government 
endure and be a source of hope to those who seek human free- 
dom and who believe in the dignity and worth of every human 
being.

Letter of Transmittal 


February 15, 1959 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Camden, Maine 


This report is the thirty-fifth to be issued under 
the Selectmen-Manager form of government. 


We have experienced a very successful year in our 
municipal enterprise and by careful administration we 
were able to effect a savings in the form of money unex- 
pended in many operating accounts which will be available 
to use this year. 


The Annual Budget for 1959 has been presented to 
the Budget Committee in a comprehensive fifty-page re- 
port, with nine general divisions. This report is available 
to any citizen who desires a copy. 


Please understand that no member of the Budget 
Committee or Selectman can halt the continuously rising 
cost of living, or cost of services or cost of consumer pro- 
ducts. We will therefore experience an increase in our 
tax rate again this year in spite of their best efforts and 
the vigilance of this office. 


After very careful study, we are recommending an 
increase of $2,850.00 in the General Government division 
to primarily provide for more clerical assistance, a fair 
and reasonable assessment program, more fuel for the 
Opera House, and money to pay for a dry sprinkler sys- 
tem or zoning in the Opera House. 


We are recommending an increase of $2,950.00 in the 
Public Safety division, which is primarily for more ade- 
quate police protection and the replacement of worn out 
tires and hose for the Fire Department. 


The requirements recommended for Public Health 
will decrease by $250.00 from last year. 


The Public Welfare division has a recommended de- 
crease of $300.00 over 1958. This is made possible by 


studying each case separately and attempting to rehabili- 
tate relief cases and not just provide money continuously 
through the years. 


The figures for the 1959 School budget reflect an 
increase for Education, which is under the direction of the 
Superintending School Committee and Superintendent of 
Schools. Please turn to the School section for the Super- 
intendent’s letter of transmittal. 


The division of Public Works has a recommended 
total appropriation increase of $4,000.00 which represents 
more money for patching and surfacing the roads, more 
winter sand and salt, a realistic shade tree program and 
correcting surface water drainage problems. 


The Indebtedness division cost will decrease slightly. 


The remaining two divisions, Unclassified and Special 
Appropriations represent for the most part items over 
which the Selectmen do not exercise direct control and 
therefore prefer to leave to the discretion of the Budget 
Committee and the people without recommendations. 


I have outlined the nine general divisions of the past 
year’s activities of some of the operating accounts in this 
report and indicated the plans for the current year. 


Please advise me if you wish any part of this report 
explained. 


I again wish to thank the Selectmen for their council 
and all employees for their continued co-operation.

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General Government 


This division of municipal activities contains: The 
Administration Account, Maine State Retirement System 
and the Opera House. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The 1958 expenditures in the salary account were 
less than anticipated because the Auditor would not per- 
mit us to pay on a 53 week basis as planned. The account 
pays for the full time services of the Town Manager and 
Excise-Property Tax Collector, the part-time services of 
the five man Board of Assessors, Treasurer, Health Offi- 
cer, Milk Inspector and Harbor Master. The Town Man- 
ager, as provided by the Charter, is the “Administrative 
Head of the Town Government”—‘“and shall be responsi- 
ble to the Selectmen for the administration of all depart- 
ments of the Town.” The Charter further outlines in gen- 
eral his powers and duties as follows: 


To see that the laws and ordinances are enforced. 


b. To exercise control over all departments created 
herein, or that may hereafter be created, either 
by general law or ordinances. 


c. To make appointments and removals as provided 
herein. 


d. To fix the compensation of his appointees, and 
designate the times of payment subject to con- 
firmation by the selectmen. 


e. To act as purchasing agent for all departments of 
the town. 


f. To attend the meetings of the board of select- 
men, except when his removal is being consid- 
ered, and recommend for adoption such measures 
as he may deem expedient. 


g. To keep the selectmen fully advised as to the 
business, financial condition and future needs 
of the town. 
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h. To act as Superintendent of Roads. 
i. To act as Agent for the Overseers of the Poor. 


j. To perform such other duties as may be pre- 
scribed by the selectmen. 


The duties of employees in the Town Office who are 
paid from the Clerical account are manifold and include: 
keeping accurate account of all municipal transactions in 
the form of records, account for and distributing surplus 
Federal Foods, post to welfare records, send reports 
to state of distribution of Federal Foods, taking inventory 
and ordering supplies for the food closet, monthly make up, 
(on state supplied form) record of all welfare cases each 
month and send to state, make up the payroll and write 
all checks including schools, keep the distribution, general 
ledger and journal books, also a record of new perpetual 
care monies received each year and prepare funds for in- 
vestment, keep record of all securities owned by the town, 
make a trial balance monthly and prepare a financial 
statement for the board monthly, help to compute taxes, 
type up the tax book and tax bills, handle all vital sta- 
tistics and licenses as required by the State and many 
other both routine and seasonal duties. 


The past two years of the administrative account has 
resulted in a balance of funds unexpended. The balance in 
this account and many other departmental accounts indi- 
cates the present policy of the Board of Selectmen to 
spend only when necessary to perform, in a reasonable 
manner, the services and functions of your government. 
The account called Miscellaneous Contingencies pays for 
all the remaining necessary expense of operating the 
administrative functions of Camden. 


The office rent account was set up to reflect the 
cost of maintaining the present office space and the 
money is normally posted to the Opera House account. 
During 1958, we were not alocated sufficient money to 
make this transfer. We have budgeted the usual amount 
for 1959. |

Our Town Clerk, Mrs. Evelyn M. Tewksbury has this 
year retired after many years of faithful service to the 
citizens of Camden. The Board of Selectmen wish to ack- 
nowledge her past help and guidance in the conduct of our 
Town Meetings and we all wish her much happiness in her 
retirement. 
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Town Clerk’s Report 


The Town Clerk’s records show the following: 


There were 59 births to Camden residents and 55 
deaths. From the deceased list 27 were over 80 years old 
and 6 were over 90. There were 56 marriages recorded 
in 1958 which is an increase of 18 from the previous year. 


The Town Clerk issued a total number of 1,423 hunt- 
ing and fishing licenses which shows an increase of 88 
resident hunting licenses but a decrease of 47 in the resi- 
dent combination license. There were 121 deer tagged 
at Dougherty’s Store. 


The census of year around Camden residents remains 
at about 3,820. 


ASSESSMENT 


In regards to the assessment expense, I am con- 
vinced that the only way to have fair and equal taxation 
within a community is to have an appraisal program based 
on facts and carried on through an entire year not just for 
one month. 


We must have the following three step program: 


1. The finding, by any means possible, of property 
not previously assessed. We find about 
$100,000.00 worth of property every year in the 
form of new buildings, building additions, per- 
sonal property not picked up before, etc. This 
work has a direct reflection on your tax bill each 
year in the form of a lower mill rate. 


The use of canvassers who call at each house to 
record facts on the increase of personal property 
or transfers of property. (Less than 14, of 1% 
submit a list to the assessors.) This inventory 
is no good unless used, and therefore the list is 
submitted to the Assessors so that they may add 
values to the inventory. The list and values are 
then transferred onto personal property cards 
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and from this record they are copied into the 
grand list which is called the Valuation of Com- 
mitment Book. 


2. _The second step is the actual reviewing of pro- 
perty that has been improved and measuring the 
size and shape and the.classifying. of. property 
after it has been discovered. We use an: ap- 
praiser who is very well qualified to do this work 
for us on a part-time basis. The Assessors, are 
the Board of Selectmen who declare the values 
but they are not paid to do the field work. 


3. The third step in our assessment program is 
record keeping of a highly technical nature. The 
appraiser drew all our tax maps in Camden and 
is scheduled to revise the tax maps which are 18 

~ years behind present ownership. This befuddled 
mess is blamed on the Board of Assessors when an 
irate taxpayer comes in to complain about boun- 
daries and land owners, etc. The deed abstracts 
are five years behind in our deed file. This im- 
portant step of record-keeping should not be 
overlooked in the budget. It actually costs you, 
taxpayer, thousands of dollars each year to pro- 
duce the tax bills but it would cost many more 
. thousands, of. dollars. to ignore. the assessment 
program because you would lose taxable property 
that would mean directly a further increase in 

your tax bill and more inequality. 

OPERA HOUSE 

There was a considerable increase in the fuel bill dur- 
ing 1958 due, in part, to the weather and partly due to the 
type of sprinkler system which was installed in 1952. The 
wet type sprinkler system makes it necessary to drive 
heat continuously into the attic space and auditorium of 
the Opera House so that the water in the system will not 
freeze. I would strongly recommend that we convert the 
wet to a dry sprinkler system or zone the building and 
therefore we could lower the temperature in that portion 
of the building and save thousands of dollars through the 
years to come. | 


During 1958 we Hee a the ' ihatnanod of the 
heating plant which: is open for your inspection. We 
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renovated two areas in the building and started collecting 
rent to off-set the expense. Also we replaced a two inch 
water pipe that developed a leak in the partition. During 
1959 we plan to change the sprinkler system or zone at 
an estimated expense of $1,400.00 excluding wiring. The 
roof needs snow guards replaced, and the gutters are be- 
yond further repair. 


Public Safety 


“This division of municipal activities contains: The 
Fire Department, Police Department, Civil Defense, Hy- 
drant Rentals, Street Lighting and Insurance. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Salary account pays for the services of a main- 
tenance man to keep the equipment in repair. The Select- 
men presently employ the Fire Chief in that capacity as 
well as a dispatcher to extend the coverage on the fire 
telephone. 


The money is raised in the Firemen’s payroll ac- 
count to pay for the part time services of the Officers of 
the Atlantic Engine Company, such as Fire Chief, 1st 
and 2nd Assistant Chiefs, Treasurer and Steward. Also 
it pays for drills and meetings of call-firemen at the rate 
of $1.00 per hour and for men reporting to fire calls at 
the rate of $1.25 per hour. 


The Selectmen have instructed the Wanioer to see 
that a division is made of this account to reflect the fol- 
lowing: 


1. Monthly cost per fire to include a breakdown 
of the number of men reporting, miles traveled, names of 
reporting firemen, time of fire, cause of fire, and related 
fire report activities, 


2. Monthly cost of each fire drill and each meeting 
with a breakdown of individual call-men in attendance. 


3. Monthly cost of operating the ambulance service 
from the Firemen’s Payroll account with a breakdown 
of station coverage and pay per man. 
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This report is routine for all fire departments in the 
State and will be submitted to the Selectmen at the end 
of each month. 


The expenses in the Equipment Maintenance account 
were properly held to a minimum during 1958. We plan 
to purchase nine new tires this year to replace dangerously 
old tires now in use, as well as the routine equipment 
maintenance program. 


During 1959 we plan also to purchase 800 feet of 
hose to replace worn out hose which was lost this past 
year due to its inability to withstand the proper water 
pressure. The Selectmen have added $275.00 to the Fire 
Department Budget with such money to be held in reserve 
to establish a yearly reserve fund to replace our present 
aging hose over a long period of time to prevent heavy 
cost in any one year.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


This brings to a close another year for the Camden 
Fire Department. Our total fire loss this year was much 
larger than in 1957. The Ship Yard Office and the Tilley 
Poultry building, on Hosmer Pond: Road, were our big 
losses for the year, totaling $22,500.00. The total Fire 
loss was $22,800.00 


We answered 76 fire calls and 326 emergency calls 
during the year.

The hose test ordered by the New England Rating 
Bureau was completed March 21, 1958. We lost 800 feet 
that would not stand the prescribed test and we are still 
using hose that is from 10 years to 30 years old. 


Our equipment is in first class condition with the ex- 
ception of tires on the Seagrave truck, which are twenty- 
two years old and the Ladder Truck which are 18 years 
old. These tires will be replaced as fast as the money is 
appropriated. The Jeep fire engine has been converted 
from a forest fire truck into a generating light plant, 
which is of more use to the department, at a cost of less 
than $200.00. 


We of the Fire Department wish that the Officers 
and people of the town would get better acquainted with 
the Department by coming in and see for themselves how 
we operate.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The proposed Selectmen’s budget would provide for a 


Chief, two patrolmen who would also act as dispatchers 
and the services of the night dispatcher who also does 
janitor work in the Opera House. ‘The proposed schedule 
would not enable the Police Department, to extend the 
present coverage which is sixteen hours a day on a Six- 
day week basis, but would enable the department to be 
more readily available to the public during the sixteen- 
hour a day period. 


The Special Officers account pays for the men who 
fill in on holidays, some Sundays, vacation time, emer- 
gencies, special events which bring traffic into Camden, 
funerals, accidents, and many other periods which de- 
mand coverage throughout the year. During 1959 a 
monthly report of this expense will be submitted to the 
Selectmen. : 


The money provided for the Police Gas accounts was 
used to carry on a very limited patrol during 1958. We 
are frankly in need of better control of traffic than we 
were able to have last year and for your protection as a 
parent or pedestrian or driver, we'are budgeting an in- 
crease this year. 


POLICE CHIEF’S REPORT 


The Police Department consists of a Chief, one pa- 
trolman and a part time dispatcher who has the responsi- 
bilities to provide for the security of lives and property 
and for the preservation of the public peace and order. 


The Department is called upon to investigate com- 
plaints and accidents, provide police coverage at special 
functions, regulate traffic control throughout the town, 
arbitrate family and public disturbances, recover lost and 
stolen property and many other duties which aids and 
assists the general public.

In 1958 there was a decrease of eight automobile ac- 
cidents, $5,530.02 in property damage, but with an in- 
crease of ten personal injuries and one pedestrian accident 
which was fatal. 


School Safety Patrols which are operating in the 
grammar schools are doing a tremendously effective job 
in keeping our school area free of pedestrian accidents. 
These youngsters deserve a lot of credit for their time and 
effort. 


Through the co-operation of the schools, several 
hundred circulars on pedestrian and bicycle safety have 
been distributed. 
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In 1958 due to the limited coverage of police personnel 
we have tried in every respect to plan a protective and 
coverage system which is for the safety and benefit of the 
citizens of Camden. 


The duties of the police, takes them continuously 
from headquarters to different sections of town to answer 
complaints, accident and traffic control. While covering 
calls, we sometimes leave the police headquarters without 
anyone to answer incoming telephone calls, radio calls or 
citizens who report to the headquarters for assistance. 


Many people who have called for service without con- 
tacting a police officer, immediately were quite disturbed 
and we wish to thank them for their kind consideration 
after our problems were explained to them. 


The Camden Police Department wishes to thank 
County, State and Federal Agencies for the co-operation 
the past year.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


Civil defense is created by law and therefore its re- 
sponsibility rests with government. The intent of local 
government is to organize resources, collect tools, and 
direct action to minimize the civilian death-toll and the 
loss of property in a disaster. The disaster may be enemy- 
caused or natural such as a flood, hurricane or fire. We 
have taken advantage of the surplus property program 
of the Federal Government during 1958 and have pur- 
chased a hand loudspeaker, many small tools and an am- 
phibious truck at a total value of $10,300.00 and at a 
cost to us of $433.93. We plan to continue our pro- 
gram for 1959 and we have suggested the purchase of at 
least two mobile radio units to mount in our public works 
department vehicles to be used to control emergencies. Our 
stake in Civil Defense is to enhance our ability to cope 
with emergencies and the object of Civil Defense is sur- 
vival. Everyone should be prepared for possible disaster 
to the extent of learning what civilian defense requires in 
the way of organization: and simple, precautionary pre- 
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paredness. As an individual, you can make a special ef- 
fort to learn, from Civil Defense and government authori- 
ties, the common sense measures you should know to pro- 
tect yourself and your family from disaster, natural or 
man-made. Knowledge is strength and, in this thermo- 
nuclear age we live in, knowledge may one day be life it- 
self. 


HYDRANT RENTALS 


We cannot prognosticate the results of the proposed 
water rate increase proposed by the Camden-Rockland 
Water Company nor the outcome of the “Water District” 
idea which is presently being investigated. We know that 
a rate increase is going to be the result of either type of 
enterprise but are unable to budget for it at this time. 


STREET LIGHTING 


As a result of a survey made during 1958 of our 
street lights located in Camden we were able to realize a 
slightly reduced rate. We have provided for an expense 
in this account of approximately $700.00 to replace the 
control box on the stop light located at the corner of 
Washington and Mechanic Street. 


INSURANCE 


This past year we have consolidated the departmental 
insurance cost into one account and simplified the handling 
without losing control. The schedule of due dates on most 
policy premiums has been set in the month of December 
to avoid scattered premium payments and it is at this time 
that tax money is available to pay the expense without 
borrowing money. 


As a result of the amendment to the Maine Enabling 
Act covering the Social Security Program, enacted at the 
_ last session of the Maine Legislature and an amendment to 
the Federal Social Security Act which was enacted by 
the last session of Congress, the way has been cleared for 
the extension of Social Security coverage to the employees 
of Camden’s Municipal Government. The Act specifically 
excludes School Teachers, Policemen and Firemen. 


For the benefit and protection that is afforded by 
the Social Security Plan to the families of employees, we 
strongly recommend this program and have established 
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a figure of $700.00 as this years’ portion of the cost of the 
program, for the benefit of those who are not otherwise 
excluded. 


Public Health 


This division of municipal activities contains the Dis- 
trict Nursing Association, per the report rendered by 
Nurse Allura E. Pitcher; and the Municipal Dump. 


CAMDEN DISTRICT 
NURSING ASSOCIATION REPORT 


January 1, 1958 to January 1, 1959 


Nursing operations during the past year showed a 
decrease of 302 visits but in reality this indicates an 
increase in accomplishment, or in others words, results 
stemming from a growing awareness and benefit from 
the function of the Public Health Nurse which is twofold 
—service and health education. 


Number and types of visits made are here listed:

Visits to Doctor’s Offices and Nursing Home with

**These visits were made to give health instructions and 
follow-up care to convalescent patients, emphasizing that 
the means to keep well is equally important as to get well. 


Two Regional X-Ray Clinics were held in Rockland by 
the Maine State Department of Health and Welfare. At 
this Clinic eight patients from Camden were x-rayed. 
Four adults were x-rayed at Camden Hospital through the 
4-County Tuberculosis Association. Eight visits were 
made to remind ex-sanitorium tuberculosis patients or 
their contacts regarding their regulation annual or semi-- 
annual x-rays. 
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Immunization Clinics were held in April, May and 
June under the direction of Dr. Harry Tounge, Health 
Officer, at which 18 children were immunized and 10 re- 
ceived vaccinations. | 


Three Polio Clinics were held during the year at- 
tended by 51 children and two adults. 


Co-operation with Country, State and Federal health 
organizations is important as thereby every channel of 
available medical and therapeutic development is utilized. 
One meeting scheduled for Study of Mental Health was 
attended in Augusta and also several meetings of State 
Staff Nurses which are open to independent agencies. 
These proved to be most instructive in a variety of fields. 


Many problems of diverse nature come to my atten- 
tion while visiting homes, not all of which pertain to ill- 
ness directly, yet indirectly worries of any kind do have 
a bearing on an individual’s health as the mental and 
‘physical often are intermingled with inseparable effects. 
Duties of a nurse are elastic but do have this definitive 
boundary—to help. 


A District Nursing Association office has been pro- 
vided for in the new Camden Hospital. This will greatly 
facilitate the work of your District Nurse and gratitude 
is expressed to the kind donors who made it possible. 


A few more articles are added each year to the Loan 
Closet. Equipment is maintained in good condition and 
can be used over and over again. At current costs of sick 
room appliances, this spells a substantial savings to pa- 
tients. 


I wish to thank the physicians for their loyalty and 
unfailing co-operation, and for the understanding support 
of D. N. A. officers, Town Officials, and citizens of 
Camden, I also express my appreciation.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


The following is a list of contagious diseases report- 
ed for the year 1958:

During the year, 177 school and pre-school children 
received immunization against diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus, and 126 received vaccinations against 
smallpox.

MUNICIPAL DUMP 


The problem of care and control of the dump has not 
as yet been completely solved. Many of our users which 
include, Camden, Rockport and Lincolnville citizens have 
not always co-operated with the caretaker and the result 
is an increased cost of rehandling the debris with power 
equipment. We used two cases of dynamite during 1958 
to break away a dangerous shelf which extended out over 
the 200 foot pit. We are presently prefabricating a new 
shed for the dump. We plan to request the users to dump 
only at locations designated by the caretaker to help us 
limit this overall expense. The account will decrease from 
the previous year because of a balance forward. 
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Public Welfare 


This division of municipal activities contains four 
major categories which are: Town Poor, Aid to Veterans 
and Blind, Aid to the Aged, and Aid to the Disabled. The 
1958 balance remaining in the total fund of $3,251.00 does 
not reflect a lesser demand for aid during 1958 but rather 
a larger reimbursement coming from poor cases with 
a settlement in other communities or the State. The 
manager is required to handle the problems arising from 
the needs of these people who fall in distress and an aver- 
age of fifteen hours per week throughout the year is spent 
working with poor and indigent relief cases. A study 
of welfare cases during the year greatly added to the re- 
duction of cost to the town in the form of both rehabili- 
tation and reimbursements from estates. A report is 
rendered to the Selectmen monthly on the status of the 
accounts and a yearly report is made in writing on each 
case assisted which shows individual expenses of food, 
clothing, fuel, rent, medical, board, etc. 


TOWN POOR AND AID TO VETERANS BLIND 


These two accounts reflect employment in the area as 
well as our policy of carrying the poor in the poor ac- 
count and not charging some of these people off to labor 
under the Public Works Department. The unemploy- 
able people in our area has not reduced but increased this 
last year but the fund has decreased. Another factor that 
is important is that of the continuously rising cost of 
living. 


SUPPL. AID TO AGED AND AID TO DISABLED 


This account although high in expense during 1958, 
should show a downward trend this coming year due to 
recent State Legislation which made additional funds 
available for the State Department of Health and Welfare 
to extend aid on behalf of public assistance recipients for 
hospitalization and nursing and rest home care when the 
recipients do not have sufficient income. This new money 
will relieve to some extent the welfare load in this cate- 
gory. 
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Public Works 


This division of municipal activities contains the fol- 
lowing categories: Summer Maintenance, Winter Main- 
tenance, General Expense, Shade Trees, Public Landing, 
Sidewalk Construction, Street Cleaning, Sewer and Catch 
Basin Maintenance, State Aid Construction, Street Signs, 
Sanitary and Storm Sewer Construction, Public Beach, 
Village Green and Public Works Equipment. Revolving 
Fund. | 


SUMMER MAINTENANCE 


Summer Maintenance, Winter Maintenance and P. 
W. General Expense are all actually the same account 
and can not fairly be considered separately when you are 
in the process of raising funds for this department. We 
break the account down into these divisions for the pur- 
pose of having, for a record, expenses which occur during 
the winter in relationship to the summer and expenses 
which are so called house-keeping, in contrast to P. W. 
programs such as patching roads, placing culverts, tarr- 
ing roads, stockpiling screened gravel, etc. 


The whole department formerly had seventeen men 
and now has eleven, eight of which are partly paid from 
Summer Maintenance Account. The reduction reflects 
changes in policy by the Selectmen with, we believe, ap- 
proximately the same work load. It is the thinking of the 
Board that more work programs will be accomplished by 
employing men who are capable and pay them more 
wages. In the eyes of the public and “sidewalk superin- 
tendents” these men can do no right and working for 
the public is a hard job at best. The work performance 
schedule and cost accounting on heavy equipment is func- 
tioning very well and permits us to more accurately con- 
trol the men as well as the cost of our equipment. The 
actual work performed by the men is partially listed in the 
1957 Town Report. 


The Equipment Rental account had an anticipated 
expense of $800.00 for pit work ie. stripping land and 
stockpiling and an extra $300.00 for the hire of extra 
trucks and equipment. In 1958 we had an added expense 
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of $1,000.00 for water and sand control at the gravel pit. 
The selectmen studied the problem by personal observa- 
tion and out of the recommendations given by the Dept. 
Foreman and the Manager, they decided to hire a dragline 
to excavate a large area that would serve as a sump to 
catch both the water and sand and in turn permit the 
water to filter out minus the sand. The further con- 
trol of this filter project will cause us to spend more in 
the future, but it is justified by the net results and over- 
all cost to us for sand and gravel. 


The Budget for the Road Patch account should in- 
crease. We cannot, I am sure you agree, leave holes in 
the roads and sidewalks or permit the shoulders to ravel 
and break up. The expense is small in relationship to the 
cost of later rebuilding these roads if we do not keep 
them in repair. They represent an investment of mil- 
lions of dollars. We apply an average of 250 tons of as- 
phalt patch each year. 


The Public Works Department was able to apply only 
15,200 gallons of asphalt during 1958 for the following 
reasons. June and July were too wet to permit us to 
stockpile tar cover at a reasonable cost. We set in our 
equipment for one-half a day and discovered our cost was 
$2.60 per yard. Therefore we bought the material from 
a neighboring town for $1.25 landed. Also part of our 
asphalt program was diverted to a hot-mix asphalt pro- 
gram to rebuild Tannery Lane, one parking lot, and the 
area around the fire station. The following roads were 
coated or mulched during 1958: Sherman Point, Sea St., 
Harden Avenue, Gould, Thomas, Eaton Ave., Arey Ave., 
Collins Ave., Bay View Street Hill, Wilson Avenue, Upper 
Megunticook, Cedar and Norwood Avenue. 


The Selectmen, foreman of the Public Works Depart- 
ment and Manager have together made a survey by obser- 
vation of each street, road and sidewalk in Camden to 
determine their actual condition. The survey now in 
written form describes these roads as “good,” “fair,” or 
“noor’’ and because a majority of these roads were con- 
sidered fair or poor, the decision was made to request more 
money this year to protect the Town’s investment of mil- 
lions of dollars in roads. 
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WINTER MAINTENANCE 


The wages of eight men are paid from the salary ac- 
count to the amount of about one-third of their total 
wages and also money is provided to pay for some over- 
time and extra labor as needed to help clean up after a 
storm. 


Our present labor force handles four trucks with 
plows, a power shovel and a tractor with a plow, which 
is Six pieces of equipment used for snow clearance, and 
three for sanding operations after the snow is removed. 
It takes no less than the entire crew to operate this equip- 
ment so that we all may get to work during the winter 
months. 


The department personnel work whatever number of 
hours it takes to provide this service and we can decrease 
this account only by ignoring the weather. 


Salt is an expensive seasonal item and the amount 
purchased depends upon the type of winter. We usually 
mix 75 tons with our winter sand stockpile and the balance 
goes directly onto the roads. The salt cost $18.00 per ton 
landed in Rockland and we used 180 tons during 1958, 
105 tons in 1957 and 160 tons in 1956. We have ex- 
perienced a heavy winter thus far in 1959 which will 
mean an added consumption and cost. The mixed 1,000 
yard stockpile was depleted on January 17. We are in- 
creasing this budget to 180 tons in 1959. 


The Winter Maintenance Equipment Rental account 
pays for the cost of cleaning out the fire hydrants, for our 
portion of Route 1 that is plowed by the State, and the 
rental of extra equipment during storms. Because we 
have attempted to push the snow into piles and remove it 
after the sanding operation, we did not use all the money 
in this account during 1958. 


GENERAL EXPENSE 


The Engineering account is established to pay for 
Engineering supplies such as stakes, lines, tapes, line level, 
profile paper as well as the labor cost of engineering work. 
We are presently studying the local topography to find 
a way to divert surface water that runs into open ditches 
and causes flooded yards and homes during heavy rain 
storms. 
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The account was established to finance the cost of 
repair and replacement of light equipment such as lawn 
mowers, paint sprayer, suction pump, sewer gear, motors, 
welding tools, etc. We buy only that which is needed to 
keep our equipment working. 


The account pays for all expenses connected with our 
garage and storage sheds such as replacement of fire ex- 
tinguishers, service on heating system, repairs to doors, 
windows, roof, light bulbs, soap, paint, etc. We have a 
great deal more work to do to keep our buildings in repair. 
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SHADE TREE PROGRAM 


Quite unfortunately the budget was cut in half on 
our shade tree care program for 1958. 


We found it necessary to remove two trees and cable 
eleven this past year which left us with very little money 
to prune the remaining 2,846 shade trees located along the 
streets and parks of Camden. If we recognize the need 
for fire insurance to protect an investment such as a 
house, we should also recognize a tree maintenance pro- 
gram for the protection of an investment in our local real 
estate. Anyone who desires, may inspect the maps and 
survey of our shade trees which are in the Manager’s 
Office. 


STATE AID CONSTRUCTION 


This fund, which is audited by the State Highway 
Commission and controlled by the Rockland Division 
Office, has a large impact on the condition of the majority 
of roads and streets in Camden. In round figures, for 
every $6,400.00 we raise, the State will match with 
$9,000.00 to help improve the road system in Camden on 
State accepted roads. During the past year we completed 
some unfinished landscaping on the North side of Wash- 
ington Street and applied a coat of asphalt extending 
about 1,700 feet. Also we applied a hot-mix asphalt over 
the cement blocks on High Street which extended about 
1,400 feet. We held up the Washington Street Construc- 
tion project due to the proposed new water main to be in- 
stalled at the same location. 


We have budgeted $6,396.00 again this year, to take 
advantage of the State Aid Matching Fund. 
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SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION 


This fund is used to build new or reconstruct por- 
tions of our 51,500 feet of sidewalks. During 1958 we re- 
constructed a small section on Main Street and Bay View 
Street both of which were about 50 feet in length. Also 
we completely reconstructed 1,100 feet on Sea Street and 
1,300. feet on Atlantic Avenue. The last two sidewalk 
projects were considered to be the most needed for re- 
placement of all the walks. For 1959 we will first com- 
plete the Washington Street Sidewalk which has been 
held up a year by the State Aid Road project. Other side- 
walk repairs will be determined from our recent Roads and 
Sidewalks Survey made by the Selectmen, Department 
Foreman and Manager. 


SANITARY AND STORM SEWER CONSTRUCTION 


This fund, as a result of our 1958 Annual Town Meet- 
ing, established a work program for the improvement of 
both surface water drainage as well as sewerage. Last 
year we rebuilt the drainage ditch on part of Sea Street, 
the entire length of Atlantic Avenue and added a drop- 
inlet at the corner of Sea and Arey Avenue. Also we 
extended the metal culvert drain on Sea Street and added 
extensions to both the sewer and storm culverts that cross 
Washington Street and empty into the Megunticook River. 
During 1958 we started to place the Sand Street sewer ex- 
tension and experienced very wet subsoil which caused 
the ditch to cave-in before completion. Also we placed 
a drop-inlet at Knowlton and Alden another drop-inlet on 
Chestnut Street, a catch basin at Colcord and Union and 
placed many hundred feet of culverts. 


We have made a study of surface water drainage 
which appears on a map in the Manager’s Office and we 
plan to divert this water by constructing one dam and 
enlarging some culverts to prevent the flooding of 
numerous cellars and driveways along the present water 
course. 


MT. BATTIE STREET BRIDGE 


Last year $2,500.00 was raised to construct a 40 foot 
clear span bridge. We have thus far been able to pur- 
chase used steel girders and wooden planking and re- 
move the old structure in order to build cement footings. 
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The plan included more work to be accomplished this 
winter but the weather has haulted the work. 


The money remaining in this account will not pay 
for the completion of the bridge. 


Notice To Taxpayers 


Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing, to the inhabitants by 
posting notifications in some public place in the Town, 
or shall notify them, in such other way as the Town 
directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect 
lists of their polls, and all their estates, real and personal, 
not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were 
possessed on the 1st day of April of the same year. If 
any resident owner after such notice does not bring in 
such lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make ap- 
plication to the Assessors or the County Commissioners 
for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list 
with his application and satisfies them that he was un- 
able to offer it at the time appointed.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Camden: 


There is never an opportunity to report on all of the 
activities in the school program. Each year it is necessary 
to make a selection of activities within the school system 
which we feel are most important to the welfare of the 
pupils in the school. 


One of the questions we hear more than any other 
deals with the reading program of the whole school. 
We are indebted to the members of our faculty, both 
elementary and secondary, for the answer to the question, 
“Do the Camden Schools Teach Reading ?”’. 


YES, WE DO TEACH READING 


We think of reading as a process of language and 
thinking. It is a day long activity entering into all curri- 
culum areas. Formal reading is word recognition plus 
understanding and interpretation. It is recalling and en- 
riching an experience one has had, 


In Sub-Primary, children do not read in the first 
weeks of school. There is a program of preparation for 
developing reading readiness. The child learns such skills 
as left to right eye movements and to distinguish between 
likenesses and differences. He develops verbal expression 
by means of stories and conversations. As readiness de- 
velops, a transition is made to formal reading in which 
a child starts with a story and whole words. Word mean- 
ings are established from pictures, stories, and plays. 


Children are different. As children differ in readi- 
ness to walk and talk so they differ in reading readiness. 
To care for individual differences children read in ability 
groupings for basic instructions. 


PRIMARY GRADES 


Normally, children in Grade One learn the mechanics 
of reading. They learn to associate sounds with printed 
forms of letters, to hear and see initial and ending con- 
sonants and consonant blends. They learn that words with 
the same initial letter have the same initial sound. Word 
power is developed through reading and listening to 
stories. 


Second graders continue the readiness and reading 
activities of sub-primary and Grade One. Much time 
is spent on vowel sounds in one syllable words. Word 
structure becomes vital. Word beginnings and endings, 
consonant and vowel sounds and blends, root words, con- 
tractions and compound words are introduced as a part 
of the larger subject of phonics. Words are introduced 
in meaningful situations for oral and silent reading. Chil- 
dren read for a purpose; to find specific details and in- 
formation and for pleasure. 


Grade Three reteaches and extends skills and princi- 
ples already taught. Children are taught to apply con- 
sonant and vowel principles to words of more than one 
syllable. Syllabication is taught so that pupils can divide 
a word into syllables, sound out the syllables and blend 
them into word wholes. Training is given in hearing 
accented and unaccented syllables. Dictionary work is 
introduced in respect to simple definitions and to the 
alphabetical sequence of word position. Reading and 
word power is not mastered at the close of the primary 
grades. Reading is a continuous process. 


INTERMEDIATE GRADES 


In the intermediate grades all skills previously learned 
are used and extended. These include recognition of sound 
and symbol, association of sound and symbol and appli- 
cation. Drill on phonics is continued to give a better un- 
derstanding of the use of meaning clues, practice in dis- 
criminating between accented and unaccented syllables 
(learning that some words have two pronunciations and 
that changing the accent sometimes changes the meaning 
of words). 


The dictionary skills may be perfected in these grades. 
The children develop the necessary skills for using guide 
words; identifying root words; comprehending meanings, 
(adapting meaning to context) and using the pronuncia- 
tion key to identify consonant and vowel sounds. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL READING PROGRAM 


In the Junior High School skills involving word per- 
ception and comprehension have been fairly well mastered 
according to the abilities of the individual pupil. Interpre- 
tation within the child’s own realm of experience is like- 
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wise, more or less, automatic. So it now becomes neces- 
sary to focus more attention upon interpretation beyond 
the realm of experience. 


Structural analysis and phonetic analysis continue to 
play an important part in the reading program. Units 
of work are devoted to a review of these skills. The 
major objectives of the program at this level are: 


1. The development of comprehension. 

2. Stimulation of critical and emotional reactions. 
3. The drawing of inferences. 

4. A general integration of ideas gained in reading. 


This latter skill includes the ability to apply ideas 
gained from reading in satisfying intellectual curiosities, 
in solving personal and social problems and enriching pupil 
personalities. 


Social studies are also used to develop reading skills. 
In our system, we are using a “Core Curriculum” in order 
to integrate Geography and History with our English 
program. 


OF COURSE READING IS TAUGHT IN HIGH SCHOOL 


If the prime purpose of reading is to obtain mean- 
ing, from words, then the High School (English) Teacher 
surely teaches reading over and over again in her classes. 
Perhaps a few points should be made here: 


a. Slow students need special help with simple ma- 
terials and basic methods. 


b. Students must learn to read accurately to obtain 
correct answers to specific questions. 

c. Students must learn to scan material intelligently, 
picking out key words. 

d. Students are taught to notice individual words 
also, both in spelling exercises and vocabulary 
building work. 


e. Students are also given practice in locating in- 
creasingly difficult material, interpreting what 
will be of use to them, and writing their own 
summaries from reasonably accurate notes. 
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Reading is taught at the high school level, constantly 
and at times painstakingly, until an accumulation of skills 
by the student makes it easier for him to perform those 
reading duties expected of all students. 


Beyond the teaching of the reading skills, we must 
accept the responsibility of attempting to establish a basis 
on which the reader can grow during the rest of his life. 


For the slow or mediocre reader our first aim is to 
get that student to read — to feel an urge to read a book 
for fun or for information, not for rank. With this in 
mind, literature books are bought to interest, inform, and, 
above all, meet the reading level of the pupil. 


Our second aim is to develop the pupil as a reader 
to better his power of comprehension and deepen his un- 
derstanding of what he reads. 


At the high school level definite instruction in how 
to read various kinds of literature is taught. <A pupil 
must know the difference between exposition, description, 
narration and lyricism. He must differentiate between 
fact and opinion. He should sense the rhythm and feel- 
ing of both prose and poetry. 


The High School Teacher’s final aim in the read- 
ing program is to develop the pupil into a better person. 


REMEDIAL READING 


The word remedial — applied to reading — means 
that a child is having difficulty in reading, due to causes 
which have interfered with the normal learning process. 
The causes of the child’s difficulties may lie in himself, 
in his home, in his school experiences, or in a combination 
of these factors. Remedial procedures consist of remov- 
ing and modifying the factors causing the reading de- 
ficiencies. 


The instruction in the reading room is designed to 
improve those abilities in which the pupil is weak and to 
remove ineffective reading habits. This is accomplished 
through careful testing, diagnosing, and the use of suit- 
able teaching materials and techniques selected to improve 
the desired reading skills and abilities.’ These materials 
are interesting and challenging, yet easy enough to re- 
store confidence by insuring continued success in handling 
them. 
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The program of the reading room follows the mod- 
ern reading program as conducted in our schools. It 
begins with the basic sight vocabulary, then gradually 
introduces sound attack, and then meets the problem of 
comprehension. This procedure is sound psychologically 
as it corresponds with the natural growth of the child. 


The remedial work is always adapted to the individual 
child and the individual schoolroom, therefore every effort 
is made to reinstate the child in his regular reading group 
as soon as possible. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


As a part of the State Wide Program of Adult Educa- 
tion, carried on co-operatively between the State Depart- 
ment of Education and Local Communities, Camden has 
continued it’s night school program begun last year. 


Four different groups have been studying. There are 
two groups in Sewing, one group in Beginners Typing and 
one group in Interior Decorating, each class lasting for 
a 12 week period. 


Mrs. George Boynton, Jr., serves as Instructor of 
the Sewing group. 


Miss Rosemary Bourgois of the high school faculty 
has had 25 pupils enrolled in the Beginners Typing Course. 
If sufficient interest is shown an advanced typing class 
will be offered at a later date. 


Seventeen persons have been meeting with Mrs. 
George Hersom on Friday evenings to study Interior 
Decorating. 


A registration fee of $7.50 is charged for classes 
meeting three hours an evening and $6.00 for class meet- 
ing two hours an evening. 


HIGH SCHOOL ACCREDITATION 


At the request of the superintendent of schools, 
Orville J. Guptille, Jr., and principal, Richard Goodridge 
a six man visiting committee spent two days... April 9 
and 10, 1958, .. . at Camden High School visiting classes, 
studying the educational program, inspecting the physical 
facilities and reviewing the educational philosophy of

Camden High School to determine whether or not, in 
its opinion, Camden High School should be recommended 
for State Accreditation in 1960. 


The standards used by the visiting committee in 
making its recommendations are those listed in “Approval 
and Accreditation of Maine Secondary Schools”. These 
standards were prepared by the advisory committee in ac- 
cordance with Sec. 98, C 41 R. S. 1954, as amended. 


In its report the visiting committee emphasized the 
fact that its purpose was to determine whether or not 
Camden High School should be accreditated, not to make 
a complete survey of the educational program of the 
school. The committee deemed it advisable to point out 
some of the outstanding features of the school and to 
provide a list of recommendations for the staff to con- 
sider in its efforts to make a good school a better one. 


The visiting committee voted unanimously to recom- 
mend Camden High School for State Accreditation in 1960 
for a five year period providing the following conditions 
are met: 


1. The basic salary schedule be upgraded to at least 
comply with the salaries as required by the state 
law. 


2. The school provide a room for the library which 
is adequate in size to house the basic collection 
and to provide enough tables and chairs to con- 
veniently accommodate the largest English class. 


3. The library obtain at least the minimum num- 
ber of usable books as recommended by the 
American Library Association. 


4, The library subscribe to a wide variety of maga- 
zines to meet the reading interest of a majority 
of the students and to one newspaper which con- 
tains state and local news and to one nationally 
recognized newspaper. 


5. The school provide services of a certified librarian, 
with the provision that the librarian be in the 
library one period in the basic schedule for each 
100 students, or major part thereof, enrolled in 
the school. 
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6. All students be required to have 120 minutes 
per week of physical education except those stu- 
dents excused by a physician. If the periods are 
at least fifty minutes in length, two periods of 
physical education per week will meet this re- 
quirement.. 


7. The school provide physicial education equipment 
that will enable the instructor to carry out the 
wide variety of activities necessary for a full 
program of physical education, such as climbing 
ropes, vaulting box, parallel bars, combination 
standards, ete. 


8. The school install enough shower heads (one for 
each seven persons), locker room facilities, and 
baskets or lockers to store equipment, to ade- 
quately accommodate the largest physical educa- 
tion classes. 


A copy of the complete report is available for study 
by interested persons at the office of the superintendent of 
schools. 


FACULTY CHANGES 


The number of teachers leaving our school system is 
high compared with the state as a whole. A total of nine 
out of a faculty of 43 individuals represents 21%. Part 
of this is due to the number of teachers reaching retire- 
ment age. Most find more attractive offers in other com- 
munities. 


Each year some teachers leave us for other positions 
and are replaced by new personnel. Listed below are the 
faculty changes for 1958-1959.

School budgets continue to increase. There are 7.6% 
more children in school this year than last. 


Resources from balances used in 1959 will be about 
$6,000 less than were used in 1958. 


While the average expenditures, since 1951, have in- 
creased 8.82% annually, the 1959 expenditures will in- 
crease 8.6%. 
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WHAT THIS BUDGET WILL DO 


The budget will allow an increase in the average sal- 
aries of our teachers of $400. It will permit us to main- 
tain our present teaching staff and provide for our present 
school program. There is no provision for additional serv- 
ices.

The examination was made in accordance with generally ac- 
cepted auditing standards that pertain to governmental ac- 
counting and was conducted by Auditor R. G. Redman of the 
State Department of Audit. 


The audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year, and included such tests of the accounting 
records and other auditing procedures as were considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in this 
report, present the results of the Town’s financial operations 
for the period indicated.

COMMENTS 


TOWN OF CAMDEN 
January 2, 1958 to December 31, 1958 


' An audit of the financial records maintained by various offi- 
cers of the Town of Camden has been completed for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1958. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are 
incorporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpended 
balances lapsed amounted to $11,065.02, per the following sum- 
mary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $17,901.19 
Overdrafts 6,836.17 
Net Unexpended Balances $11,065.02 


The unappropriated balance of excise tax revenue, the overlay 
and unexpended balances in various charity accounts were the 
principal factors contributing to the net unexpended balances 
lapsed. ; 


ASSETS ... The cash balance of $62,160.79 was reconciled with 
statements furnished by the Depositors Trust Company of Cam- 
den, Maine, and the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine. 
Petty cash on hand was counted. 


Accounts receivable of $849.47 included for the most part 
reimburseable expenditures made for state and other munici- 
palities’ poor. 

Taxes receivable totaling $7,539.68 at the close of the year 
consisted principally of current year accounts of $7,340.18. 


The balance of $199.50 represented 1955 and 1956 uncollected 
taxes. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $934.44 and 
$165.87 respectively. 


Sewer assessments remaining unpaid at the close of the year 
totaled $1,467.42. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS ... The appropriation accounts 
show a net unexpended balance of $38,860.77 at the year end 
which represent various operating account balances and over- 
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drafts that are.carried forward to the ensuing year in accor- 
dance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


Excise tax collections for 1959 totaling $1,815.72 are carried 
forward for disposition at the next annual town meeting. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $31,846.05, an in- 
crease of $5,252.60 for the year. This was occasioned princi- 
pally by the net unexpended departmental balances lapsed, 
less an authorized appropriation for the equipment revolv- 
ing fund. 


DEBT FUND ... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding school construc- 
tion bonds of $296,000.00 and a fire equipment note of 
$4,854.00. The bonds and notes are to be retired from future 
years’ revenue and sinking fund assets. The sinking fund is 
represented by investments of $2,000.00 in government bonds. 


TRUST FUNDS ... The total amount of trust fund principals 
was $211, 066.42 and unexpended income amounted to $12,896.80 
of which $16.00 is due the sinking fund. With the exception of 
$48.29 due from the general fund, the trust funds are invested 
as follows: 


U.S. Savings Bonds $119,600.00 
Other Bonds 4,304.96 
Stocks 89,561.30 
Time Deposits 8,107.39 
Demand Deposits 2,343.28 
MOUNTAIN VIEW CEMETERY ... The records maintained 


by the trustees of the Mountain View Cemetery were reviewed 
for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1958. Receipts for the 
year amounted to $9,011.28 which were derived for the most 
part from income on investments and collections in connec- 
tion with the opening of graves, lot maintenance and sale of 
lots. Expenditures totaling $7,410.95 for the same period were 
principally for general maintenance, bonded and non- bonded 
lots and miscellaneous designated charges. 


The cash balance of $6,364.40 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine. 


It is suggested that prenumbered triplicate receipts be utilized 
for internal control purposes. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS ... The departmental operat- 
ing accounts showed an increase of $26,006.13 in funds raised 
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by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. Larger ap- 
propriations in the education and protection accounts were the 
principal factors contributing to the change. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year decreased by $5,154.31, as compared with balances at the 
start of the year. The decrease was reflected for the most part 
in the education account. 


GENERAL ... The townspeople authorized the use of excise 
taxes for summer and winter maintenance accounts and an ap- 
propriation from surplus for the equipment revolving fund. 
Unexpended departmental balances brought forward from the 
preceding year were reappropriated at the annual town meeting. 


The accounting procedures of the several departments were re- 
viewed. As a result, certain recommendations concerning mat- 
- ters of minor concern were submitted directly to the various 
officers for their attention. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and 
other matters of financial concern. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depositories or by direct bank confirma- 
tion. Statements of accounts were mailed to selected debtors 
requesting that any differences be reported directly to the De- 
partment of Audit. No differences have been reported. 


An analysis was made of the receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers and canceled 
checks supporting expenditures were checked for a selected 
period. Excise tax collections were verified with copies of 
the receipts retained by the collector. Debt, trust and special 
fund transactions were examined. Bond coverage was re- 
viewed. 


The records maintained by the Superintendent of Schools were 
not examined, however, his report of receipts, disbursements and 
closing balances was on file and reconciled with the records 
of the town. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the ac- 
companying balance sheet and supporting information present 
fairly the financial position of the Town at December 31, 1958, 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended.
